In  discussing  Resolution  No.  67-0338,  relative  to  fire  protection 
by  the  Forest  Service  organization  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  power  develop- 
ment area  in  the  Stanislaus  National  Forest,  Commissioner  White 
mentioned  the  appearance  of  the  face  of  O' Shaughnessy  Dam  now  when 
the  water  is  down  so  low.     He  wondered  if  anything  could  be  gained 
by  sandblasting  so  as  to  get  at  areas  not  ordinarily  uncovered  during 
the  past  eight  to  ten  years  and  at  the  same  time  improve  the  appearanc 


Oral  L.  Moore,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  General  Manager,  said  this  period 
of  exposure  was  during  a  short  time  when  few  people  are  in  the  area. 
In  view  of  the  progress  being  made  in  the  relationships  between  City 
and  the  National  Park  Service,  every  effort  is  being  made  to  make 
the  City's  facilities  more  attractive  for  the  public  who  come  to  visit 
that  section  of  the  Park.

Department  participation  in  Tuolumne  County's  10th  Annual  Mother 
Lode  Round-up  and  Parade  in  Sonora,  Mr.  Carr  said  that  Commissioner 
and  Mrs.  Thomas  P.  White?  Rino  Bei,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Hetch 
Hetchy  Project;  John  M.  Woods,  Manager,  Moccasin  Division,  and  staff 
would  attend  representing  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.

In  discussing  Resolution  No.  67-0341,  authorizing  assignment  of 
contract  with  the  California  Ammonia  Company  from  Pacific  Gas  & 
Electric  Company  to  City, Mr.  Carr  explained  that  with  the  completion 
of  the  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Powerhouse  it  becomes  necessary  for  City 
to  assume  additional  load  to  utilize  the  increased  generating  capacity 

This  is  the  fourth  assignment  by  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Company  and 
is  similar  to  the  ones  City  now  has  with  the  other  chemical  customers, 
which  assignments  were  made  in  1960;  namely,  Dow  Chemical  Company, 
Hercules  Powder  Company  and  Shell  Chemical  Corporation.     Mr.  Carr 
said  this  will  be  the  first  one  dropped  as  the  loads  in  the  Districts 
pick  up — it  is  expected  that  City  will  have  this  assignment  for  about 
one  year. 

Mr.  Carr  briefly  explained  for  the  benefit  of  the  new  Commissioners 
that  the  Raker  Act  prevents  City  from  selling  to  private  companies 
for  resale.     In  the  1945  agreements  it  was  finally  agreed  with  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  that  City  could  sell  to  these  chemical  cos. 
and  other  customers.     It  is  a  direct  sale  with  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric 
Company  wheeling  the  City's  power  to  City's  consumers. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  the  amount  of  income  derived  from  the  sale 
of  power.     Mr.  Carr  estimated  this  year  will  be  about  $14  million 
gross;  last  year  it  was  $11  million  gross.

In  discussing  the  approval  of  issuance  of  Space  and  Use  Permits  to 
Airport  tenants,  the  Commission  requested  that  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  arrange  to  have  some  sort  of  master  map  prepared 
on  which  the  different  spaces  and  areas  under  consideration  at  each 
Public  Utilities  Commission  meeting  can  be  illustrated.     This  will 
afford  the  Commission  a  better  over-all  picture  of  the  area  under 
discussion.

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Airport  General  Manager,  George  F.  Hansen,  said  Emmett  Smith,  Assistant 
Airport  General  Manager,  Business  Administration?  and  John  F.  Meacham, 
Assistant  Airport  General  Manager,  Operations  and  Maintenance,  would 
attend  the  annual  conference  of  the  American  Association  of  Airport 
Executives. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  thought  a  written  report  should  be  render- 
ed by  those  attending  important  and  informative  meetings  like  this, 
and  that  copies  should  be  sent  to  the  Commission  for  information  pur- 
poses. 

Mr.  Carr  said,  since  those  attending  are  being  assigned  by  the  Depart- 
ment Manager,  it  could  be  a  report  from  the  Department  Manager  to  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  indicating  the  significant  things 
learned  at  the  conference. 

Commissioner  Goldman  felt  the  report  should  be  the  reactions  of  the 
people  themselves:     a  report  from  the  one  attending  transmitted  to 
the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  through  the  Department  Manager. 
It  was  agreed  the  matter  would  be  taken  care  of  in  this  manner.

In  explaining  the  Peninsula  Sportsmen's  Club  lease,  which  matter  had 
been  put  over  from  the  April  25  meeting,  Public  Utilities  Counsel, 
William  F.  Bourne,  said  the  questions  raised  and  suggestions  made  at 
the  previous  discussion  were  all  investigated  and  changes  effected. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  lease  was  satisfactory.     He  felt  this  operation  would 
be  financially  beneficial  to  the  City  -  similar  to  the  Crystal  Springs 
Golf  Course  operation  -  where  a  group  operates  the  facility  as  com- 
pared to  those  areas  where  the  facility  is  operated  by  City.  The 
Club  is  available  to  the  public    but  the  members  are  the  ones  who 
make  it  go. 

Mr.  Alex  McCabe,  President  of  the  San  Mateo  Sportsmen's  Club,  was 
present,  and  explained  through  pictures,  the  improvements  which  have 
been  made,  costing  $50,000  to  date,  and  outlined  the  future  plans. 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  Rousseau's  question,  Mr.  Carr  said  the  Water 
Department  had  received  approval  of  the  Fish  and  Game  people  with 
regard  to  the  operation.     Mr.  Bourne  pointed  out  that  the  operation 
is  limited  to  skeet  and  trap  shooting. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  expressed  his  dissatisfaction  with  the  term  of 
the  lease.     This  was  his  only  objection.     He  felt  the  purpose  was  good 
but  the  lease  too  long.     The  lease  is  actually  a  25-year  lease,  calling 
for  a  $50,000  investment.     He  suggested  a  shorter  lease,  with  negotia- 
tions for  renewal. 

Mr.  Frye  explained  the  long  negotiations  in  this  matter;  that  the 
lessee  will  finally  have  spent  closer  to  $100,000  in  improvements; 
that  the  area  is  swampy,  and  this  is  at  present  the  best  utilization 
of  the  property;  that  the  lease  contains  a  provision  for  rental  review 
every  five  years.     He  felt  City  would  be  fully  protected. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  the  Department  foresaw  any  usage  other 
than  this  purpose  in  the  next  20  years. 
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Mr.  Carr  replied  that  while  the  land-use  study  is  being  conducted, 
Mr.  Frye  is  considering  these  individual  matters  on  their  merit. 
Each  is  checked  with  the  consulting  engineer  so  as  to  be  sure  the 
Department  is  going  in  the  right  direction. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  Mr.  Frye  to  read  the  cancellation  clause 
aloud,  which  he  did.     Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  this  is  standard  in  all 
leases. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  said  he  would  like  to  have  the  lease  read 
20  years  and  provide  for  renegotiation  for  the  other  5  years. 

Commissioner  Goldman  pointed  out  the  60-day  cancellation  provision 
should  take  care  of  any  eventuality,  and  moved  approval.  Commissioner 
Stack  seconded.     On  roll  call,  the  resolution  was  adopted,  with 
Commissioner  Rousseau  dissenting.

WD  Calendar  Item  No.  2,  revocable  permit  to  State  Division  of  High- 
ways to  enter  portions  of  the  San  Antonio  lands  to  correct  two  slide 
areas,  was  put  over  one  week. 

The  Commission  authorized  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to 
take  pictures  of  the  slide  area  as  speedily  as  possible  as  evidence 
in  the  event  we  find  out  that  the  slides  did  in  effect  cause  damage 
to  Water  Department  property  in  the  adjacent  area.

In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  67-0357,  revocable  permit  to  Galbraith, 
for  the  purpose  of  parking  construction  equipment  on  a  Water  Department 
right  of  way,  Commissioner  White  expressed  concern  about  the  property 
being  returned  to  the  City  in  the  same  condition  as  when  the  permit 
was  authorized. 

Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr.,  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department,  said  that  is  a  requirement  of  the  permit, 
that  the  area  be  kept  in  good  shape. 

It  was  the  recommendation  of  the  Commission,  in  instances  such  as 
this  involving  storage  of  equipment,  in  order  to  insure  that  the 
property  is  returned  in  a  condition  resembling  the  original,  that 
photographs  be  taken  at  the  time  the  permit  is  issued.

When  explaining  Resolution  No.  67-0339,  MR  Contract  Nos.  518  and  519, 
Exterior  painting  of  Municipal  Railway  Buildings.     Mr.  Carr  said  that 
architectural  advice  was  sought  for  the  painting  of  the  Geary  Car 
Barn  to  secure  colors  that  would  blend  with  the  surroundings.  The 
Department  has  proceeded  with  the  painting  of  other  Municipal  Railway 
buildings  on  the  idea  that  they  should  be  alike;  a  standard  color 
scheme  will  be  carried  out  unless  there  is  a  conflict  with  neighbor- 
hood surroundings.

Mr.  Finn  read  the  following  communication,  addressed  James  K.  Carr, 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  by  Edward  A.  Coleman,  President, 
Transport  Workers  Union  of  America,  Local  250A,  dated  May  5,  1967: 

Dear  Mr,  Carr: 

"At  a  Special  Mass  Membership  Meeting  held  by  the  Transport 
Workers  Union,  Local  250-A,  at  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Temple,  May  4, 
1967,  at  8:P.M. ,  the  attached  Resolution  was  unanimously  passed.  The 
passing  of  this  Resolution  by  approximately  five  hundred  members  re- 
flects the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  two  thousand  members  within  the 
Transport  Workers  Union. 

"The  emphasis  of  feeling  among  these  Members  is  borne  out 
within  the  language  of  the  Resolution." 

"RESOLUTION 
"Protesting  Assault  on  Bus  Driver 

"WHEREAS — The  Transport  Workers  Union  has  pointed  out  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  and  to  those  whose  responsibility  it  is  to  ad- 
minister the  Municipal  Railway. . .that  its  apathetic  attitude  in  bring- 
ing adequate  protection  to  the  operating  personnel  of  the  Municipal 
Railway  against  unprovoked  physical  attacks,  has  caused  innumerable 
crises  among  the  employees  in  the  past,  and 

"WHEREAS — the  latest  atrocity  in  which  Bus  Driver,  John  Pedroncini,  wa 
brutally  attacked,  highlights  the  seriousness  of  this  continuing  sit- 
uation, and 

"WHEREAS — the  Transport  Workers  Union  has  advocated,  and  presented 
programs,  for  protection  of  the  operating  personnel  that  are  in  effect 
on  most  major  transit  systems  throughout  the  country?  such  as,  pro- 
viding two-way  radios  on  coaches  and  streetcar,  and  Transit  Police 
to  patrol  the  cars  and  lines. 

"NOW  THEREFORE — Be  it  resolved — That  to  end  this  unending  story  of 
attacks  on  operators,  discord,  threats  of  work-stoppage  and  inflamed 
operators .. .That  the  Transport  Workers  Union  demand  that  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  or  its  Representative,  meet  with  the  Transport 
Workers  Union  to  bring  about  the  program  advocated  by  the  Transport 
Workers  Union,  for  the  safety  of  the  drivers  and  the  riding  public. 

"BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED— The  Transport  Workers  Union  serves  notice 
that  unless  adequate  protection  is  provided  immediately  for  Bus 
Drivers  and  the  riding  public  against  such  gangsterism,  we  will  be 
forced  to  the  position  of  refusing  to  operate  busses  unless  adequate 
protection  is  provided. 

"BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED — That  a  progress  report  be  given  at  every 
Membership  Meeting,  and  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
Mayor,  Members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  to  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities." 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  their  request  seemed  to  be  a  reasonable  one, 
and  asked  Mr.  Carr  what  is  being  done. 

Mr.  Carr  said  there  was  an  item  of  $20,000  in  the  Municipal  Railway 
budget  which  it  was  explained  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  was  going  to  be  used  for  this  equipment  on  those  lines 
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with  the  more  difficult  problems.  The  Commission  and  staff  have  in 
the  past  urged  a  more  extensive  radio  program.  For  two  years  there 
has  been  a  difficult  time  in  getting  the  needed  money. 

Mr.  Edward  Coleman  said  the  Union  appreicates  Mr.  Carr's  attitude, 
but  it  has  gotten  to  the  point  where  the  operators  will  not  work  on 
certain  lines.     He  said  he  thought  if  the  Commission  cannot  on  its  own 
volition  get  the  money,  then  the  people  that  run  the  City  government 
should  take  some  direct  action  to  see  if  these  buses  cannot  be  equippec 
and  we  have  adequate  protection  of  transit  police,  or  a  larger  police 
force,  to  police  the  lines  to  give  protection  to  the  operators  and 
passengers . 

Mr.  Coleman  said  the  Union  found  where  two-way  radios  were  installed, 
crime  depreciated  immeasurably — 10%  to  15%.     Radios  are  also  of 
advantage  for  scheduling  purposes,  reporting  incidences  occurring 
on  the  street,  accidents,  etc. 

He  stated  if  one  of  the  operators  is  someday  killed  because  of  the 
fact  there  is  no  protection,  the  Municipal  Railway  is  going  to  stop 
running.     The  operators  are  afraid  to  work  in  certain  areas. 

Pointing  out  it  would  be  September  or  October  before  there  is  money 
in  the  budget,  Mr.  Coleman  demanded  action  now. 

William  Grogan,  International  Vice  President  of  the  Transport  Workers 
Union  reiterated  Mr.  Coleman's  words.     He  said  at  the  last  membership 
meeting  the  big  problem  between  the  officers  and  members  was  the  of- 
ficers tried  to  prevent  a  strike  until  such  time  as  the  protection  is 
provided.    Action  has  to  be  taken  immediately.     He  said  they  were 
meeting  with  the  Mayor  Friday  afternoon  and  were  going  to  lay  it  on 
the  line.     If  something  is  not  done  on  this  the  people  will  stop 
operating  the  lines.     The  men  want  to  stop  right  now;  the  officials 
of  the  Union  want  operations  continued  until  City  can  do  something. 
Unfortunately,  the  question  is  money;  it  has  to  be  found  for  this 
purpose , 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  Mayor  was  meeting  tomorrow  (Wednesday)  afternoon 
at  5; 00  p.m.  with  the  Commission  and  staff  on  this  and  on  the  airport 
problems. 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  that  the  operators  are  going  to  have 
to  accept  some  responsibility  too.     There  should  be  uniform  enforce- 
ment of  the  Municipal  Railway  rules  and  regulations  insofar  as  col- 
lection of  fares  are  concerned.     Infractions  should  not  be  permitted 
by  some  operators  because  this  triggers  off  trouble  when  other  oper- 
ators try  to  enforce  the  rules.     Two-way  radios  are  fine,  but  they 
are  not  going  to  solve  the  problem  according  to  Commissioner  White. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  what  Coleman's  thoughts  were  in  regard 
to  the  continuing  problem  of  accidents.     Anything  he  could  do  with 
the  drivers? 

Mr.  Coleman,  said  that  the  Transport  Workers  Union  has  gone  on  record 
that  they  would  favor  any  safety  precautions  or  programs  that  are 
formulated  by  Municipal  Railway.     The  geographical  area  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  City  being  compact  contributes  to  accidents.  The 
Municipal  Railway  Training  Program  does  a  good  job,  but  in  ratio  to 
population  and  the  number  of  passengers,  the  accident  rate  here  is 
no  greater  than  other  cities  in  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Coleman. 
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Mr.  Grogan  felt  there  was  a  lack  of  communication  between  the  people 
who  run  the  Municipal  Railway  and  the  Transport  Workers  Union,  which 
he  said  was  because  of  lack  of  collective  bargaining.     If  there  were 
collective  bargaining  these  things  could  be  ironed  out  in  Mr.  Grogan' s 
opinion. 

Commissioner  Stack  spoke  of  the  hearings  two  years  ago.  Then  it  was 
realized  full  well  it  was  not  only  the  responsibility  of  a  Utilities 
Commission  trying  to  run  a  transit  system,  but  the  responsibility  of 
the  entire  citizenry — the  responsibility  of  the  Police  Department  to 
enforce  the  laws,  and  more  importantly,  the  responsibility  of  the 
judiciary  to  more  than  "slap  the  wrists"  of  offenders. 

This  is  a  problem  that  Mr.  Coleman  should  hammer  out  with  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  tell  them  he  wants  laws  and  wants  them  enforced 
and  to  send  protection  to  his  men.     The  Public  Utilities  Commission 
has  tried  for  two  years.     It  did  not  fail  the  men — it  tried.  Mr. 
Stack  said  Mr.  Coleman  would  have  the  wholehearted  support  of  the  Pub- 
lic Utilities  Commission.     He  noted  Mr.  Coleman  failed  to  send  a  copy 
of  the  letter  and  resolution  to  the  Police  Commission  and  Chief  of 
Police.     Commissioner  Stack  urged  that  this  be  done. 

Mr.  Coleman  said  it  was  sent  to  the  Mayor  who  is  over  the  Police 
Commission?  they  felt  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  could  give 
the  men  police  protection  on  these  buses. 

Mr.  Stack  also  suggested  Mr.  Coleman  meet  with  the  publishers  and 
editors  of  the  two  papers  in  San  Francisco.     He  said  he  would  also 
like  Mr.  Coleman  to  convey  back  to  his  men  that  the  action  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  is  not,  and  has  not  been  "apathetic". 

Mr.  Coleman  said  it  may  be  a  question  of  semantics;  the  men  feel  the 
City  does  not  care  what  happens  to  them,  that  was  the  reason  for  the 
wording. 

Commissioner  White  said  the  men  have  the  100%  endorsement  of  the 
Commission. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  said  he  was  in  complete  accord  with  the  Pres- 
ident's statement  re  endorsement  and  cooperation  of  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Gerald  Pickle,  representing  Local  6,  International  Brotherhood 
of  Electrical  Workers,  pointed  out  that  delays  and  vandalism  cost 
money.     His  men  are  called  out  to  make  repairs  when  vandals  pull  the 
pulleys  and  ropes  on  trolley  coaches.     This  costs  the  City  money. 
This  point  should  be  brought  out  in  the  discussions  with  the  Mayor 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Goldman  requested  information  on  the  cost  of  the  radio 
equipment „ 

Mr.  Anderson  said  the  cost  per  unit  per  bus  was  approximately  $1,000. 
The  whole  fleet  would  be  approximately  850  units.     An  item  of  $970,000 
was  included  in  the  1966  Municipal  Railway  bond  proposal,  but  this 
bond  issue  unfortunately  failed  to  pass. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  the  two-way  radio  is  not  a  cure-all.     It  is  a 
community  problem  which  involves  the  Police,  the  operators  themselves, 
and  the  citizens. 


****** 
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Mr.  Finn  read  a  communication  dated  April  20,  1967,  addressed  to 
Mr.  Thomas  P.  White,  President,  Public  Utilities  Commission,  from 
the  Haight-Ashbury  Merchants  and  Improvement  Association,  signed 
Max  Singer,  President.     The  letter  requested  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  to  rescind  the  order  to  reroute  buses  #71  and  #72  from 
Haight  Street,  and  to  request  that  no  change  be  made  on  the  #7  line. 

The  letter  was  referred  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
for  further  consultation  with  the  Mayor's  Office  and  the  Police 
Department  and  to  draft  an  appropriate  reply  for  the  Commission. 


****** 


Mr.  Finn  also  read  a  letter  from  Haight-Ashbury  Neighborhood  Council 
dated  May  3,  1967,  supporting  the  position  of  the  Haight  Street 
Merchants  with  respect  to  possible  changes  in  routing  of  Municipal 
Railway  buses  and  trolley  coaches. 

The  letter  was  referred  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
for  action  in  connection  with  meetings  being  held  by  reason  of 
requests  of  the  representatives  of  the  home  owners  in  the  Sunset  and 
outer  Sunset  District.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 

Airport  Inspection  Tour    Mr.  Carr  said  this  was  probably  one  of  the 
most  profitable  efforts  made  by  the  Commission  to  understand  what  is 
really  happening  in  the  airline  industry.     The  Commissioners  and 
staff  participating  in  the  tour  are  to  meet  with  the  Mayor  tomorrow 
evening  to  report  on  their  impressions. 

Commissioner  White  said  meetings  similar  to  those  held  in  New  York, 
Chicago  and  Houston  will  be  held  in  the  San  Francisco  area  so  as 
to  extend  to  architects  and  engineers  in  San  Francisco  on  the  west 
coast  the  same  courtesy.     He  said  Airport  General  Manager  George  F. 
Hansen  was  also  arranging  for  the  group  to  spend  a  day  inpsecting 
the  Los  Angeles  Airport  and  consult  with  the  airport  manager, 
airlines  officials  and  engineering  and  architectural  firm  representa 
tives.     June  7th  was  the  suggested  tentative  date  for  this  tour; 
in  the  meanwhile  the  local  interviews  would  proceed  as  quickly  as 
possible . 

Mr.  Goldman  pointed  out  it  would  be  well  to  state  for  the  record 
that  the  reason  for  the  trip  was  not  one  for  hiring  anyone,  but  was 
merely  to  obtain  facts.     The  fact  that  the  Commissioners  and  group 
talked  to  architects,  engineers  and  consultants  should  not  be  inter- 
preted as  any  committment  whatsoever.

Dedication  of  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  and  Dion  R.  Holm  Powerhouses 
Mr.  Carr  said  Public  Relations  Director,  James  H.  Leonard,  was 
working  on  this,  checking  with  the  families  for  a  suitable  date. 

****** 
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Trip  to  Boeing  Plant    Mr.  Carr  said  he  would  like  the  members  of  the 
CommissTon  to  make  a  trip  to  Seattle  to  inspect  the  mock-up  of  the 
SST  and  747  at  the  Boeing  Plant.     Also,  the  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  were  interested  in  making  the 
trip.     Mr.  Hansen  is  to  follow  through  on  this.

Roll  Call; 

Commissioner  Kelly  asked  Mr.  Carr  for  a  report  on  the  recent  newspaper 
article  about  a  freeway  bridging  the  upper  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  article  appeared  in  a  San  Francisco  paper  about  ten 
days  ago.     It  came  about  as  a  result  of  a  letter  received  by  the 
Water  Department  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  Arthur  H.  Frye, 
Jr. ,  from  the  State  Division  of  Highways  informing  him  that  San  Mateo 
County  had  now  approved  a  new  freeway  crossing  of  upper  Crystal  Springs 
Reservoir  via  a  bridge  south  of  the  present  dam  crossing,  which  had 
been  approved  by  the  State  Highway  Commission  in  December  of  1962. 

Mr.  Frye  immediately  wrote  the  Highway  Department  calling  their  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  this  had  never  been  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  General  Manager  of  the  Public  Utilities,  nor  had  it  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  asked  Mr.  Frye  for  his  recommendations  as  soon  as 
possible  so  that  the  matter  could  be  brought  to  the  Commission  as  a 
matter  of  policy.     Mr.  Frye  is  working  with  the  planning  engineer 
engaged  in  the  land-use  study,   (who  assisted  the  Department  of  the 
Junipero  Serra  Freeway  matter)  and  Mr.  Frye  will  have  a  preliminary 
report  on  this  crossing  in  order  to  determine  if  there  is  any  action 
to  be  taken  by  the  Commission.     Mr.  Carr  said  it  should  be  borne  in 
mind  this  is  a  State  route,  apparently  approved  by  the  San  Mateo 
County,  and  that  Mr.  Frye  says  it  is  quite  inconceivable  to  him  it  was 
not  discussed  with  him. 


****** 


Commissioner  Goldman  commented  on  the  articles  appearing  in  the 
newspaper  relative  to  the  phasing  out  of  the  Parking  Authority,  and 
the  question  that  the  responsibilities  of  the  Parking  Authority  be 
directed  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.     Commissioner  Goldman 
urged  that  this  not  be  accomplished  because  the  Commission  and  staff 
has  enough  to  do. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  x^ould  hope  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  would  not 
make  the  decision  on  that  basis.     He  said  there  were  several  basic 
questions  the  City  would  have  to  face;     (1.)     What  kind  of  money  would 
be  put  in  parking  vs.  Transit.     (2.)     If  certain  non-profit  garages 
require  assistance  from  the  taxpayers  of  the  City,  there  should  be 
a  clear-cut  decision  as  to  how  much  that  should  be.     (3.)     There  has 
been  discussion  about  the  possible  creation  of  a  department  of 
transportation .

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Highlights 

On  May  1,  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Powerhouse  commenced  full  commercial  operation,  turbine 
and  generator  acceptance  tests  having  been  completed  satisfactorily  during  the  month 
of  April. 

May  1  snow  surveys  on  the  City's  watershed,  conducted  by  helicopter  with  State  of 
California  cooperation,  revealed  the  greatest  snow  depths  this  late  in  the  year 
since  the  measuring  program  started  in  19^8.    Snow  depth  in  excess  of  15  feet  was 
measured  at  Bond  Pass,  elevation  95300  feet.    This  abundance  of  water  in  the  snow 
"bank"  assures  optimum  system  power  generation  during  the  next  12  months,  expected 
to  exceed  $lU,100,000  in  value. 

On  May  1,  culminating  a  "stretch  drive"  by  the  design  engineers,  and  following 
intensive  meetings  between  Hetch  Hetchy  management,  Turlock  Irrigation  District  and 
Modesto  Irrigation  District    staff  and  directors,  Tuolumne  County  Supervisors,  recre 
ation  consultants  and  State  and  Federal  Fish  and  Game  representatives,  bids  were 
called  for  by  the  Districts  on  the  major  construction  contract  for  New  Don  Pedro  Dam 
in  accordance  with  the  Fourth  Agreement  between  the  City  and  Districts.    Bids  will 
be  opened  on  June  1^.    Estimated  cost  of  the  contract  is  $60,000,000,  including  dam 
and  spillway,  diversion  and  power  tunnels,  and  powerhouse  construction. 
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Water  Conditions 

Runoff  this  year  has  been  delayed  due  to  the  low  temperatures  in  the  mountains 
which  affect  the  rate  of  melting  of  the  snow,  and  a  program  of  advance  water 
releases  is  "being  prepared  in  order  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  spring  floods.

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  April,  Moccasin,  Dion  R.  Holm,  and  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Power- 
houses generated  1*3,295,000,  69,381,000,  and  35,880,000  kilowatthours  respectively, 
having  a  total  value  in  excess  of  $900,000. 

Canyon  Penstock

Plans  and  specifications  were  submitted  for  approval  and  bids  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Con 
tract  No.  395,  Sandblasting  and  Interior  Painting  of  Spillway  Drum  Gates, 
O'Shaughnessy  Dam.    The  work  is  scheduled  to  be  performed  after  completion  of  the 
snowmelt  runoff  for  this  year.    Estimated  cost  of  the  work  for  the  three  65  feet 
long  gates  is  $17,000. 

Repaying  Cherry  Valley  Access  Road 

Due  to  unusually  heavy  snow  conditions  which  prevented  prospective  bidders  from 
inspecting  the  three  borrow  pits  where  aggregate  material  for  the  road  work  will 
be  obtained  and  processed,  the  bid  opening  date  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  387, 
Repaving  Cherry  Access  Road,  was  postponed  from  April  27,  1967  "to  May  11,  19&7. 

New  Moccasin  Warehouse 

Contract  was  completed  on  April  6,  1967. 

San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3  -  Connection  at  Oakdale  Portal  &  Related  Work 

No  work  was  performed  in  the  field.    Field  work  will  be  delayed  until  arrival  of

The  professional  services  agreement  with  Woodward,  Clyde,  Sherard  and  Associates  for 
a  study  of  protective  measures  for  the  South  Fork  Crossing  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Aqueduct  was  certified  by  the  Controller  this  period  and  the  investigation  has 
commenced. 

New  Don  Pedro  Project 

After  bids  for  the  main  contract  have  been  received  an  evaluation  will  be  made  of 
the  total  cost  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project  to  each  of  the  Districts  and  to  the 
City  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Fourth  Agreement,

Copies  of  the  above  resolutions  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission 
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Airport  General  Manager,  George  F.  Hansen,  made  a  presentation  to  the 
Commission  on  the  program  of  decorating  the  concourses  at  the  airport. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  there  has  been  an  exhibit  of  children's  art  in  the 
north  and  south  concourses.     This  will  be  a  continuing  program  in  the 
south  concourse,  and  he  has  been  talking  with  the  Superintendents  of 
Schools  in  San  Mateo  County  and  in  San  Francisco. 

From  the  garage  to  the  terminal  building,  the  Airport  is  experimenting 
with  a  new  type  of  display  keyed  to  travel,  decorating  with  posters 
from  the  Government  tourist  offices  of  the  various  countries  visited 
by  the  carriers. 

For  the  north  concourse,  between  Piers  B  and  C,  the  Council  of  Calif- 
ornia Growers,  a  state-wide  non-profit  organization,  consisting  of 
about  twenty  thousand  individual  farmers  throughout  the  state,  has 
offered  another  type  of  exhibit — a  series  of  four  display  units,  100 
feet  long,  eight  inches  high,  and  18  inches  deep,  along  the  wall 
space,  glass  encased. 

Mr.  Bruce  Obbink  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  D.W.  Fillerup,  explained  the 
proposed  program  to  the  Commission.  The  over-all  display  will  range 
from  artichokes  to  zucchini?  all  will  be  designed  on  an  industrial 
basis  and  not  become  involved  in  brand  promotion.  The  investment 
in  the  series  of  exhibits  will  be  $50,000.  The  theme  is  "California 
Clothes  and  Feeds  the  Nation".  It  is  planned  to  change  the  displays 
every  two  to  four  months. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  he  would  like  the  scheme  approved  by  the  Commission, 
following  which  he  will  present  the  permit  for  formal  approval.  It 
is  anticipated  the  term  will  be  a  minimum  of  three  or  possibly  five 
years. 

The  Commission  expressed  its  interest  in  the  plan  and  questioned  Mr. 
Hansen  on  several  details.     Upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Stack,  second- 
ed by  Commissioner  Goldman,  they  unanimously  approved  the  proposal.

Resolution  No.  67-0383,  Amendment  to  Candy  Shop  Lease,  Steven  B.  Hicks, 
Lessee.    Mr.  Hansen  explained  this  language,  to  include  a  provision 
giving  the  Airport  General  Manager  the  right  to  make  reasonable  ob- 
jections to  articles  sold,  prices  charged,  etc. ,  was  being  added  to 
the  lease  in  compliance  with  the  Commission's  request  at  the  time  of 
award,  so  that  the  proper  quality  can  be  maintained. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  questioned  Public  Utilities  Counsel,  William 
F.  Bourne,  as  to  the  possibilities  of  a  future  law  suit.     Mr.  Bourne 
said  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was  safe  insofar  as  "libel  or 
slander"  suit  was  concerned.

In  discussing  the  dedication  of  a  portion  of  Sunset  Boulevard,  John 
Muir  Drive,  and  Lake  Merced  Boulevard  as  a  public  street,  Commissioner 
White  pointed  out  the  traffic  hazard  of  the  intersection  involved, 
and  recommended  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  review  this  from 
the  point  of  view  of  safety. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel,  William  F.  Bourne,  on  being  asked,  said  it 
was  within  the  province  of  the  Commission,  in  transferring  the  pro- 
perty and  consenting  to  the  dedication  ordinance,  to  request  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  improve  this  intersection.

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Commissioner  Stack  referred  to  past  Commission  action,  in  the  case 
of  the  El  Camino  Motel,  for  lease  extension,  at  which  time  the 
Commission  turned  down  as  against  policy  to  extend  leases  of  that 
nature.     He  recommended  the  Green  Giant  matter  be  reviewed  in  more 
detail  to  determine  whether  it  is  land  usage  at  the  best  rental  that 
could  be  procured  for  the  property. 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  item  had  been  under  consideration  for  many  months 
and  this  question  had  been  raised.     He  said  that  Mr.  Bourne  assured 
him  that  if  the  Commission  wanted  to  revise  the  use  -  even  by  someone 
else  at  a  higher  rental  to  the  City  -  the  Commission  could  do  this.

Wesley  R.  Mason,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Municipal  Transit  System, 
explained  the  reasons  for  the  recommendation  that  the  "holding  over" 
provision  of  the  gasoline  service  station  lease  at  the  southwest  cornei 
of  Ocean  and  San  Jose  Avenues  be  exercised  and  that  arrangements  with 
Phillips  Petroleum  Company  be  continued  on  a  month-to-month  basis. 
In  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District's  plans,  their  Balboa  Park 
Station  and  right  of  way  will  necessitate  their  acquiring  a  piece  of 
Municipal  Railway  property  in  the  same  general  area.     It  is  possible 
this  will  involve  converting  to  use  by  the  Municipal  Railway  the 
property  now  occupied  by  Phillips  Service  Station. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  people  have  now 
made  models  showing  the  use  of  the  property  in  this  particular  area. 
It  is  planned  to  set  a  special  time  to  bring  the  models  to  the  Com- 
mission, as  there  is  a  determination  as  to  policy  for  the  Commission 
to  make  fairly  soon.

Mr.  Carr  explained  in  regard  to  Resolution  No.  67-0402,  that  the 
Controller  informed  him  if  the  Commission  regarded  the  purchase  of 
two-way  radio  communication  equipment  as  an  emergency,  that  it  could 
proceed  with  the  $22,568. 

The  supplemental  appropriation  of  $75,000  would  be  possible  by  the 
transfer  of  certain  funds  for  track  work  which  the  Municipal  Transit 
System  General  Manager  reported  could  not  be  accomplished  during  this 
fiscal  period.     This  was  discussed  with  the  Controller  and  was  accept- 
able to  him,  Mr.  Carr  reported. 
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With  respect  to  the  application  for  a  federal  grant-in-aid,  Mr.  Carr 
reported  that  following  the  conversation  with  the  Department  of  Hous- 
ing and  Urban  Development  officials  today,  he  was  recommending  an  ap- 
plication be  submitted  for  200  radios  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $215,000 
It  is  anticipated  the  Federal  aid  to  City  will  amount  to  approximately 
50%,  or  $107,500. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  while  the  estimated  number  of  radios  is  200,  staff 
is  investigating  with  the  Police  Department  and  certain  manufacturers 
the  possibility  of  including  a  push-button  signal  to  Central  Control 
which  does  not  require  the  operator  to  use  a  microphone. 

Accounts  Bureau  Director,  William  J.  Dwyer,  informed  the  Commission 
the  $20,000  under  the  declaration  of  emergency  will  purchase  15  two- 
way  radios  and  two  base  stations  to  inaugurate  the  system.     The  manu- 
facturer is  lending  the  Railway  10  units  which  will  be  in  the  buses 
within  two  weeks.     The  15  on  order  are  to  be  delivered  and  installed 
within  45  days. 

Edward  Coleman,  President  of  the  Transport  Workers  Union,  expressed 
his  appreciation  on  behalf  of  the  Railway  employees  for  the  quick 
action  of  the  Commission.     He  said  he  felt  sure  the  whole  program, 
with  police  protection  and  radios,  will  alleviate  considerable  appre- 
hension on  the  part  of  the  public  and  the  operators.     The  Police 
Department  has  assured  his  organization  they  will  give  the  operators 
protection  with  all  the  haste  they  possible  can.     They  promise  to 
patrol  the  lines  vjhere  the  problems  have  occurred.     He  also  has  been 
assured  by  the  Mayor  he  will  "keep  his  eye  on  the  picture". 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  that  this  expenditure  calls  for  a  little 
reciprocal  action  on  the  part  of  the  operators — that  with  this  pro- 
tection, everyone  who  rides  the  bus  should  pay  his  fare  and  that 
illegal  transfers  should  no  longer  be  accepted. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  the  General  Manager  to  investigate  the  matter 
of  school  tickets.     He  thought  it  a  worthwhile  subject  to  study  the 
printing  of  a  script-type  of  ticket  that  is  perforated  and  detachable. 

Mr.  Coleman  agreed  with  Commissioner  Stack's  idea,  and  also  suggested 
a  like  study  be  made  of  the  transfers. 

The  Commission  thereupon  requested  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  to  do  two  things; 

1.  Obtain  a  statement  of  cost  of  script  type  of  car  ticket  and 
economy  of  handling  it;  and 

2.  Find  out  from  other  communities  how  they  have  improved  on 
the  transfer. 


****** 


Mr.  Carr  stated  he  wished  to  amend  the  resolution  authorizing  attend 
ance  at  the  Municipal  Finance  Officers  Association  annual  conference 
in  Chicago,  June  4-8,  1967,  to  include  approval  to  proceed  to  Wash- 
ington, D.C. ,  following  the  meeting.     He  wished  Mr,  Dwyer  to  go  to 
Washington  with  respect  to  the  Application  for  Federal  funds  for  the 
purchase  of  radios. 

Commissioner  Goldman  moved  and  Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded  the 
amendment,  and  Resolution  No.  67-0405  was  passed  as  amended.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 

Replacement  of  Municipal  Railway  motor  coaches;     Mr.  Carr  announced 
receipt  of  a  letter  from  Controller  Nathan  B.  Cooper  approving  the 
replacement  of  450  Mack  buses.     This  means  the  Commission  can  proceed 
with  the  development  of  a  replacement  program  for  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way buses  and  trolley  coaches  and  will  not  be  restricted  by  the 
severe  limitations  under  Section  74  of  the  Charter.     Mr.  Carr  noted 
the  Controller's  suggestion  the  replacement  program  be  based  on  a 
reasonable  useful  life  and  his  recommendation  that  financing  be  by 
purchase  through  annual  budget  request. 

Mr.  Carr  added  that  in  all  of  these  replacements  it  is  the  intention 
to  include  two-way  radios  in  the  design  for  the  buses. 


****** 


Temporary  Downtown  Hel iport ;     Mr.  Carr  submitted  a  three-page  memo- 
randum  to  the  Commission  on  the  status  of  the  proposal  to  establish 
a  temporary  downtown  heliport.     This  report  was  prepared  in  response 
to  the  Commission's  request  for  suggested  procedures  which  would 
expedite  the  actual  operation  of  such  a  facility. 

Mr.  Carr  said  it  now  appears  that  all  issues  of  any  importance  which 
have  deterred  the  operation  of  a  temporary  downtown  heliport  have 
been  resolved  except  two  -  which  are  policy  questions.     One,  the 
parking  problem;  and  secondly,  a  request  from  the  attorney  for  the 
Port  Authority  requesting  a  "hold  harmless"  clause  to  protect  the 
Port  Authority  in  the  event  that  tenants  are  lost  because  of  heli- 
copter noise. 

With  regard  to  the  parking  problem,  Mr.  M.  Justin  Herman,  Executive 
Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency,  has  expressed 
doubt  that  that  Agency  would  favor  a  modification  of  its  lease  to 
permit  assignment  of  certain  areas  to  a  private  parking  lot  operator 
unless  it  is  provided  with  evidence  that  such  an  arrangement  is  not 
objectionable  to  the  Golden  Gateway  Parking  Corporation. 

To  prevent  further  loss  of  time,  Mr.  Carr  recommended  that  he  be 
authorized  to  place  these  two  policy  issues  before  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  review  and  decision  as  soon  as  possible.     He  said 
these  two  questions  are  really  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  the  other  agencies  involved,  and  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  can  best  make  a  judgment  on  the  questions  by  a 
hearing  before  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Board,  at  which  time 
the  full  facts  should  be  developed  by  appearances  of  representatives 
from  each  agency  and  group  involved.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  would 
then  be  in  position  to  make  the  policy  judgments. 
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Commissioner  Goldman  agreed  with  Mr.  Carr  that  the  issue  of  the  parking 
is  one  that  is  beyond  the  Commission's  area  of  assistance  at  this  point 
The  noise  question  he  felt  to  be  a  fairly  simple  one — determine  the 
standard  practice  at  other  heliports  throughout  the  country  with  re- 
gard to  assuming  such  liability  for  loss  of  rental  income. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  San  Francisco  is  a  different  situation.  In. 
most  places  the  city  owns  the  port  facilities?  in  San  Francisco  it 
does  not. 

Commissioner  White  observed  that  the  members  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  can  help  in  expediting  this  matter  by  appearing  at  the 
Board  of  Supervisors'  hearings. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  it  is  assumed  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
can  make  the  determination  with  reference  to  indemnification  to  loss 
of  income  by  reason  of  loss  of  tenants,  is  it  contemplated  that  the 
Board  would  say  the  loss  be  paid  out  of  general  funds  or  out  of  Air- 
port income? 

This,  Mr.  Carr  said,  was  something  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

Mr.  Stack  said  if  the  latter  is  determined  by  them,  it  will  be  the 
first  instance  of  invading  income  of  the  Airport  Department.     It  is 
treading  on  the  thinnest  ice  possible,  for  them  to  pluck  now  in  what 
they  may  deem  to  be  a  very  fertile  field. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  Commissioner  White  was  correct  and  that  the  Com- 
missioners should  be  present  to  secure  the  case,  but  regardless  of 
the  Commission's  views,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  ultimately  sets  City 
policy.     The  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  staff,  and  the  air  lines, 
can  assist  in  the  matter  of  preventing  the  diversion  of  funds.  Mr. 
Carr  did  not  think  it  should  be  assumed  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
would  use  the  Airport  Department  funds.     The  alternative  is  to  do 
nothing, he  said,  in  which  case  the  Port  Authority  would  not  approve 
the  lease  and  then  there  would  be  no  heliport.    Mr.  Carr  said  that 
even  if  the  Commission  wanted  to  oppose  the  "hold  harmless"  clause, 
it  is  not  a  matter  under  the  full  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission — 
but  rather  one  granted  by  Charter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Stack  pointed  out  that  it  would  seem  the  Port  Authority 
of  San  Francisco,  a  State-designated  agency,  has  as  much  interest  in 
the  beneficial  aspects  of  the  heliport  as  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission does,  and  should  make  some  contribution  to  the  welfare  and 
needs  of  the  entire  community.     The  Utilities  Commission  is  building 
the  heliport,  a  very  large  contribution.     In  his  opinion,  the  loss  of 
one  or  two  tenants  would  be  a  small  price  to  pay. 

Mr.  Carr  said  Cyril  Magnin,  President  of  the  Port  Authority,  has  been 
working  very  hard  to  overcome  a  disposition  of  the  tenants  not  to 
move  their  parking  lot  at  all. 

Commissioner  Stack  said  he  was  against  putting  the  question  of  in- 
demnification to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.     He  felt  it  was  opening 
a  can  of  worms,  and  suggested  the  Port  Authority  be  asked  to  view  this 
as  a  service  to  the  City. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  if  the  Port  Authority  wanted  to  be  adamant 
on  this  point,  let  the  public  be  the  judge. 


****** 
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On  roll  call,  the  Commission  agreed  that  the  following  two  policy 
issues  should  go  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  decision  as 
recommended.     Votes     Ayes -Commissioners  White,  Rousseau,  Goldman, 
Kelly.     Noes -Commissioner  Stack.     Absent-None.   (Resolution  67-0407) 

1.  Shall  it  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  instrucr 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  to  approve  reassignment  by  Port 
Authority  of  its  lease  of  Redevelopment  Area  lands  for  use 

as  parking  facilities  to  a  private  operator  in  order  to  se- 
cure from  such  private  operator  equal  space  of  parking  use 
by  employees  of  Port  Authority,  their  tenants,  and  their 
employees . 

2.  Shall  it  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  author- 
ize the  City  to  assume  liability  to  the  Port  Authority  for 
loss  of  rental  income  by  reason  of  noise  caused  by  adjacent 
heliport  operation.

Parking  Authority  Phase-out;     Mr.  Carr  reported  on  receipt  of  inquiry 
dated  May  9,  1967,  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  stating 
the  Finance  Committee  is  presently  considering  a  recommendation  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  which,  if  approved,  would  phase  out  the  Parking 
Authority?  and  asking  if  it  would  be  possible  and  desirable  for  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  to  assume  the  responsibilities  now  borne 
by  the  Authority  in  off-street  parking  matters. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  would  research  this  and  draft  a  reply  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  White  said  this  Commission  should  consider  the  acceptance 
of  the  responsibility  only  on  the  basis  that  it  also  demand  and  re- 
ceive the  authority  to  carry  out  decisions  with  regard  to  the  operatioi 
of  the  facilities — including  whether  it  be  increasing  or  decreasing 
the  rates — and  that  this  Commission  not  be  second-guessed  by  the 
people  who  passed  the  ball  because  they  did  not  want  to  be  placed 
in  that  position. 


****** 


Inquiry  re  Unification  of  Surface  Transportation  Planning  and  Oper- 
ation ;     Mr.  Carr  reported  on  a  letter  received  from  Supervisor  Leo 
T.  McCarthy  posing  questions  relative  to  the  possible  combination 
of  surface  transportation  planning  functions  and  operational  func- 
tions of  the  Municipal  Railway,  Department  of  Public  Works,  Department 
of  City  Planning,  Parking  Authority,  etc.,  into  one  centralized  de- 
partment— a  Department  of  Transportation.     Would  such  a  unification 
improve  the  City's  capability  of  dealing  more  efficiently  with  Fed- 
eral, State  and  regional  agencies  in  the  surface  transportation  field? 
Should  such  a  unified  department  be  under  a  head  directly  responsible 
to  the  Mayor  or  under  a  Commission? 

Commissioner  White  said  the  same  answer  should  go  to  this  as  to  the 
Parking  Authority  question. 
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Commissioner  Goldman  commented  that  the  City  already  has  a  department 
of  transportation  and  it  is  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.     When  it 
comes  to  a  question  of  parking,  he  said  it  is  pretty  hard  to  pass 
judgment  without  knowing  which  of  the  various  commissions  would  be 
able  to  cooperate  in  making  this  the  most  workable  plan — and  certain- 
ly the  factor  of  cooperation  is  an  important  one. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  would  draft  a  reply  in  conformity  with  the  Commission' 
viewpoint. 


****** 


Political  Advertising  in  Municipal  Railway  vehicles;     Mr.  Carr  asked 
the  Commission  for  a  policy  decision  with  regarding  to  accepting 
political  advertising  in  Municipal  Railway  vehicles.     In  line  with  the 
Commission's  request  of  some  months  ago,  a  study  of  the  subject  has 
been  made,  and  the  general  estimate  is  that  it  could  mean  approximate- 
ly $50,000  additional  net  revenue  to  the  Municipal  Railway  during  the 
remainder  of  the  current  calendar  year. 

Public  Relations  Director,  James  H.  Leonard,  gave  a  brief  summary  of 
facts  obtained  in  the  study.     San  Francisco,  with  the  exception  of 
Detroit,  is  the  only  major  transit  system  in  the  Nation  that  does  not 
authorize  political  advertising.     He  explained  the  rules  of  the  adver- 
tising programs  carried  out  successfully  with  transit  companies  through 
out  the  Nation  by  Metro  Transit  Advertising,  the  agency  holding  the 
Municipal  Railway  contract. 

These  rules  set  forth  strict  specifications  for  equitable  allocation 
of  advertising  space.     All  advertising  must  be  prepaid. 

Commissioner  Stack  pointed  out  that  if  political  advertising  is  to  be 
accepted,  the  fact  should  be  made  known  in  a  public  fashion  and  that 
the  application  should  be  made  through  the  agency,  Metro  Transit  Ad- 
vertising. 

The  Commission  directed  that  the  matter  be  presented  on  next  week's 
calendar,  with  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  recommendation; 
and  that  Mr.  E.B.  Sorenson  of  Metro  Transit  Advertising  be  present  to 
make  contribution. 

Commissioner  Goldman  cautioned  that  the  program  should  be  formulated 
so  that  City  would  not  be  politically  embarrassed. 


****** 


Airport  Expansion  Program;     Mr.  Carr  announced  the  interview  schedule 
with  local  firms  who  may  be  considered  for  overall  coordination  of 
design  and  for  specific  architectural  and  engineering  assignments  in 
the  Airport  Expansion  Program.     These  interviews  will  be  held  the 
afternoon  of  May  25,  and  the  morning  of  May  26,  at  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport.     There  are  eight  combinations  of  local  firms 
that  are  interested,  Mr.  Carr  reported. 

Commissioner  Stack  pointed  out  the  importance  of  as  many  Commissioners 
as  possible  attending  to  listen  to  the  proposals. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel,  William  F.  Bourne,  advised  that  if  no  of- 
ficial action  is  to  be  taken  at  these  sessions  and  the  Commissioners

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attend  merely  for  information  purposes,  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  need  not  be  called  for  these  two  days.

American  Transport  Association  Study;     The  American  Transport  Assoc- 
iation has  been  making  a  survey  of  the  various  airports,  Mr.  Carr 
said.     After  making  this  very  complete  study,  its  recommendations  for 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  were  almost  identical  in  major 
respects  to  the  plan  developed  by  Airport  General  Manager,  George 
F.  Hansen,  and  the  airport  architects  and  engineers.

Cable  Car  System  Rehabilitation;     Mr.  Leonard  showed  pictures  to  the 
Commission  of  the  new  copper-roofed  kiosk  which  has  replaced  the  sig- 
nal tower  at  California  and  Powell  Streets.     Dedication  is  planned 
for  early  June.

1967-1968  Budget;     Reporting  on  the  status  of  the  1967-1968  Public 
Utilities  Commission  Budget,  Mr.  Carr  said  approximately  $1  million 
was  cut  out  of  the  Water  Department  budget  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
This  was  the  only  major  cut.     $460,000  of  this  was  for  rehabilitation  < 
of  the  Stanford  Heights  Reservoir.     It  may  be  necessary  to  request 
funds  for  this  project  through  supplemental  appropriation,  Mr.  Carr 
observed.

Haight-Ashbury  District  Transit  Service;     Mr.  Carr  reported  that  both 
Vernon  W.  Anderson,  Municipal  Transit  System  General  Manager;  and 
James  J.  Finn,  Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager,  Administrative 
Public  Utilities,  were  in  Vancouver  attending  the  American  Transit 
Association  meeting.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  APRIL  ACTIVITIES 
Traffic  Summary  (March): 

The  month's  air  passenger  total  of  1,018,806  was  28.6  per  cent  more  than 
for  March  last  year,  and  the  second  highest  monthly  passenger  total  in  Airport 
history.    The  record  high  was  set  last  June  with  l,C6l,279» 

The  March  growth  rate  exceeded  the  national  air  passenger  increase 
reported  at  26  per  cent. 

Shipments  of  mail  by  air  ( 17, 5^9 1 535  pounds)  and  air  express  (1,33^,973 
pounds)  continued  at  a  high  level*    The  mail  figure  was  up  30.5  per  cent  from  a 
year  ago  and  express  gained  9.9  per  cent. 

Air  cargo  volume  increased  by  13-7  per  cent  to  38,30^,100  pounds. 

These  gains  create  greater  impact  when  consideration  is  given  to  the  fact 
that  March,  traditionally,  has  been  one  of  the  slower  months  of  the  year  in  air 
traffic. 

March  aircraft  movements  —  landings  and  take-offs  —  totaled  26,099  as 
follows:    Scheduled  air  carrier  gained  15*1  per  cent  to  21,885;  military  movements 
numbered  5^3,  and  there  were  3,671  by  non-scheduled  airlines  and  itinerant  or 
locally-based  private  and/or  corporate  aircraft.

It  was  reported  that  approximately  165,000  servicemen  and/or 
dependents  were  assisted  during  the  year,  with  recent  months  maintaining  an  average 
of  nearly  20,000.

Assistant  General  Manager  John  F.  Meacham  (Operations  and  Maintenance) 
represented  the  Airport  at  a  North  County  seminar  on  transportation  sponsored  by 
the  San  Mateo  County  Development  Association. 

Airport  Talks: 

Talks  on  SFIA  —  its  history  and  proposals  for  expansion  —  were  given 
before  the  Lions  Club  of  Erisbane  and  the  St.  Francis  Kiwanis  Club  in  San  Francisco. 

VIP: 

Full  Airport  courtesies  were  extended  to  the  President  of  Turkey  and  his 
party  on  arrival  for  a  San  Francisco  visit  and  subsequent  departure.

MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  MONTHLY  PEPOPT  2  May  16,  1967 

REVENUES  AND  EXPENDITURES : 

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  the  first  ten  months  of  this  fiscal  year  was 
2.66%  more  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.    Total  revenues  for  the 
period  from  July  1,  1966,  through  April  30,   1967,  were  $920,211  more  than  budget 
estimates,  and  total  expenditures  during  the  same  period  were  approximately 
$334*577  less  than  budget  estimates. 

IMPROVEMENTS  TO  CABLE  CAP  SYSTEM • 
New  Drift  Curve  at  Washington  6  Mason 


Cable  car  operation  was  suspended  at  3:00  p.m.,  April  29,  to  permit  installation 
of  a  new  drift  curve  at  Washington  £  Mason.    The  track  structure  was  made  by 
Municipal  Railway  forces  but  the  installation  work  was  done  under  private  con 
tract.    The  new  track  connection  permits  gripmen  of  inbound  cable  cars  cn 
Line  #59  to  either  proceed  south  on  Powell  to  the  downtown  district  or  to  proceed 
north  on  Powell  and  west  on  Jackson  to  pull  cars  in  directly  to  the  upper  yard., 
This  eliminates  the  necessity  for  using  the  large  elevator  at  Washington-Mason 
Carbarn  to  get  pull-in  cars  from  Line  #59  from  the  lower  level  to  the  upper  level. 
It  also  permits  more  flexibility  of  operation. 

Operation  of  Powell -Hyde  Line  #59  and  California  Street  Line  #60  resumed  on 
schedule  early  Monday  morning.  May  1.    It  was,  however ,  necessary  to  build  up 
a  guard  rail  to  prevent  derailments  at  the  new  curve  and  operation  of  ^o^ell- 
Mason  Line  #59  was  resumed  with  earlv  morning  schedules  on  Tuesday,  May  2.  Later 
that  day,  however,  it  became  necessary  to  reroute  Line  #59  cars  via  Line  #60 
for  further  adjustments  for  a  temporary  period.    The  derailment  difficulty  has 
been  corrected. 

During  the  cable  car  shutdown  on.  the  weekend  of  April  29,  the  Pacific  ^as  % 
Electric  Company  accomplished  one  of  their  reconstruction  projects  at  California 
£  Stockton.    This  work  was  coordinated  with  the  Muni  pro  j ect  to  avoid  a  separate 
shutdown . 

Other  Municipal  Railway  projects  accomplished  during  the  same  period  included 
installation  of  a  new  wheel  plate  frog  at  Jackson  %  Mason  to  replace  an  exist 
ing  worn -out  unit.    Also,  the  14 1  diameter  tension  carriage  sheave  on  the  Powell 
Line  was  replaced  by  the  only  remaining  spare  sheave  of  the  same  diameter  at  the 
cable  machinery  plant.    The  existing  sheave  had  been  in  service  over  79  years. 
It  was  cracked  and  although  temporarily  repaired  was  in  hazardous  condition  and 
had  to  be  replaced.    The  replacement  sheave,  although  not  new,  is  in  better 
condition  than  the  one  removed. 


CABLE  CAR  SIGNAL  JjOWFJL: 

The  Signal  Tower  at  Powell  f?  California  has  been  improved  in  design  and  appearance 
in  accordance  with  the  plan  submitted  by  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau 
Architect,     It  is  anticipated  that  painting  will  be  completed  by  the  time  the

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Public  Utilities  Commission  holds  its  meeting  on  May  16.    An  endeavor  is  being 
made  to  have  a  colored  picture  available  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
Meeting • 

CALIFORNIA  CABLE : 

A  major  strand  occurred  on  the  California  Line  cable  at  8  00  a.m. ,  May  6, 
approximately  7500  feet  ahead  of  the  splice.    The  cable  stranded  for  a  length  of 
2500  feet  and    balled  tip' '  under  the  slot  rail.    The  California  Street  Cable 
Line  was  out  of  service  for  15  hours  and  30  minutes.    The  existing  cable  had 
been  in  service  for  304  days  and  was  replaced  by  a  new  cable.    300  days  is  the 
average  normal  life  for  a  California  Line  Cable. 


HAIGHT  STREET  DELAYS- 

The  Line  Department  has  completed  the  installation  of  one  block  of  additional 
trolley  wire  inbound  on  Waller  from  Ashbury  to  Masonic  where  connections  are 
made  with  the  inbound  #6  trolley  wires.    Considerable  use  has  already  been  made 
of  this  new  facility  by  inspectors  in  returning  Line  #7  coaches  to  scheduled 
positions . 

Currently,  the  most  serious  schedule  disruption  to  service  as  related  to  delays 
in  the  Haight -Ashbury  District  occurs  on  Line  #43,  weekday  afternoons  and  on 
Line  #33  at  the  outer  terminal  loop  on  Sundays.    The  latter  loon  is  around 
the  sauare  block  bounded  by  "raller,  Stanyan,  Haight  and  Shrader3  with  most  of 
the  delay  occurring  on  Stanyan  and.  on  Haight. 

An  emergency  headway  adjustment  has  been  effected  on  Line  #33,  Saturdays  and 
Sundays  to  provide  additional  round  trip  time  to  help  absorb  delays  and  to  pro- 
vide more  regularity  of  service. 

Recommendations  have  been  submitted  for  routine  and  service  on  Lines  6,  7,  33. 
43,  71  and  72. 


LINE  #37  EXTENSION: 

Following  authorization  by  the  San  "rancisco  Public  Utilities  Commission,  Glenview 
trips  of  Line  #37  were  rerouted  and  extended  to  the  new  apartment  house  area  to 
the  southeast  of  Twin  Peaks.    The  revised  route  and.  loop  is  from  Burnett  $ 
Portola  and.  via  Portola,  Glenview,  Dawnview,  Burnett,  Crestline ;  Parkrid?e  and 
Burnett  to  Portola. 

Initial  checks  indicate  a  moderate  increase  in  patronage.    Checks  will  be  taken 
from  time  to  time  to  determine  the  trend.    The  extension  is  on  a  six -months' 
trial  basis. 

PRODUCE  "APKET  SEPVICE        LINES  #54  AND  #25: 

Fol  lowinrr  authorization  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission ,  Line  #54  was  established, 
to  furnish  transit  service  through  the  Produce  Market  area  between  Cortland  % 
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Bayshore  and  Third  §  Jerrold.    Add5.tiona.lly,  Line  #25  '  Owl'   trips  were  rerouted 
via  the  Produce  Market.    Both  were  established  on  an  experimental  basis  starting 
September  &,  1966. 

Upon  a  review  of  the  operating  experience  where  checks  indicated  patronage 
averaging  only  one  oasseneer  per  trip,  the  Commission  concluded  that  there  was 
insufficient  warrant  for  continuing  the  service. 

Accordingly,  notice  has  been  issued  to  the  public  that  Produce  Market  transit 
service  will  be  discontinued  as  of  12:01  a.m.(  May  15,  1967. 

PQMFLL  C-T"EFT  CABLE  CAP  SERVICE: 


New  schedules  have  been  prepared  for  cable  car  lines  #59  and  #60  to  provide 
additional  service  during  the  summer  season.    The  chance  becomes  effective 
June  6S  1967. 


SPRING  MOBILIZATION  PARADE : 

On  Saturday    April  15,  the  Spring  Mobilization  Committee  conducted  an  Anti- 
Vietnam  War  Parade  and  Rally.    The  route  of  the  parade  was  from  Second  Street 
via  Market ,,  Golden  Gate    Octavia.  Fulton.  Baker,  Fell  and  Stanyah  to  Kezar 
Stadium  where  the  rally  commenced  at  2:45  p.m. 

It  was  necessary  to  reroute  certain  Mission  and  Market  Street  trolley  coach  line 
and  it  became  necessary  to  switch  streetcars  bach,  at  11th  %  Market  from 
11:50  a.m.  until  1*15  p.m. 

Attendance  was  estimated  at  50,^00.    Although  the  break  was  scheduled  at  6  p.m.. 
oeople  started  leaving  at  3  p.m.,  and  there  was  a  steady  exodus  until  6  o  clock 
Approximately  1 1 s 000  persons  used  the  Muni,  requiring  six  extra  streetcars  and 
59  extra  motor  coaches  to  supplement  service  on  regular  lines 


OPENING  DAY  AT  CANDLESTICK  PARK- 

The  1967  Baseball  Season  omened  at  Candlestick  Dark  on  April  18.    Cue  to  in- 
clement weather  the  attendance  was  only  32,000.    Approximately  6  900  fans  used 
Municipal  Railway  service  to  and  from  the  oame.    The  fame  was  over  at  4  15  o.m.s 
and  by  4:35,  all  Muni  natrons  were  on  their  way.    Service  was  pood. 


RAY  APEA  RAPID  TRANSIT  MISSION  ST" EFT  STATIONS' 

The  commencement  of  construction  work  on  BART  Rapid  Transit  Stations  on  Mission 
at  16th  Street  and  at  24th  Street,  has  required  the  rerouting  of  Municipal  Railw 
eouipment  in  the  area,  starting  p'onday    "arch  8.

Operator  Joseph  Schiller,  Cap  533,  became  the  190th  Muni  Han  of  the  Month  at 
ceremonies  conducted  at  Ocean  Division  on  April  28 ,  1967.    Mr.  Thomas  P.  $hi 
President  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission    presented  the  Certificate  of 
Merit  to  Operator  Schiller,    Mr.  James  K.  Carr    Oeneral  Manaqer  of  Public 
Utilities,  participated  in  the  ceremonies. 
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TRANSIT  BRIEi  ) 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  -  "Transit  is  making  forward  strides  in  improving  its  service,  but  its 
image  is  still  poor,"  is  the  opinion  of  Charles  Haar,  Assistant  Secretary  for  Metropolitan 
Development,  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development.     "The  public  is  often  un- 
acquainted with  the  better  services  which  exist  or  could  be  offered  if  a  demand  for  them 
were  generated,"  he  continued. 

Occasion  for  the  statement  was  the  grant  of  $200,000  to  the  Port  Authority  of  Allegheny 
County,  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  for  an  urban  transportation  demonstration  project. 
Purpose  to  which  the  money  is  to  be  applied  is  "develop  improved  concepts  and  methods  for 
information,  advertising  and  promotion,  and  to  test  the  effectiveness  of  these  for  increas- 
ing ridership  of  the  transit  system."    Total  cost  of  the  18-month  project,  which  will  be 
initiated  immediately,  is  5300,000.    The  $100,000  local  share  is  being  contributed  in 
equal  portions  by  the  state  and  the  county. 

ST .  LOU IS,  MO .   -  A  nine-month  comparison  of  the  number  of  armed  robberies  on  Bi -State 
Transit  buses  has  shown  a  marked  decline  in  hold-ups,  almost  60  percent,  since  the 
institution  of  Bi-State  Transit  System's  program  to  provide  increased  protection  for 
operators  and  passengers. 

During  the  past  nine  months  there  were  18  armed  robberies  aboard  Bi-State  Transit  buses 
as  compared  with  43  during  the  previous  same  nine  months. 

One  phase  of  the  protection  program  called  for  equipping  of  150  buses  used  in  the  night- 
time service  with  two-way  radio  units  to  provide  immediate  communication  with  the  police 
department  in  emergency  situations.     When  necessary,  the  bus  operator  can  use  the  radio 
to  call  for  police  help  by  means  of  an  automotic  device  which  is  actuated  without  re- 
quiring the  operator  to  speak  or  take  his  hands  off  the  bus  controls. 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  -  U.S,  Congressman  Paul  Fino,  New  York,  has  introduced  House  bill  8442 
to  authorize  research,  development  and  demonstration  projects  for  electrically  powered 
vehicles.    To  be  known  as  the  "Electric  Vehicle  Development  Act  of  1967"  it  would  authorize 
an  appropriation  of  $3.5  million  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1968,  and  for  each 
succeeding  two  fiscal  years,  allocating  not  less  than  50  per  cent  of  the  sum  for  each 
fiscal  year.    The  proposed  bill  is  designed  to  encourage  the  development  of  electrically 
powered  vehicles  capable  of  performing  "public  and  private  transportation"  either  directly 
or  by  grants  to  undertake  research,  development,  and  demonstration  projects.     It  would 
test  long  life  storage  batteries,  an  economical  fuel  cell  and  related  equipment  and 
construction  of  such  vehicles. 

SAN  JOSE,  CALIFORNIA  -  County  Public  Works  Director  James  T.  Pott,  has  announced  that 
a  rapid  transit  system  for  Santa  Clara  County  could  cost  $500  million.     Pott  gave  the 
staggering  figure  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  before  it  approved  another  step  in  imple- 
mentation of  its  $600,000  transportation  study.     But  the  official  estimated  that  the 
bill  for  hooking  up  the  county  to  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  System  would  come  to  about 
$1  billion. 

OAKLAND,  CALIFORNIA  -  AC  Transit  bus  riders  are  rolling  in  an  electronic  age  these  days, 
connected  by  a  two-way  radio  network  that  quickly  proved  its  worth  in  improved  operations 
and  passenger  and  driver  security.    The  district's  station  hit  the  airways  with  telephone- 
type  equipment  installed  on  300  buses,  providing  an  instant  "voice"  link  between  dis- 
patching headquarters  and  coaches  operating  on  local  and  intercity  express  lines  on  the 
east  side  of  San  Francisco  Bay  and  on  Trans-bay  bridge  lines  to  San  Francisco.  Work 
began  over  a  year  ago  to  equip  the  basic  fleet  with  simple  hand  sets  that  would  allow 
conversations  between  a  central  dispatcher  and  one  operator,  a  group  of  operators  or 
all  operators.    A  separate  circuit  permits  supervisors  to  talk  to  operators  by  going 
through  central  dispatch. 

CLEVELAND,  OHIO  -  The  Cleveland  Transit  System  program  of  hiring  off-duty  policemen  to 
protect  its  operators  and  riders,  particularly  during  the  night  hours,  has  been  put  into 
effect  with  the  full  cooperation  of  the  Cleveland  Police  Department.     Lighting  has  also 
be  increased  by  75%  at  six  CTS  loops  with  others  being  improved  as  quickly  as  equipment 
can  be  installed.    Another  method  of  combating  crime  on  CTS  buses,  the  two-way  radio, 
is  now  undergoing  a  feasibility  study. 

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS  -  A  nationwide  campaign  against  crime  has  caught  on  quickly  in  over 
two  hundred  cities  and  towns  around  the  country.    As  a  result,  an  estimated  12,000 
business  organizations  with  over  130,000  personnel  driving  vehicles  equipped  with  two- 
way  radios  will  soon  be  actively  supporting  their  local  police  in  their  efforts  to 
protect  life  and  property.    The  campaign,  known  as  Community  Radio  Watch,  calls  for 
personnel  who  drive  vehicles  with  two-way  radio  equipment  to  utilize  it  in  the  public 
interest.    Through  their  employers,  drivers  are  asked  to  serve  as  "eyes  and  ears"  for 
the  police  in  their  community.     Participants  observe  and  renort  si'.spicious  acts  and 
unusual  occurences  to  their  offices.    Their  offices  then  relay  the  reports  to  the 
proper  municipal  authorities  for  appropriate  action.

Temporary  Downtown  Heliport 

This  memorandum  responds  to  your  request  that  I  report  at  the 
meeting- of  May  16  on  the  status  of  the  Commission  * s  proposal 
to  establish  a  temporary  downtown.,  heliport  for  a  period  of 
three  years  at  a  location  near  the  north  end  of  the  Ferry 
Building.     You  asked  me  to  also  suggest  any  procedure  which,  , 
in  my  opinion,  would  expedite  actual  operation  of  the  tempo- 
rary downtown  heliport. 

Attached  for  your  ready  reference  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  of 
April  27,   1967  from  Mr.  M«  Justin  Herman,  Executive  Director 
of  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency,  a  letter  of  March  29, 
1967  from  John  A.  Busterud,  representing  the  Golden  Gateway 
Parking  Corporation,  and  ray  letter  of  April  24,   1967  to  Mr. 
Cyril  Magnin,  President  of  the  San  Francisco  Port  Authority. 

You  will  note  Mr.  Herman  expresses  doubt  that  the  Redevelop- 
ment Agency  would  favor  a  modification  of  its  lease  to  permit 
assignment  of  certain  areas  to  a  private  parking  lot  operator 
unless  the  Redevelopment  Agency  is  provided  with  evidence  that 
such  an  arrangement  is  not  objectionable  to . the  Golden  Gateway 
Parking  Corporation  which  operates  the  public  garage  located 
at  250  Clay  Street. 

In  Mr.  Busterud's  letter  he  expresses  opposition  to  any  such 
assignment  and  says  that  it  would  be  in  violation  of  an  agree- 
ment between  the  garage  corporation  and  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco. 
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In  further  discussions  with  Mr.  Herman  on  May  15,  he  expressed 
the  view  that  such  a  proposed  assignment  would  conflict  with 
the  Agency's  support  of  the  garage  at.  250  Clay  Street,  which 
support  he  considers  is  a  policy  directive  to  the  Redevelopment 
Agency.     The  assignment  which  has  been  suggested  would  place 
the  parking  lots  closer  to  the  garage  and  give  Ferry  Building . 
tenants  parking  some  two  blocks  closer  to  their  offices. 

Therefore  it  now  appears  that  all  issues  of  any  importance 
which  have  deterred  this  Commission  from  operating  a  temporary 
downtown  heliport  have  been  resolved  except  two;  namely,  the 
parking  problem,  and  secondly,  a  request  from  the  attorney  for 
the  Port  Authority  requesting  a  "hold  harmless"  clause  to  pro- 
tect the  Port  Authority  in  the  event  that  tenants  are  lost  be- 
cause of  helicopter  noise.     It  has  been  reported  to  us  that  a 
number  of  concerns  are  eager  to  rent  space  in  the  Ferry  Build- 
ing, and  furthermore,  helicopter  noise  will  not  be  such  a  ser- 
ious problem  because  the  approach  will  be  over  water. 

It  is  a  possibility,  however,  that  the  Port  Authority  could  be 
harmed  by  loss  of  tenants,  and  I  do  not  believe  the  Port  Auth- 
ority should  assume  this  burden.     Because  I  believe  it  would, 
not  be  substantial,  I  recommend  that  such  a  "hold  harmless" 
clause  be  given  by  the  City  to  the  Port  Authority.     This,  how- 
ever, is  a  policy  issue  which  requires  action'  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  action  that  they  would  take,  I  am  sure,  after  an 
examination  of  the  full  facts. 

The  second  policy  question  at  issue  is  parking,  which  'is  dis- 
cussed in  more  detail  in  Mr.  Herman's  letter  of  April  27. 

To  prevent  further  loss  of  time  toward  the  day  when  the  tempo- 
rary downtown  heliport  will  be  operating,.  X  recommend  that  you 
authorize  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  on  behalf 
of  this  Commission,  to  .respectfully  request  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors to  review  these  two  matters  as  soon  as  possible,  and 
make  policy  decisions  on  these  two  remaining  issues  that  appear 
to  stand  in  the  way  of  an  operating  downtown  heliport.     I  be- 
lieve the  Board  of  Supervisors  can  best  make  a  judgment  on' 
these  two  policy  questions  by  a  hearing  before  the  appropriate 
committee  of  the  Board.     The  full  facts  should  be  developed 
by  appearances  of  representatives  from  each  agency  and  group 
involved.     Then  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  be  in  a  position 
to  make  policy  judgments  and  chart  a. course  of  action  to  achieve 
a  harmonious  result. 
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If  such  a  course  of  action  meets  with  the  approval  of  this 
Commission  we  will  draft  a  resolution  reflecting  these  views 
and  place  the  matter  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  soon 
as  possible. 

In  conclusion,  the  temporary  downtown  heliport  can  move  for- 
ward if  we  solve  two  remaining  policy  questions,  both  of  which 
must  go  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors.     These  two  policy 
issues  on  which  we  will  ask  for. a  decision  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Shall  it  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  instruct  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  to  approve  reassignment  by  Port 
Authority  of  its  lease  of  Redevelopment 
Area  lands  for  use  as  parking  facilities 
to  a  private  operator  in  order  to  secure 
from  such  private  operator  equ^l  space  for 
parking  use  by  employees  of  -ikisfs43g  Authority, 
their  tenants,  and  their  employees. 

(2)  Shall  it  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
to  authorize  the  City  to  assume  liability  to 

the  Port  Authority  for  loss  of  rental  income 
by  reason  of  noise  caused  by  adjacent  heliport 
j,  operation.

In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  67-0408,  authorizing  call  for  bid 
for  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Contract  No.  180,  to  furnish 
street  lighting  service,  fiscal  year  1967-68  -  80%  of  the  street 
lighting  in  San  Francisco  is  provided  by  the  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric 
Company,  said  Oral  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project. 
These  are  basically  in  districts  in  the  City  supplied  by  overhead 
wiring.     The  City-owned  portion  is  primarily  in  underground  districts. 
All  of  the  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Company  lights  have  been  changed 
from  incandescent  to  mercury  vapor.     This  increased  illumination 
approximately  two  times  on  City  streets  at  the  same  cost.     Under  the 
$7  million  bond  issue,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  City  has  a  program  for  undergrounding  street  lighting 
in  sections  of  the  City  where  there  is  obsolete  and  outdated  lighting. 
Under  existing  law  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  approves  the  design 
for  street  lighting,  but  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  financial 
responsibility  for  capital  improvements  to  City  street  lighting,  said 
Mr.  Moore.     The  Public  Utilities  Commission  controls  the  contract  for 
the  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Company  lighting  service. 

****** 
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The  Commission  interrupted  the  calendar  discussion,  to  hear  from 
Mr.  Anthony  Meley  representing  the  Sheet  Metal  Contractors  Association 
He  appeared  in  behalf  of  C.S.  Hardeman,  contractor  under  Airport 
Contract  No.  477 — replacement  of  sewage  discharge,  Pier  "F"  regarding 
dispute  over  payment  of  a  sum  of  approximately  $150  for  additional 
service  outside  of  the  usual  working  hours. 

On  being  questioned  by  the  Commission,  Mr.  Meley  said  he  had  not 
discussed  the  matter  with  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities. 
The  matter  was  therefore  referred  to  Mr.  Carr  for  handling  on  an 
administrative  level.

said.

Resolution  No.  67-0408,  bid  call  on  Airport  Department  Contract  No. 
439  for  improvements  to  the  Parking  Garage  at  the  Airport.  Commission- 
er White  commented  on  the  swinging  box-type  light  noted  at  some  of  the 
airport  parking  areas  during  the  recent  airport  inspection  tour  under- 
taken by  the  Commission  and  staff  members.      He  pointed  out  the  advan- 
tages and  suggested  the  type  be  given  consideration  in  future  plans  for 
lighting  at  the  Airport.

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Regarding  attendance  at  CAB  hearings  in  Washington,  D.C.  in  the  Trans- 
pacific Route  case  matter,  Mr.  Finn  informed  the  Commission  that  the 
City  Attorney  requested  the  resolution  as  presented  be  amended  to  also 
include  attendance  at  hearings  in  the  Twin  Cities  case  while  in  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  and  the  estimated  expenses  be  increased  to  $900.00. 
The  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  67-0420,  as  amended.

In  explaining  Resolution  No.  67-0424,  authorizing  extension  of  the 
Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  program  through  July  19,  1967,  Mr.  Carr  said 
this  was  at  no  additional  cost  to  the  City.     An  expanded  program  is 
presently  being  examined  at  Mayor  Shelley's  request  to  see  what  can 
be  provided;  and  an  effort  will  be  made  to  get  as  many  jobs  authorized 
for  the  San  Francisco  area  as  possible,  said  Mr.  Carr. 

Commissioner  Goldman  spoke  of  the  importance  of  the  program  and  the 
desperate  need  for  it.     He  urged  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Util- 
ities to  obtain  as  much  assistance  as  possible  to  build  this  up, 
saying  there  is  ample  need  for  2,000  employments.     Mr.  Carr  said  the 
Mayor's  program  hopes  to  provide  for  750. 


****** 


On  the  subject  of  political  advertising,  Mr.  Carr  said  in  accordance 
with  the  Commission's  request  this  matter  was  being  brought  up  today, 
and  that  a  representative  of  Metro  Transit  Advertising,  the  Municipal 
Railway  advertising  contractor,  was  present. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  recommended  going  ahead  with  this  program,  that  it 
would  bring  in  about  $50,000  net  this  year  to  the  Municipal  Railway, 
and  with  the  safe-guards  worked  out  by  Public  Relations  Director 
James  H.  Leonard,  will  not  permit  any  one  candidate  taking  over  this 
particular  medium.     In  addition,  all  advertising  of  this  kind  would 
be  required  to  be  prepaid  in  advance,  he  said. 

Mr.  Leonard  then  outlined  the  program  in  detail,  presenting  the 
Commissioners  with  a  memorandum  containing  the  details  and  also  the 
policies  of  Metro  Transit  Advertising  followed  in  other  parts  of  the 
country  in  the  political  advertising.     He  pointed  out  the  mention 
on  Page  2 — the  most  important  to  understand,  he  said,  that  the  entire 
handling  of  the  advertising  contract  would  be  done  by  Metro  Transit 
Advertising. 

Mr.  Leonard  commented  that  Alameda/Contra  Costa  Transit  District  net- 
ted $22,500  from  political  advertising  last  year  and  officials  of 
the  District  stated  they  had  no  problems  whatsoever. 

Victor  Bacigalupi,  San  Francisco  Manager,  Metro  Transit  Advertising, 
said  that  San  Francisco  today  is  the  only  major  market  that  does  not 
accept  political  advertising;  and  that  to  date  they  have  not  had  any 
problems  in  any  major  market.     He  said  they  check  with  the  Registrar's 
Office  in  each  city  for  a  list  of  the  candidates,  referendums,  etc.; 
then  send  a  registered  letter  to  each,  informing  them  that  political 
advertising  is  now  available.     Each  gets  equal  opportunity  for  the 
space.     The  space  is  divided  proportionately  between  all  sides,  he 
said. 

Commissioner  Goldman  noted  the  1966  total  revenue  increased  from 
$416,000  to  $500,000  and  inquired  as  to  the  maximum  potential. 
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Mr.  Bacigalupi  replied  it  would  be  about  60%  of  the  potential „  Thus 
far  this  year  they  have  surpassed  last  year — it  is  only  May  2  3  and 
they  now  have  a  total  of  $529,000.     This  has  been  due  to  a  combination 
of  reasons — mainly,  research,  which  they  now  have  to  sell  the  medium. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  could  see  alot  or  problems.     He  felt  that 
political  advertising  should  be  permitted  for  propositions  only,  and  nc 
for  candidates.     He  said  the  amount  of  money  received  through  general 
advertising  is  more  important,  and  that  he  could  see  the  Commission 
or  the  Municipal  Railway  getting  into  alot  of  arguments  receiving 
criticism  even  though  the  Metro  Transit  Advertising  was  handling  it. 
He  said  he  personally  would  be  opposed  to  opening  it  to  candidates. 

Commissioner  Stack  said  when  the  Municipal  Railway  advertising  contract 
was  transferred  to  Metro  Transit  Advertising  the  net  revenue  to  City 
was  approximately  $200,000  per  year  on  51%  revenue  to  the  City.  Metro 
Transit  Advertising's  improvement  over  the  past  two  years  would  indi- 
cate it  has  even  increased  further.     The  sales  resistance  to  transit 
advertising  is  national  and  not  local.     Metro  Transit  Advertising  has 
done  what  it  promised  to  do,  that  is,  make  every  effort  to  sell  space 
and  obtain  more  revenue  for  the  City.     Commissioner  Stack  said  he 
thought  this  revenue  would  again  help  the  deficit  on  the  Railway, 
and  he  did  not  agree  with  Commissioner  Goldman  that  it  should  be 
limited  to  propositions.     He  said  the  City  should  join  the  rest  of 
the  nation  and  let  everyone  who  has  the  money  buy  available  space. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  did  not  wish  his  remarks  concerning  Metro 
Transit  Advertising  to  be  interpreted  disparagingly. 

Commissioner  White  said  the  discussion  today  was  for  an  indication 
on  the  part  of  the  Commission  as  to  its  feelings  in  the  matter,  and 
they  would  direct  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  prepare 
a  resolution  for  adoption  by  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Stack,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rousseau,  moved  adoption. 

Mr.  Carr  said  a  simple  resolution  would  be  drafted  that  refers  spec- 
ifically to  the  program  as  outlined  to  the  Commission  in  Mr.  Leonard's 
memorandum.     He  said  it  would  require  an  amendment  to  the  existing 
contract  to  reflect  the  political  advertising  program. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  would  still  vote  negatively. 

Commissioner  White  asked  for  roll  call  on  the  motion  as  to  being  agree- 
able to  placing  political  advertising  on  the  buses.     Vote:  Ayes- 
Commissioners  White,  Stack,  Rousseau,  Kelly.     Noes-Commissioner  Goldmai

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Mr.  Carr  said  four  bus  lines  and  two  trolley  coach  lines  in  the 
Haight-Ashbury  District  have  been  involved  because  of  the  congestion, 
but  that  at  this  time  Acting  Municipal  Transit  System  General  Manager, 
Wesley  R.  Mason,  recommends  the  rerouting  of  the  critical  ones,  motor 
coach  lines  No.  71  and  No.  72.     Mr.  Carr  said  there  is  still  some 
question  as  to  the  streets,  but  a  block  one  way  or  another  would  be 
the  best,  and  this  will  be  resolved  within  a  week.     During  the  week 
more  information  would  be  furnished  the  Commission  re  loss  of  time, 
etc. 

Mr.  Carr  said  there  seemed  to  be  some  question,  inasmuch  as  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  is  required  to  hold  a  public  hearing  on  abandonment — 
as  to  whether  it  is  an  abandonment  if  the  Commission  merely  authorizes 
making  a  change  during  an  emergency  and  the  line  is  not  abandoned  for 
any  great  length  of  time. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel,  William  F.  Bourne,  said  the  Commission  need 
not  hold  a  public  hearing  in  any  circumstance.     Under  Section  132.1 
of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  if  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  in  the  exercise  of  its  discretion  decides  to 
discontinue  or  abandon  a  line  or  any  portion  thereof  on  any  of  City's 
transportation  lines,  it  must  submit  its  recommendation  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors.     The  Charter  requires  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
hold  a  public  hearing. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  it  were  an  emergency  situation  would 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  to  hold  a  public  hearing? 

Mr.  Bourne  replied  no,  if  it  is  not  an  abandonment  or  discontinuance. 
Temporary  rerouting  on  a  weekend  or  holiday,  did  not  constitute  aban- 
donment in  Mr.  Bourne's  opinion. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  it  was  the  feeling  of  the  Commission,  from 
prior  discussion  that  they  were  not  considering  an  abandonment  at  any 
time  but  were  considering  emergency  changeover  during  this  period  of 
congestion. 

Mr.  Bourne  said  the  Commission  action  of  several  weeks  ago—the  rerout- 
ing on  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays — did  not  constitute  an  abandon- 
ment.    It  was  only  a  temporary  measure,  simple  deviation  from  ordinary 
service.     However,  as  he  said  he  told  the  Commission  before,  and  Mr. 
Anderson  in  private  consultation,  if  this  matter  is  going  to  the  stage 
of  discontinuing  service  for  a  precise  period  (six  months  or  whatever) , 
without  factual  support  of  emergency,  he  would  have  to  conclude  this 
constitutes  an  abandonment  or  discontinuance.     It  need  not  be  permanent 
discontinuance,  he  said.     It  is  forbidden  to  have  a  temporary  discontir. 
uance  unless  there  is  an  emergency  situation,  showing  actual  facts  of 
emergency,  not  somebody's  desire  to  get  a  line  from  one  area  to  anothei 
He  also  said  the  Board  of  Supervisors  needs  nine  votes  to  overrule  the 
Commission. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  then  it  is  really  basically  the  discretion 
of  the  Commission  whether  they  determine  to  abandon  or  whether  it  is 
an  emergency.     Mr.  Bourne  said  yes,  there  was  an  element  of  discretion, 
but  insofar  as  legal  situation  is  concerned,  nothing  has  been  presentee 
to  the  City  Attorney's  office  that  would  induce  him  to  advise  the 
Commission  other  than  what  has  already  been  advised. 

Commissioner  Goldman  then  commented  in  view  of  the  fact  this  is  con- 
sidered to  be  an  emergency  for  the  moment,  then  a  public  hearing  need 
not  be  held. 
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Mr.  Carr  said  he  would  prevail  upon  the  Commission  if  he  could  to 
have  a  public  hearing.     If  any  mistakes  were  going  to  be  made  in  this 
regard — public  hearing  or  not — fewer  would  be  made  if  a  public  hearing 
were  held,  he  said. 

Commissioner  Goldman  remarked  there  may  be  facts  that  have  not  come 
to  the  Commission's  attention.     There  are  obviously  two  viewpoints — 
the  merchants  on  Haight  Street  and  the  people  who  pass  there  to  get 
to  their  homes.     He  said  he  would  go  along  with  the  public  hearing 
if  it  was  felt  to  be  in  order. 

Commissioner  White  said  the  Chair  was  disposed  to  have  a  public  hearing 

The  Commission  then  unanomously  adopted  Resolution  No.  67-0427,  setting 
Wednesday,  May  31,  1967,  at  10:00  a.m.,  as  the  time  for  consideration 
of  the  matter  of  a  proposed  rerouting  of  the  No.  71  and  No.  72  lines 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  Haight-Ashbury  District. 

Commissioner  White  said  the  hearing  would  be  conducted  so  that  both 
sides  would  have  equal  time,  and  time  for  rebuttal.     With  regard  to 
the  necessity  for  holding  a  public  hearing  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  an  abandonment — and  the  question  as  to  whether  it  is  an  abandonment 
if  making  a  change  was  merely  authorized  during  an  emergency  and  the 
line  not  abandoned  for  any  great  length  of  time,  the  Commission  re- 
quested an  opinion  of  the  City  Attorney,  delivered  in  a  signed  letter 
to  the  Commission,  so  that  none  could  say  later  the  advice  received 
was  not  proper  and  the  Commission  open  to  contest.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 

Mr.  Carr  referred  to  the  interview  schedule  of  local  architectural 
engineering  groups  in  connection  with  the  planning  and  development 
of  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  to  be  held  May  25.  and  May 
26,  1967,  at  the  Airport.     He  said  it  would  be  helpful  to  the  Commissic 
when  they  were  finally  asked  to  make  a  decision,  to  sit  in  on  these 
discussions.

Mr,  Moore  reported  on  storage  conditions  in  the  Sierras.  Assuming 
the  lower  Tuolumne  and  San  Joaquin  Rivers  can  take  it,  it  is  planned 
to  start  releasing  some  water  after  Memorial  Day.    He  said  the  upstream 
reservoirs  on  the  San  Joaquin  River  are  full  and  spilling.  Merced's 
Exchequer  Dam  still  has  some  capacity.     The  only  storage  control  left 
on  the  San  Joaquin  system  is  City's  reservoirs  at  0' Shaughnessy  and 
Cherry  Dams;  also  some  180,000  acre  feet  in  Don  Pedro  and  300,000  acre 
feet  in  Exchequer.

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  for  a  comparison  of  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Railway  claims  on  a  national  average — related  to  the  number 
of  pieces  of  equipment  and  the  area  covered. 

William  A.  McRobbie,  Director,  Bureau  of  Personnel  and  Safety,  said 
the  figure  for  administration  plus  cost  of  claims,  for  San  Francisco, 
is  $1,200,000  annually.     Nationally,  comparing  statistics,  San  Fran- 
cisco is  in  the  middle.

HIGHLIGHTS 

Calaveras  spill  totaled  9,7i|&  million  gallons  and  lasted 
39  days,  from  April  3  to  May  12. 

Water  transferred  to  San  Antonio  reservoir  that  otherwise 
would  have  been  wasted  is  valued  at  a  half  million  dollars. 

Storage  in  Alameda  and  Peninsula  reservoirs  reached  an 
all  time  high  of  70, 23^  million  gallons  on  May  15,  which  is  90.3% 
of  the  available  capacity  after  completion  of  San  Antonio  reservoir, 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

The  month  of  April  brought  approximately  300%  of  normal 
rainfall  to  the  major  gaging  stations  operated  by  this  Department. 
On  May  1st  the  seasonal  rainfall  at  these  stations  averaged  12$%>  of 
normal.     Rain  during  the  first  half  of  May  averaged  approximately 
normal , 

Major  storms  accounted  for  much  of  this  rainfall,  thus  pro- 
ducing a  higher  than  average  gain  in  reservoir  storage,  Calaveras 
reservoir  filled  and  started  spilling  on  April  3»  as  reported  last 
month.     Also  reported  last  month  was  the  transferring  of  Calaveras 
water,  that  would  otherwise  be  wasted,  to  San  Antonio  reservoir. 
Although  Calaveras  spill  ceased  on  May  12,  transfer  of  water  to  San 
Antonio  was  planned  to  continue  until  May  22  to  prevent  continuing 
inflow  from  creating  another  spill.     The  total  water  transfer  to 
San  Antonio  by  May  22  will  approximate  3>200  million  gallons,  worth 
$5l8»000  at  the  minimum  rate  for  which  we  sell  water. 

Two  shutdowns  necessary  to  the  completion  of  two  Bond  Fund 
construction  projects  are  scheduled  during  the  coming  winter. 
Projects  already  completed  and  in  service  were  planned  to  provide 
the  necessary  capacity  and  flexibility  of  operation  to  carry  out 
these  shutdowns  under  normal  conditions.     The  "highest  ever"  level 
of  storage  in  local  reservoirs  now  makes  it  possible  to  plan  and 
carry  out  these  shutdowns  even  under  the  "worse  possible"  dry 
condition  during  the  coming  year.

Water  was  transported  from  Hetch  Hetchy  sources  at  an  aver- 
age rate  of  122.8  MGD  during  April,  and  the  draft  of  Calaveras 
water  through  Sunol  Valley  Filtration  Plant  averaged  26.3  MGD.  A 
total  of  9,7U6  million  gallons  of  water  was  spilled  from  Calaveras 
reservoir  between  April  3  and  May  12.     To  date  an  additional  2,700 
million  gallons  were  transferred  from  Calaveras  to  San  Antonio 
that  otherwise  would  also  have  spilled. 
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WATER  QUALITY 

On  Sunday,  April  22,  a  P.G.&  E.  power  outage  occurred  at 
Tesla  Portal  Chlorine  Station,     The  plant  was  out  of  service  for 
about  seven  hours.     Sunol  Valley  Filtration  Plant  was  started  up, 
employing  maximum  chlorination  to  compensate  for  the  lack  of  treat- 
ment at  Tesla.     This  operation  continued  until  analysis  of  water 
at  Alameda  showed  treated  water  again  reaching  this  point. 

At  the  end  of  April  the  turbidity  of  the  water  in  the 
pipelines  from  Crystal  Springs  and  San  Andreas  reservoirs  had 
improved  to  8  units  and  I4.  units,  respectively. 

Bacteriological  quality  of  the  Peninsula  lakes  deteriorated 
on  April  10,  requiring  an  increase  in  chlorine  dosage.     The  quality 
of  treated  water  delivered  to  consumers  remained  within  the  bac- 
teriological limits  of  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Drinking  Water 
Standard. 

During  shutdown  for  Alameda  Siphon  connections,  water  from 
Sunol  Valley  Filtration  Plant  was  rerouted  through  Sunol  Aqueduct 
and  Niles-Irvington  Pipeline  to  the  Bay  Division  pipelines. 
Chlorination  of  this  water  was  done  at  the  filtration  plant,  with 
booster  chlorination  added  at  the  Sunol  Chlorine  Station. 

During  April  flushing  of  ll|6,700  feet  of  l+-inch  to  12-inch 
diameter  water  mains  in  the  Sunset  pressure  zone  was  carried  out. 
207  gate  valves  were  operated  and  checked  and  six  blowoff  valves 
were  operated.     In  addition  to  the  above,   28  individual  flushing 
operations  were  carried  out.     Eleven  of  these  were  regular  opera- 
tions to  prevent  dirty  water  conditions  and  17  were  carried  out  to 
overcome  reported  dirty  water  conditions. 

DAM  SAFETY 

Engineers  from  the  office  of  the  State  Inspector,  Safety 
of  Dams,  have  made  several  visits  to  Sutro  reservoir  while  work  of 
relining  under  WD-1266  contract  was  in  progress.     State  legislation 
places  distribution  reservoirs  of  specific  size  and  height  under 
jurisdiction  of  the  Inspector  that  formerly  were  not  so  classified. 
As  a  result  of  these  visits  the  City  was  asked  to  open  storm 
drains  beneath  the  reservoir  so  that  any  leaking  can  be  detected. 
Inspection  of  other  reservoirs  may  alter  the  scheduling  and/or 
extent  of  reconstruction  and  rehabilitation  of  reservoirs  planned 
for  future  accomplishment. 

CONTRACTS 

Bid  calls  were  authorized  for  six  contracts;  five  contracts 
were  awarded;  four  contracts  were  certified;  and  six  contracts  were 
ready  for  advertising. 
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WATER  SUPPLY  STUDY 

A  professional  services  agreement  with  Daniel,  Mann, 
Johnson  &  Mendenhall  for  a  study  of  Water  Supplies,  Demand  and 
System  Improvement  Program  was  certified  and  work  has  started. 
Flow  tests  are  currently  being  made  on  the  Sunset  reservoir  zone 
which  is  the  largest  within  the  City  distribution  system. 

FINANCES 

Collections  for  the  first  ten  months  of  this  fiscal  year 
were  $16,322,399  which  is  $970,983  more  than  collected  through 
April  of  the  prior  fiscal  year.     However,  both  collections  and  net 
paying  sales  for  the  month  of  April  1967  were  lower  than  for  April 
one  year  ago. 

SERVICE  RENEWALS 

During  the  month  of  April,  5>28  service  renewals  were  com- 
pleted.    This  brings  the  total  for  the  first  ten  months  of  this 
fiscal  year  to  5>>126. 

MEETING 

On  May  i|,  1967,  Mr.  Frye  and  Mr.  Bardoff  attended  a  meeting 
of  the  San  Mateo  County  Greater  Highways  Committee,     Alan  S.  Boyd, 
U.  S.  Director  of  Transportation,  had  been  invited  to  this  meeting 
but  was  unable  to  attend. 

The  Committee  heard  a  report  from  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment and  a  presentation  from  Mr.  Frye  of  the  City's  side  of  the 
controversy  over  Juniperro  Serra  Freeway  location  along  Crystal 
Springs  reservoir,     No  action  was  taken  by  the  Committee  after 
reviewing  the  current  status  of  this  project. 

TOUR 

On  April  27,  Mr.  Frye  and  Mr.  O'Marie  conducted  three

Public  Hearings    lOsOO  a.m. 

Consideration  of  a  proposed  rerouting  of  segments  of 
the  Municipal  Railway  No.  71  and  No.  72  motor  coach 
lines  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Haight-Ashbury  District. 

Commissioner  White  commenced  the  hearing  by  stating  the  purpose  was 
to  consider  making  some  changes  in  the  routes,  specifically  lines 
No.  71  and  No.  72,  operated  by  the  Municipal  Railway  in  the  Haight- 
Ashbury  District •    Because  of  certain  congestion  presumably  precipitat- 
ed by  the  number  of  persons  between  Masonic  and  Stanyan  Streets  con- 
siderable delay  in  the  operation  of  the  buses  and  other  traffic  has 
resulted.    He  said  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was  desirous  of 
obtaining  for  the  residents  of  the  entire  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco the  best  transportation  system,  which  means  the  speediest,  most 
economical,  and  most  efficient  ride  that  can  be  obtained  .    The  Com- 
mission, being  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  the  transportation 
system,  felt  that  the  public  should  be  heard  on  this  issue. 
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Commissioner  White  said  the  Commission  would  hear  first  from  those 
persons  desirous  of  change  in  routing  of  the  two  lines  in  the  Haight- 
Ashbury  District,  week  days  as  well  as  the  present  weekends,  and 
then  from  those  present  who  wished  to  speak  in  the  negative.  Both 
sides  would  be  given  an  opportunity  for  rebuttal.     The  Commission 
would  then  hear  from  the  Municipal  Railway  after  which  it  would 
determine  whether  to  take  action  or  to  take  the  matter  under  advise- 
ment. 

Commissioner  White  read  a  letter  received  from  the  Sunset  Community 
Improvement  Club,  addressed  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
dated  May  25,  1967,  advising  that  Miss  Marguerite  Warren  would  represent 
the  Club. 

Commissioner  White  said  this  would  not  preclude  any  other  interested 
resident  of  that  area,  who  may  or  may  not  be  a  member  of  the  Sunset 
Improvement  Club  from  speaking. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  relevent  points  to  be  considered  in 
their  decision?  namely,  whether  to  reroute  or  not  through  the  Haight- 
Ashbury  District;  the  effect  a  decision  would  have  on  the  service  to 
the  Sunset  District?  recommendation  by  the  Municipal  Railway  General 
Manager  as  to  possible  streets  to  be  used  for  rerouting,  supported  by 
factual  evidence  as  to  running  time,  etc. 

Mr.  Finn,  Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
then  read  the  opinion  of  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne 
which  was  requested  by  the  Commission,  with  regard  to  public  hearing 
requirements  in  relations  to  abandonment  proceedings  under  Section 
132.1  of  the  Charter. 

Those  speaking  in  favor  of  rerouting  buses  No.  71  and  No.  72  off  of 
Haight  Street: 

Marguerite  Warren,  Chairman,  Public  Utilities  Committee,  Sunset 
Community  Improvement  Club,  Inc.; 

Mrs.  Leonore  Fifer,  speaking  as  an  individual  resident  of  the  Sunset 
District  (1701  -  22nd  Avenue) ; 

Mrs.  Anne  M.  Diesch; 

Walter  Coles;  and 

Harry  Cush,  who  lives  at  the  end  of  the  No.  72  bus  line. 
Those  persons  opposing  the  rerouting : 

James  Browne,  President,  Haight-Ashbury  Neighborhood  Council; 

Anna  Guth,  Secretary,  Haight-Ashbury  Merchants  and  Improvement 
Association; 

Gary  Garabian,  resident,  Haight-Ashbury  District,  last  16  years;  and 

Ethel  Glosson,  resident,  Haight-Ashbury  District,  last  12  years 
(1528  Waller  Street). 

Mr.  Vernon  W.  Anderson,  General  Manager,  Municipal  Transit  System, 
recommended  plan  rerouting  the  No.  71  and  No.  72  lines  daily  at  all 
hours  of  operation  over  the  following  route: 
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outbound  from  Haight  and  Broderick  via  Broderick, 
Page,  Shrader  and  Frederick  to  Stanyan  and  Fred- 
erick; and  inbound  from  Stanyan  and  Frederick  via 
Frederick,  Cole,  Waller,  Masonic  and  Haight  to 
Haight  and  Masonic. 

He  said  it  was  his  preliminary  recommendation  that  Haight  Street  con- 
tinue to  be  considered  as  the  principal  transit  street  in  the  area  and 
any  changes  be  regarded  as  temporary  with  the  objective  of  returning 
to  Haight  Street  as  soon  as  normal  traffic  conditions  can  be  restored. 

The  prinical    aim,  he  said,  was  to  improve  service  for  those 
going  through  the  area  to  and  trom  the  outer  residential  districts 
without  materially  affecting  merchants  in  the  Haight-Ashbury  District. 

Mr.  Anderson  cited  the  effects  of  the  traffic  congestion  on  the  running 
time  of  the  coaches  operating  on  Haight  Street  during  the  week  days. 
Because  of  this  experience  and  because  of  the  statements  which  have 
been  made  that  there  will  be  an  influx  of  new  residents  and  consequent- 
ly an  influx  of  tourists,  he  recommended  strongly  that  the  present 
weekend  adjustment  be  extended  to  week  days  as  outlined. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  then  moved  that  the  matter  of  the  porposed  re- 
routing of  the  No.  71  and  No.  72  lines  in  the  Haight-Ashbury  District 
be  taken  under  consideration  by  the  Commission  and  decision  be  arrived 
at  by  the  next  meeting  if  possible.    Commissioner  Kelly  seconded  for 
discussion  purposes. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  it  would  be  well  if  the  various  statements 
by  the  opponents  and  proponents  made  before  the  Commission  were  pro- 
perly documented. 

He  asked  Mr.  Anderson  the  number  of  accidents  and  personal  injuries; 
any  increase? 

Mr.  Anderson  replied  in  the  negative. 

Commissioner  Goldman  then  asked  if  there  was  an  estimate  of  the  number 
of  shoppers  who  arrive  or  depart  on  the  No.  71  and  No.  72  during  a 
period  of  one  week. 

Mrs.  Guth  replied  that  to  her  knowledge  no  such  survey  had  been  made. 
Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  the  major  delay  was  easterly  or  westerly. 
Mr.  Anderson  said  easterly. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  any  consideration  had  been  given  to  the 
necessity  of  rerouting  in  both  directions,  or  whether  easterly  inbound 
change  alone  had  been  considered. 

With  the  two  lines  of  traffic  moving  westerly,  did  Mr.  Anderson  still 
feel  it  important  to  reroute  in  westerly  direction,  asked  Commissioner 
Goldman. 

Mr.  Anderson  answered  that  he  felt  rerouting  in  both  directions  highly 
desirable. 

Commissioner  Goldman  observed  that  it  would  seem  those  totally  incon- 
venienced by  rerouting  in  both  directions  would  be  the  people  on  Haight 
Street  itself. 
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Mr.  Browne  said  in  terms  of  quantity  of  discomfort  the  people  on 
Page  and  Waller  who  get  the  bus  traffic  would  suffer.     They  are  not 
used  to  it.     He  said  his  organization  has  been  reviewing  a  study  of 
a  mall  along  Haight  Street. 

Commissioner  Goldman  remarked  that  whatever  the  Commission's  deter- 
mination, it  is  certainly  not  fixed.     Since  this  is  a  temporary  matter 
it  is  always  flexible  and  can  be  changed. 

Commissioner  White  observed  if  this  were  just  a  matter  of  convenience- 
it  would  be  a  simple  matter  of  having  inspectors  with  walkie-talkies 
at  Stanyan  and  Frederick  Streets  and  at  Haight  and  Divisadero  Streets 
passing  on  conditions  they  might  obtain  and  rerouting  the  buses  to 
take  care  of  specific  situations.    However,  one  problem  that  arises 
is  persons  who  pay  a  fare  are  entitled  to  know  which  streets  the  ve- 
hicle will  traverse. 

Upon  roll  call,  the  matter  was  unanimously  taken  under  submission  by 
the  Commission,  for  decision  at  next  week's  meeting  if  possible.

With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  67-0422,  extension  of  Green  Giant 
Garden  and  Home  Supply  lease,  Mr.  Bourne  read  the  revised  cancellation 
clause  which  had  been  requested  by  Commissioner  Stack: 

"CANCELLATION

With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  67-0470,  agreeing  to  cancellation 
of  professional  services  agreement  with  Edward  Helgren,  Consulting 
Engineer,  for  reviewing  final  plans  and  specifications  for  the  New 
Don  Pedro  Project,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  General  Manager  Oral  L.  Moore, 
explained  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  enter  into  another  agreement 
as  this  review  has  now  been  accomplished  by  the  Department's  staff. 
Mr.  Helgren  was  unable  to  execute  the  agreement  due  to  subsequent 
employment  on  a  project  in  Pennsylvania;  in  the  meanwhile,  bids  on 
the  Don  Pedro  Project  have  been  delayed  until  June  22.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 
Airport  Department  Monthly  Report; 

The  Commission  discussed  the  April  traffic  summary.     The  April  rate 
of  increase,  6%  more  than  April  of  last  year,  was  below  the  national 
average  reported  at  9.7%,  and  was  attributed  to  diversion  of  travel- 
ers to  Oakland  and  San  Jose. 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  lower  rate  of  passenger  increase  would  not  affect 
the  additions  and  betterments  and  the  expansion  program  to  any  degree 
at  the  Airport.     Future  income  should  be  fairly  sound  insofar  as  the 
Airport  Bond  interest  is  concerned. 

Mr.  Hansen  felt  this  was  a  flexible  thing;  that  one  month  was  not  a 
true  indicator  and  in  his  opinion  the  Airport  passenger  increase 
would  average  12%  or  more. 


****** 


Airport  Bond  Issue; 

Mr.  Carr  said  one  of  the  questions  raised  in  discussions  with  the 
Controller,  Nathan  B.  Cooper,  and  Mayor  John  F.  Shelley,  was  whether 
to  build  another  section  of  the  garage  at  this  time  ($10  Million) 
and  what  saving  there  might  be  to  City  through  non-profit  corporation 
financing.     Mr.  Cooper  has  definitely  recommended  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  go  ahead  with  the  $98  million  bond  program  because  there 
is  not  much  saving  in  the  non-profit  route  and  there  is  more  flex- 
ibility under  a  bond  issue,  Mr.  Carr  said. 

The  earlier  resolution  adopted  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
on  January  24,  1967,  Resolution  No.  67-0075,  authorized  sending  the 
request  for  the  $98  Million  Bond  Issue  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  be  submitted  to  the  electorate  of  November  7,  1967. 
This  will  be  done  today,  said  Mr.  Carr.

Rerouting  of  No.  71  and  No.  72  Bus  Lines  (Haight-Ashbury  District) ; 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  forwarded  to  the  Commissioners,  copies  of  the  replie 
to  his  letter  directed  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department  and  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  relative  to  the 
proposed  rerouting  because  these  departments  of  City  government  are 
also  involved. 
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He  also  pointed  out  that  the  replies  from  both  the  Chief  Administra- 
tive Officer  and  the  Chief  of  Police  questioned  whether  the  delay 
outbound  justified  a  rerouting  to  Page  Street.     Also,  the  Police 
Department  recommended  the  inbound  change  as  an  interim  route,  to  be 
evaluated  over  a  period  of  time. 

Mr.  Carr  said  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  Vernon  w.  Anderson 
was  obtaining  additional  traffic  checks,  which  would  be  submitted 
in  writing  by  next  Tuesday,  with  recommendations.     By  that  time, 
the  Fire  Department's  comments  should  be  received,  he  said.

Anti-trust  Cases; 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  proposed  settlements  of  anti-trust  actions 
involving  aluminum  conductor  cable  and  water  pipe  would  be  on  the 
calendar  for  next  week's  meeting. 

****** 

Two-Way  Radio  Communication  -  Municipal  Railway  Vehicles; 

Mr.  Carr  reported  that  a  meeting  had  been  set  next  week  with  Leo  J. 
Cusick,  Director,  Urban  Transportation  Administration,  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  Washington,  D.C.,  on  the  application 
for  Federal  grant  in  connection  with  the  two-way  radios  for  Municipal 
Railway  vehicles.     He  requested  authorization  to  proceed  to  Washing- 
ton to  attend,  and  also  confer  with  Department  of  Transportation 
officials  on  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  matter.     The  Commission  un- 
animously approved  Mr.  Carr's  going  to  Washington,  D.C. 

On  the  subject  of  two-way  radio  communication  on  the  Municipal 
Railway  buses,  Commissioner  White  said  there  were  several  questions 
which  might  well  be  explored; 

A.  Whether  or  not  radios  as  such  actually  do  the  job  they  are 
supposed  to  do. 

B.  Has  consideration  been  given  to  other  apparatus,  such  as  a 
push  button  which  would  alert  Central  Control  to  the  fact 
the  bus  is  in  trouble.     This  might  actually  provide  the 
same  protection  as  the  two-way  radio. 

C.  Does  the  City,  when  the  radio  is  installed,  then  accept  the 
responsibility  for  answering  each  one  of  the  calls — in 
view  of  the  fact  the  Chief  of  Police  has  stated  he  would 
much  rather  have  a  "dry  run"  than  to  have  some  employee  of 
of  the  City  involved  in  a  dispute. 

D.  Does  Municipal  Railway  assume  responsibility  for  monitoring 
the  calls,  or  are  they  to  be  monitored  through  the  Police 
Department . 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  has  discussed  with  HUD  the  desire  to  explore  other 
equipment.     He  was  particularly  interested  in  investigating  an 
electronic  device  to  the  radio. 
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The  Commission  then  discussed  the  City's  liability  in  event  of 
injury  to  the  employee.     Mr.  Boxirne  said  in  California  where  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  laws  have  been  adopted,  City  would  have  non- 
responsibility  in  the  common  law  sense  of  tort  liability  of  an 
employer  to  an  employee.     He  said  the  only  way  he  could  see  for 
liability  in  common  law  sense  would  be  if  the  City  were  guilty  of 
misconduct — failure  to  supply  safe  premises  or  something  of  that 
nature .

Temporary  Downtown  Heliport; 

Mr.  Carr  reported  that  the  Mayor  has  signed  the  resolution  passed 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  concerning  public  policy  with  regard 
to  the  reassignment  of  Redevelopment  Area  lands  to  provide  parking 
space,  and  City  liability  to  the  Port  Authority  for  rental  income 
loss  due  to  operation  of  the  temporary  heliport. 

Commissioner  Stack  questioned  whether  there  would  be  any  delay  in 
the  construction  of  the  heliport  and  the  contract  for  operation 
by  SFO  Helicopters.     Mr.  Hansen  said  the  City  Attorney's  Office 
was  preparing  the  necessary  documents  and  he  could  see  no  problem. 
Mr.  Hansen  was  directed  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  preliminary  draft 
to  the  Commissioners.

Roll  Call; 

At  Commissioner  Goldman's  request,  Mr.  Anderson  gave  a  brief  report 
on  the  Municipal  Railway  operation  in  the  Haight-Ashbury  District  on 
weekends.     The  No.   71  and  No.  72  are  being  rerouted  outbound  via 
Page  and  inbound  via  Waller.     The  schedule  departrae:ot  has  prepared 
schedules  and  the  operators  are  now  signing  up  for  the  substitution 
of  motor  coach  for  trolley  coach  on  the  No.  7  line  on  Saturdays, 
via  Page  and  Waller  Streets,  authorized  by  the  Commission.  The 
Summer  schedules  go  into  effect  June  18,  he  said. 

The  Commission  then  discussed  placing  additional  inspectors  at 
strategic  points  such  as  Knight  Street  and  Masonic  Avenue,  and 
Frederick  Street  and  St any an  Street  to  help  in  preventing  transit 
delays  due  to  congestion.

This  memorandum  to  your  honorable  Board  is  offered  herewith 
to  supplement  formal  documents  submitted  today  requesting  a  position 
on  the  November  7,  1967,  ballot  for  a  $98  million  bond  issue  for 
necessary  improvements  and  additions  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport.     It  is  further  intended  to  demonstrate  the  grave  need  for  this 
expansion  program,  and  to  show  that  it  can  be  met  without  adding  to 
the  ad  valorem  tax  burden  of  the  people  of  this  City. 

Mr.  Nathan  B.  Cooper,  City  Controller,  who  has  worked  closely 
with  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  its  staff  in  the  development 
of  the  bond  program,  states  that  redemption  costs  can  be  met  comfort- 
ably by  revenues  from  operations  at  the  rapidly  growing  San  Francisco 
International  Airport. 

The  best  financing  method: 

In  accordance  with  Public  Utilities  Commission  instructions, 
four  methods  for  financing  Airport  needs  were  examined  and  discussed 
extensively  with  Mr.  Cooper;  and  it  was  conclusively  determined  that 
general  obligation  bond  financing  is  advisable  and  appropriate.  Alter- 
nate methods  examined  were: 

A.     REVENUE  BONDS 

.  Greater  cost  cannot  be  justified.    Total  interest  cost  two 
to  three  times  higher  than  for  general  obligation  bonds — 
4  1/4  to  4  1/2  per  cent  compared  with  approximately  4  per 
cent  for  general  obligation  bonds. 


MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  HETCH    HETCHY   PROJECT  INTERNATIONAL  AIRPORT         WATER  DEPARTMENT 
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.  Revenue  bonds  would  require  a  seriously  prolonged  debt  per- 
iod of  30  to  35  years,  and  payments  would  take  priority 
over  all  other  Airport  financing  obligations,  including 
operating  costs.  General  obligation  bonds  will  require 
a  debt  period  of  only  15  years;  and  again  it  should  be 
emphasized  that  this  repayment  can  be  accomplished  from 
from  Airport  revenues — without  resort  to  ad  valorem  tax 
support . 

.  Subsequent  additions  and  improvements  that  will  surely  be 
dictated  by  the  fast  moving  and  progressive  technology  of 
commercial  aviation  would  be  in  a  position  of  complete 
subservience  to  prior  revenue  bond  programs, 

B.  FULL  SCALE  NON-PROFIT  FINANCING 

.  Use  of  the  non-profit  technique  singly  and  in  connection 
with  general  obligation  bonds  was  ruled  out  because  of 
legal  and  other  problems. 

C.  COMBINATION  NON-PROFIT  AND  GENERAL  OBLIGATION  BONDS 

.  See  "B",  above. 

D.  FULL  SCALE  GENERAL  OBLIGATION  BOND  FINANCING 

•  Mr.  Cooper  stated  without  reservation  that  this  method  is 
the  only  alternative  he  would  recommend  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

.  Permits  the  flexibility  in  construction  that  is  vitally 
needed  in  order  that  the  Airport  can  meet  the  needs  com- 
mercial aviation  is  imposing. 

.  General  obligation  bond  financing  has  the  confidence  of 
the  people  of  San  Francisco,  and  has  been  historically 
successful,  particularly  when  the  people  were  dealing 
with  a  revenue  producing  utility — like  the  Airport — that 
can  pay  off  its  bond  costs  without  turning  to  pocket 
books  of  taxpayers. 

Necessity  of  program  has  independent  corroboration; 

An  extensive  independent  study  by  the  Air  Transport 
Association  not  only  substantiates  in  great  detail  our  own  projection? 
for  the  Airport,  but  lends  even  more  urgency  to  the  program  of  improve 
ments . 
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For  example,  Airport  General  Manager,  George  F.  Hansen, 
who  drafted  the  $98  million  bond  expansion  program,  predicts  that 
San  Francisco  International  Airport,  now  operating  at  an  approximate 
12,000,000  per  year  passenger  rate,  will  reach  the  20,000,000  mark 
about  the  end  of  1972. 

But  the  Air  Transport  Association,  describing  "a  period 
of  unprecedented  growth  at  San  Francisco",  indicates  that  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  might  reach  the  20,000,000  mark 
by  1970. 

Even  more  dramatic  is  the  rapid  development  and  growth  of 
air  cargo  volume.     Mr.  Hansen  reports  that  in  1960  a  total  of  57,000 
tons  of  cargo  moved  in  and  out  of  the  Airport;  and  by  1965  this  volume 
had  grown  to  an  incredible  175,000  tons — a  threefold  increase.  Mr. 
Hansen  predicts  that  by  1970  the  1965  figure  will  triple  at  least. 

Many  people  assume  that  the  commodities  most  attracted  to 
movement  by  air  are  perishables  such  as  fresh  fruits,  vegetables, 
berries,  and  cut  flowers — seasonal  items  such  as  fashions  and  wearing 
apparel ....  and  merchandise  such  as  jewelry,  drug  supplies,  and  emer- 
gency replacements. 

These  items  do,  in  fact,  move  in  substantial  volume. 

But  a  walk  through  our  cargo  buildings  is  an  amazing  ex- 
perience— seeing  the  type  of  daily  shipments.     They  include  machinery 
parts  and  equipment,  auto  parts  and  accessories,  printed  material, 
electrical  products,  hardware,  and  metal  products  of  all  kinds. 

And  we  realize  that  we  have  merely  scratched  the  surface 
in  cargo  handling,  what  with  technological  advances  in  handling  systems 
and  the  consequent  reduction  in  cargo  rates. 

Economic  position  in  the  City  and  the  regions 

San  Francisco  International  Airport  is  a  controlling  factor 
in  the  economy  of  San  Francisco,  and  its  service  to  the  region  main- 
tains this  City's  posture  as  the  hub  city. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  means  more  than  a  million  dollars  a  day  to  San  Francisco's 
economy.     Its  financial  virility  shows  up  in  the  solvency  of  con- 
struction and  crafts  workers,  taxi  drivers,  landlords,  beauty  oper- 
ators, waiters — as  well  as  in  San  Francisco's  large  and  small  bus- 
inesses. 
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San  Francisco  International  Airport  is  the  primary  airport 
for  Northern  California,  which  some  people  consider  a  land  of  small 
towns,  ranches,  forests,  and  mountains.     This  is  true.     But  take  a 
banker's  view  of  Northern  California. 

It  contains  45  of  California's  58  counties  and  53  per  cent 
of  the  State's  land  area.     It  has  a  population  of  nearly  7,500,000 
people — more  than  44  individual  states  in  the  Union,  including  states 
like  Mew  Jersey,  Massachusetts,  Florida,  and  Minnesota. 

And  San  Francisco  International  Airport  also  serves  Southern 
Oregon,  Western  Nevada,  and,  to  some  extent,  Arizona. 

Regional  system  of  airports  study; 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  already  taken  action  to  enable 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  to  participate  with  the  Port  of 
Oakland  and  the  City  of  San  Jose  in  a  study  of  the  future  use  pos- 
sibilities of  the  three  participating  airports  in  a  system  of  regional 
airports . 

This  study  is  underway. 

Conclusive  proposals  for  implementation  of  such  a  study 
will  definitely  recognize  San  Francisco's  significant  position  in 
airline  operations  for  many  years  to  come;  and  these  proposals  could 
not  be  effectuated  for  10  or  15  years. 

San  Francisco  International  Airport  and  the  economic  health 
of  the  City  it  serves  cannot  stand  still  that  long;  because  there  is 
no  status  quo  in  commercial  aviation. 

Basic  plan  and  design : 

Members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  its  staff 
recently  completed  an  inspection  tour  of  some  of  the  nation's  major 
airports,  a  trip  built  around  two  principal  objectives. 

The  Commission  was  desirous  of  testing  the  basic  design 
pattern  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  and  it  intends  to 
make  it  the  world's  most  beautiful  airport. 

Although  observations  and  discussions  will  make  some  refine- 
ments possible,  we  have  concluded  that  San  Francisco  International 
has  set  what  is  now  the  accepted  pattern  for  design. 
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San  Francisco's  basic  concept  of  compactness  has  given  the 
City  one  of  the  most  functional  airports  in  the  world    and  we  are 
fortunate  that  we  have  not  fallen  into  the  trap  of  spreading  our 
Airport  over  miles  and  miles.     The  new  main  terminal  at  the  Fort 
Worth-Dallas  Airport,  by  contrast,  will  be  about  two  miles  long,  with 
small  rapid  transit  facilities  designed  into  it. 

During  the  tour  we  interviewed  many  of  the  nation's  leading 
architectural  and  engineering  firms,  and  these  interviews  are  con- 
tinuing. 

When  we  select  the  engineering  and  architectural  consultants 
who  will  implement  our  bond  program,  it  will  be  with  confidence  that 
the  finished  product  will  be  beautiful,  that  we  will  have  an  Airport 
world  travelers  will  remember  for  its  architectural  excellence. 

The  Commission  and  its  staff  have  made  it  clear  that  the 
esthetic  and  design  effort  that  goes  into  the  project  will  be  subject- 
ed to  public  scrutiny  from  time  to  time  with  a  view  toward  capitaliz- 
ing still  more  from  constructive  comment. 

The  bond  program; 

A.  Passenger  facilities  -  $33,200,000 

.  Including  new  North  Terminal,  North  Satellite,  South 
Satellite,  and  modification  of  existing  piers  and  other 
passenger  facilities — all  to  be  prepared  to  accommodate  the 
Boeing  747  500-passenger  type  aircraft  that  will  go  into 
service  in  late  1969  or  early  1970  and  the  supersonic  air- 
craft expected  in  the  mid-1970 's. 

.  Supplementary  auto  parking  and  auto  rental  operational 
facilities . 

B.  Garage  expansion  -  $22,200,000 

.  Two-stage  expansion  of  existing  2700-space  garage  to  8000 
spaces,  with  required  access  roads. 

C.  Cargo  facilities  -  $24,460,000 

.  Interim  and  permanent  air  cargo  facilities. 

D.  Roadways  -  $4,800,000 
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E.  Field  Improvements  and  Operational  Facilities  -  $4,720,000 

F.  Miscellaneous  Projects  -  $8,620,000 

.  Including  $500,000  for  a  permanent  downtown  heliport,  ex- 
panded industrial  and  sanitary  waste  facilities,  utility  % 
system  improvements,  and  maintenance  buildings.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  MAY  ACTIVITIES 
Traffic  Summary  (April) : 

Air  travelers  using  San  Francisco  International  Airport  during  the  month 
numbered  938,780.    This  was  6  per  cent  more  than  for  April  last  year  and  was 
the  lowest  percentage  gain  in  more  than  two  years,  with  the  exception  of  July  and 
August  last  year  when  several  trunklines  were  idled  in  a  labor  dispute. 

The  rate  of  increase  also  was  below  the  national  average  reported  at 
9.7  per  cent  and  is  attributed  to  a  diversion  of  travelers  who  formerly  used 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  to  Oakland  and  San  Jose.    This  has  been 
true  in  recent  months  after  non-stop  jet  service  between  San  Jose  and  Los  Angeles 
was  inaugurated.    Also  additional  flights  have  been  scheduled  for  the  California 
Corridor  from  Oakland. 

The  passenger  total  for  the  first  four  months  of  the  current  calendar 
reached  3 , 672, 757 ,  or  an  average  of  more  than  30,000  per  day.    For  the  correspond' 
ing  period  last  year,  the  daily  average  was  26,267. 

Shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  by  air  gained  21.5  per  cent  over  April  last  year  for 
a  total  of  16,702,189  pounds;  air  express  volume  was  up  1^.7  per  cent  to 
It 377, 15^  pounds,  and  the  air  freight  total  of  37,152,815  pounds  represented  a 
11.1  per  cent  increase.    The  cargo  increase,  with  the  exception  of  the  strike 
period  last  July  and  August  was  the  lowest  por<xenfr.age  gson  in  four  years. 
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April  aircraft  movements  -  landings  and  take-offs  -  numbered  2^,71^-.  Of 
these,  21,026  were  by  scheduled  air  carrier,  up  10.9  per  cent  over  a  year  ago; 
k2G  military  and  3*262  by  non-scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  or  locally-based 
private  and/or  corporate  aircraft. 

An  Air  Transport  Association  report  during  the  month  stated  that  nearly 
110,000,000  passengers  traveled  on  U.S.  airlines  during  1966,  a  gain  of  16  per  cent 
over  1965.    An  increase  in  air  cargo  volume  of  26  per  cent  also  was  reported. 

Traffic  totals  for  SFIA  in  1966  showed  a  16.3  per  cent  gain  in  passengers, 
and  25.1  per  cent  in  air  cargo. 

The  ATA  also  predicted  that  passenger  volume  would  double,  and  air  cargo 
poundage  triple  by  1970. 
Grand  Jury  Visit 

Fourteen  members  of  the  1967  Grand  Jury  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  visited  the  Airport  on  May  17 .    They  were  briefed  by  staff  members  on 
business  and  operational  procedures  and  proposals  for  Airport  expansion  and 
development  under  the  Master  Plan  explained.    Much  interest  by  the  grand  jurors 
was  indicated  by  questions  and  resulting  discussions. 
New  FAA  Regional  Chief 

Arvin  0.  Basnight,  new  director  of  the  Western  Region  of  the  Federal 
Aviation  Administration  succeeding  Joseph  Tippets  who  has  been  reassigned  to 
Washington  D.C.,  called  on  Airport  management  to  discuss  subjects  of  mutual  interest. 
Airport  Needs 

Air  carriers,  under  sponsorship  of  the  Air  Transport  Association,  met  with 
Airport  management  on  May  10th  to  present  their  views  on  future  Airport  needs. 
Major  airlines  serving  San  Francisco  participated  and  the  presentation,  ao  rciated 
to  SFIA  paralleled,  in  all  major  facets,  our  ovm.  proposals  as  -outlined  i»  our 
Master  Plan. 
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Sound  Abatement 

Tne  Airport  Sound  Abatement  Committee  held  its  annual  meeting  at  which 
officers  and  trustees  for  the  ensuing  year  were  elected.    Thomas  P.  White,  President 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  was  retained  as  trustee  representing  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
Visitors 

Kenneth  Knowles,  Assistant  to  the  Director  of  Aviation,  and  Bob  Jacob,  Deputy 
Comptroller  of  the  New  York  Port  Authority,  met  with  the  Airport  General  Manager 
on  May  15  for  discussion  of  mutual  problems. 

Full  Airport  courtesies  were  extended  to  the  Vice  President  of  the  Nationalist 
Republic  of  China  and  his  party,  to  the  Crown  Prince  and  Princess  of  Japan,  and  to 
the  French  Ambassador  to  the  United  States  on  their  arrivals  and  subsequent 
departures.

American  Airlines  held  ceremonies  to  commemorate  their  inauguration  of 
one-plane  service  to  Toronto,  Canada. 
Boy  Scout  Jamboree 

Airport  Management  has  pledged  complete  cooperation  to  Bay  Area  Boy  Scout 
officials  in  assisting  Boy  Scouts  from  foreign  nations  enroute  to  the  World  Scout 
Jamboree  to  be  held  in  Idaho  in  August. 
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40th  Anniversary 

Today  ends  the  40th  year  of  operation  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport . 

From  a  1,700-foot  graded  dirt  landing  strip  and  a  frame  farmhouse-type 
structure  on  155  acres  of  leased  pasture  lands  to  one  of  the  world's  great  aviation 
centers  -  that,  in  brief,  is  the  success  story  history  of  San  Francisco 
International  Airport . 

Although  dedicated  as  Mills  Field  on  May  7,  1927,  operations  did  not  start 
until  a  month  later.    The  frame  farmhouse -type  structure  consisted  of  2,950  square 
feet  and  housed  all  aviation  related  activities.    Three  hangars  were  constructed 
in  the  first  year. 

During  the  first  year  of  operations,  there  were  10,6l4  aircraft  landings  and 
take-offs  and  a  passenger  total  of  16,820.    Revenues  amounted  to  $4,937«H*  There 
were  16  employees  including:    airport  superintendent;  assistant  airport 
superintendent;  two  meteorologists;  a  policeman;  a  fire  marshal;  an  aircraft 
inspector;  seven  aircraft  mechanics;  one  gardner,  and  a  flight  surgeon  (part  time). 

Highlights  of  the  first  year  included  a  visit  by  Col.  Charles  A.  Lindbergh 
who  landed  his  "Spirit  of  St.  Louis"  at  the  field,  and  the  beginning  of  scheduled 
service  by  Western  Air  Express,  West  Coast  Air  Express,  and  Maddux  Air  Lines. 

A  decade  later,  at  the  end  of  Fiscal  1936-37,  the  year's  passenger  total 
was  almost  60,000,  air  mail  shipments  were  approaching  the  million-pound  mark, 
and  air  express  almost  500,000  pounds .     Construction  during  the  year  came  to 
$1,253, 657-80,  including  a  new  Administration  Building  considered  then  as  the  most 
modern  and  efficient  in  the  nation.     Income  of  $33,679*81  and  179,342.85  in 
operating  and  debt  service  costs  were  recorded.     Airport  Department  omployees 
numbered  21. 
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Worthy  of  particular  note  is  the  following  excerpt  from  the  Fiscal  1936-37 
Annual  Report: 

"The  giant  airliners  frequenting  San  Francisco  Airport  daily  are  priced  at 
some  -$110,000."    That  figure  is  less  than  half  the  cost  of  one  engine  used  in 
today's  600-mile-an-hour  jetliners. 

Also  the  report  showed  United  Air  Lines  with  a  total  of  20  employees  at  the 
Airport . 

"The  San  Francisco  Airport  -  with  all  phases  of  its  activity  increasing 
almost  daily  -  is  one  of  the  nation's  most  progressive  airports."    That  was  the 
lead  statement  of  the  1946-47  Airport  Department  report. 

Other  highlights  at  the  end  of  the  second  decade  of  operations  included: 
980,000  passengers;  air  express,  5 1698, 000  pounds;  revenues,  $362,242  and 
expenditures,  11,269,367;  total  employments  on  Airport,  5,800  with  annual  payroll 
of  ^19,000,000;  five  scheduled  passenger  airlines  and  tv/o  all  cargo  carriers. 

Skipping  another  10  years  to  Fiscal  1956-57    we  find:    SFIA  the  fifth 
ranking  commercial  air  hub  in  the  world;  13  scheduled  airlines;  passenger  total 
3,680,000;  combined  air  mail,  express  and  freight  shipments,  124,897,199  pounds; 
3,722-acre  airfield  to  be  expanded  to  4,487  acres;  revenue  total,  S3, 335, ^58  and 
expenditures  of  4*4 , 399 , 185 ;  first  jetliner,  a  French  Caravelle,  comes  to  airport; 
number  of  Airport  Department  employees,  1?0;  total  employments  on  Airport,  12,800 
with  gross  annual  payroll  of  ^70,000,000. 

And  updating  our  story  to  the  present  this  is  the  picture,  although  final 
figures  will  not  be  available  for  another  month  or  so:    11,200,000  air 
passengers;  475,000,000  pounds  air  freight;  17,000,000  pounds  air  express; 
160,000,000  pounds  mail;  revenues  of  >i>l4, 850,000  and  expenditures,  $14,725,000 
including  $3, 200,000  debt  service  coots  and  $5,400,000  in  capital  improvements  and 
replacements. 
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Fiscal  1966-67  was  the  10th  consecutive  year  that  the  Airport  has  been 
self-supporting.    For  the  first  30  years,  assistance  from  the  City's  general  fund 
was  required  for  a  total  of  more  than  ^25,000,000  during  the  three  decades. 

Currently,  all  revenues  in  excess  of  amounts  required  for  operation  and  debt 
service  costs  are  utilised  for  improvements  and  betterments  in  the  never-ending 
race  to  keep  pace  with  requirements  of  the  airline  industry. 

Industry  forecasts  as  related  to  SFIA  indicate  an  air  passenger  volume  of 
20.000,000  a  year  and  an  air  cargo  total  in  excess  of  1,200,000,000  pounds  by  1972 

These  forecasts,  together  with  the  advent  of  new  and  bigger  jetliners  offer 
new  and  much  greater  challenges.     To  meet  these,  a  #98,000,000  Airport  bond  issue 
is  proposed  to  finance  the  expansion  and  development  as  outlined  in  the  Airport 
Master  Plan.

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As  first  order  of  business,  the  Commission  took  up  the  matter  of 
rerouting  of  Municipal  Railway  Lines  No.  71  and  No.  72  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Haight-Ashbury  District,  which  had  been  taken  under  submission 
by  the  Commission  following  the  public  hearing  held  May  31,  1967. 

The  Commission  asked  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  for 
his  recommendation. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that,  as  stated  in  his  memorandum  forwarded  to  the 
Commissioners  during  the  past  week,  he  was  recommending  that  the 
traffic  inbound  (eastward)  via  Lines  No.  71  and  No.  72  be  rerouted 
between  Stanyan  Street  and  Masonic  Avenue  every  day  of  operation. 
He  was  further  recommending  that  traffic  outbound  (westward)  conform 
to  the  present  route  and  remain  on  Haight  Street — with  the  under- 
standing that  if  conditions  warrant,  under  emergency  powers,  the 
General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  will  reroute  the  outbound 
coaches  via  Page  Street. 

He  said  this  recommendation  was  made  in  view  of  the  latest  infor- 
mation on  traffic  delays  supplied  by  the  General  Manager  of  the 
Municipal  Railway  and  in  recognition  of  the  views  of  other  City 
departments  involved. 

Following  the  public  hearing,  Mr.  Carr  said  he  directed  letters  to 
the  Chief  of  Police,  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  Chief  Admin- 
istrative Officer.     All  three  departments  were  in  agreement  that 
inbound  bus  operations  were  being  seriously  hampered,  and  should 
be  rerouted,  but  they  were  of  the  opinion  there  was  insufficient 
reason  to  reroute  the  outbound  traffic  (westward)  at  this  time,  Mr. 
Carr  said. 

Vernon  W.  Anderson,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  through  the 
use  of  charts  and  graphs,  then  explained  the  delays  to  the  No.  71 
and  No.  72  lines  on  Haight  Street  during  weekdays.     They  averaged 
five  to  seven  minutes  inbound  during  the  afternoon  and  evening  hours-- 
where  there  is  only  one  traffic  lane.    Outbound,  where  there  are  two 
traffic  lanes,  the  No.  71  and  No.  72  lines  run  pretty  much  on 
schedule,  he  said.     The  delay  outbound  averages  about  one  minute 
during  the  weekdays. 

James  J.  Finn,  Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager,  Administrative 
then  read  the  resolution  proposed  by  Mr.  Carr,  which  would  take  the 
inbound  coaches  off  and  leave  the  outbound  coaches  on  Haight  Street. 

For  disucssion  purposes  only,  Commissioner  Goldman  moved  adoption 
and  Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded. 

Marguerite  A.  Warren,  Sunset  Improvement  Club  representative,  said 
that  a  majority  of  her  organization  voted  for  the  original  issue, 
which  they  understood  to  be  the  rerouting  off  Haight  Street  of  the  Nc 
71  and  No.  72  lines  in  both  directions.     This  was  the  only  matter, 
therefore,  that  she  could  discuss.     She  said  they  were  anxious  to 
take  this  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  the  Sunset  Improvement 
Club  had  additional  evidence  which  would  warrant  the  removal  of 
buses  off  Haight  Street  but  which  has  no  place  for  hearing  before 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission.     Miss  Warren  stated  the  present 
recommendation  by  Mr.  Carr  meant  they  could  not  get  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  act  on  the  additional  information  which  would  strenght- 
en  their  argument  for  the  removal  of  the  buses  outbound  as  well, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  can  only  act  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion as  presented  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  cannot  add 
to  it  or  change  it  in  any  way. 
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Commissioner  White  said  the  evidence  to  which  Miss  Warren  alluded 
was  not  regular  occurrence,  but  only  sporadic  and  could  occur  on 
Page  Street  just  as  well  as  Haight  Street  and  was  something  not 
within  the  Commission's  jurisdiction.     The  Commission's  decision 
must  be  related  to  facts  as  they  pertain  to  transportation  in  general* 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  staff  had  a  list  of  the  members  of  the 
Sunset  Improvement  Club.     Commissioner  White  said  no. 

Miss  Warren  said  the  Club  had  been  in  operation  in  San  Francisco 
over  50  years;  it  is  a  registered  organization  in  the  State  of 
California,  the  membership  is  quite  large  and  the  area  represented 
is  quite  large. 

Commissioner  Stack  clarified  again  with  the  Public  Utilities  Counsel 
what  constituted  an  abandonment  and  thus  required  a  public  hearing 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

He  was  further  advised  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  can  either  veto 
by  a  nine  to  two  vote,  or  pass  the  recommendation  made  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  and  that  any  facts  developed  before  the  Com- 
mission must  be  related  only  to  routing  of  the  buses  and  not  matters 
under  the  police  power. 

Mr.  Bourne  advised  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  regard  to 
routing  and  transportation  aspects,  is  powerless  to  do  anything  but 
vote  for  or  against  the  recommendation  of  this  Commission. 

With  regard  to  police  powers — which  is  something  other  than  the 
abandonment  or  discontinuance  of  transit  lines — the  Board  is  free 
to  adopt  legislation  which  can  cope  with  whatever  problems  are 
brought  before  them.     If  it  were  deemed  by  them  in  the  execution 
of  their  authority,  they  might  very  well  adopt  legislation  which 
would  forbid  street  transportation  from  going  on  any  street  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  according  to  Mr.  Bourne. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  whether  Mr.  Carr  had  replies  from  the 
departments  from  the  Chief  of  Police  other  than  the  Traffic  Depart- 
ment, such  as  the  Vice  Squad  or  the  Narcotics  Squad.     Mr.  Carr  said 
the  Chief  of  Police  chose  the  Traffic  Department  to  respond  for  him. 

Commissioner  Stack  felt  the  Commission  might  be  acting  with  insuf- 
ficient information,  and  offered  amendment  to  the  resolution  to  read 
"inbound  and  outbound ,  daily,  all  hours  of  operation". 

This  amendment  died  for  lack  of  second. 

Commissioner  Goldman  called  for  the  question. 

On  roll  call,  all  voted  no,  except  Commissioner  Goldman,  who  voted  ay* 

Mrs.  Leonore  Fifer,  a  Sunset  District  resident,  then  addressed  the 
Commission.  She  said  that  following  the  public  hearing  on  May  31, 
1967,  she  left  the  meeting  satisfied.  She  did  not  like  the  change 
today  and  felt  the  people  of  the  Sunset  were  being  taken  advantage 
of. 

Commission  Goldman  pointed  out  there  was  no  decision  made  at  the 
time  of  the  hearing,  the  matter  was  turned  over  to  the  General 
Manager  to  make  a  recommendation. 
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Commissioner  Kelly  asked  Mr.  Anderson  several  questions  about  the 
amount  of  time  saved  outbound  by  routing  out  Page  instead  of  Haight 
Street  during  the  peak  passenger  hours  from  4:00  to  6; 00  p.m. 
Mr.  Anderson  said  it  should  be  about  the  same,  with  no  substantial 
change  in  running  time. 

Miss  Warren  said  she  conceded  that  certain  of  the  matters  alluded  to 
were  not  under  the  Public  Utilities  Commission's  jurisdiction,  but 
that  she  hoped  to  get  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  a  full  hearing. 

Commissioner  Stack  again  presented  his  amendment  to  the  resolution. 
He  said  in  order  not  to  delay  any  abandonment- — outbound  or  inbound — 
the  Commission  should  present  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  resolu- 
tion abandoning  service  both  outbound  and  inbound  on  Haight  Street 
and  then  at  a  public  hearing  all  of  the  factors — as  well  as  traffic, 
efficient  transit  and  traffic  control — could  be  heard  by  the  eleven 
members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.     They  could  do  one  of  two  things: 
accept  or  reject. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded  as  a  matter  of  courtesy,  for  discussion 
purposes . 

The  Commission  questioned  Mr,  Bourne  further  and  he  advised  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  must  act  within  thirty  days,  during  which  period 
the  Commission  was  free  to  withdraw  its  recommendation. 

Commissioner  Stack  pointed  out  thirty  days  would  be  the  midst  of 
Summer,  the  Commission  had  spent  many  hours  on  this  matter,  the 
people  of  the  Sunset  District  were  entitled  to  a  forum  before  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  voice  their  views. 

Mr.  Carr  commented  that  his  recommendation  was  based  on  transit 
facts;  rerouting  outbound  it  could  possibly  be  longer  to  go  by  Page 
Street  than  Haight  Street.     There  is  no  logical  evidence  supporting 
the  change  at  the  moment,  there  are  no  complete  traffic  checks  at 
the  moment.     The  place  to  take  the  other  problems  up  is  before  the 
Police  Commission  not  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  he  said. 

On  roll  call,  the  Commission  approved  the  amendment  as  follows:

The  aluminum  cable  was  purchased  for  the  City's  Hetch  Hetchy  trans- 
mission line  and  amounted  to  $691,862. 

Reynolds  Metals  (Resolution  No.  67-0516)  offered  City  the  sum  of 
$73,866  and  Anaconda  Wire  and  Cable  (Resolution  No.  67-0517)  offered 
City  $2,500  in  settlement  of  this  litigation.     This  amounts  to  11% 
of  the  purchases  from  the  two  companies  and  includes  all  City's 
transactions  which  could  be  identified  as  to  the  manufacturer,  said 
Mr .  Bourne . 

The  water  pipe  anti-trust  action  for  the  recovery  of  overcharges 
on  purchase  of  water  and  sewer  pipe  was  filed  June  10,  1965.  This

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City  had  an  aggregate  of  over  four  million  dollars  of  purchases 
during  the  conspiracy  period,  1954  to  1962,  said  Mr.  Bourne. 
Commission  action  under  Resolution  No.  67-0518  (Memorandum  of 
Understanding  for  Settlement  between  All  Plaintiffs  and  Certain 
Defendants) ,  and  under  Resolution  No.  67-0519   (Memorandum  of 
Understanding  re  Distribution  of  Settlement  Funds  among  Plaintiffs) 
concerns  the  settlement  with  six  defendants — United  States  Steel 
Corporation  and  Kaiser  Steel  Corporation  be  the  main  ones.  City 
will  continue  litigation  against  those  defendants  not  contributing 
to  this  settlement — principally  American  Pipe  and  Construction 
Company,  Pipe  Linings  and  Southwest  Welding,  Mr.  Bourne  said. 

The  total  amount  of  the  offer  to  all  plaintiffs  is  $21,275,000 
to  be  paid  in  cash  with  the  exception  of  $2,687,500  to  be  paid 
in  seven-year  installment  notes  bearing  5%  interest.     The  formula 
worked  out  by  the  counsels  for  all  plaintiffs  produces  a  refund 
in  connection  with  City,  of  9%  on  $4,04  3,341  worth  of  sales  to 
the  City  by  the  settling  defendants,  and  will  amount  to  approx- 
imately $365,000  in  cash  and  promissory  notes.     In  addition,  City 
will  get  about  $10,000  in  costs.     Mr.  Bourne  said  City  spent 
about  $25,000  in  the  preparation  of  this  case,  so  the  net  would 
be  about  $350,000.     70%  of  the  recovery  is  attributable  to  Hetch 
Hetchy,  29%  will  be  Water  Department,  and  slightly  less  than  2% 
for  the  Airport  Department,  he  said. 

Mr.  Bourne  pointed  out  there  has  to  be  unanimous  approval  of  the 
settlement  by  plaintiffs  before  it  can  be  submitted  to  the  court 
for  final  approval. 

The  Commission  commended  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  Mr.  Bourne, 
and  in  particular  Deputy  City  Attorney  Robert  M.  Desky  for  the 
fine  work  done  in  these  anti-trust  litigations,  and  expressed  deep 
appreciation  for  their  very  zealous  efforts  in  City's  behalf. 

Commissioner  White  said  he  had  requested  Mr.  Bourne  to  furnish 
the  Commission  an  itemization  of  those  amounts  recovered  since 
City  has  engaged  in  these  anti-trust  actions.     He  said  further  that 
within  the  next  couple  of  meetings  he  would  like  to  have  arranged, 
a  public  demonstration  of  the  Commission's  appreciation  for  the 
fine  efforts  made  by  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  so  that  these 
facts  can  be  made  known  to  the  entire  City — the  fact  that  the  City 
Attorney's  Office  has  acted  as  watch  dog  for  the  taxpayers  in 
respect  to  this  and  other  cases.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 

San  Francisco  International  Airport  Traffic  Study; 

Mr.  Carr  stated,  in  line  with  his  memorandum  previously  forwarded 
to  the  Commissioners  outlining  the  importance  and  need  for  an  up- 
to-date  vehicular  traffic  study  of  the  Airport?  he  was  recommending 
that  the  Commission  approve  entering  into  a  professional  services 
agreement  with  Wilbur  Smith  and  Associates  to  provide  a  compre- 
hensive study  of  ground  transportation  and  future  circulation  needs 
at  San  Francisco  International  Airport.     The  fee  not  to  exceed, 
without  further  authorization,  $25,000. 

Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen,  and  his  staff,  and  the 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  General  Manager  Oral  L.  Moore,  were 
meeting  with  the  State  Highway  officials  concerning  the  future 
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width  and  location  of  the  Bayshore  Freeway  opposite  the  Airport, 
and  this  information  will  be  helpful  in  the  planning  for  the 
development  of  new  and  expanded  facilities  within  the  terminal 
area,  Mr,  Carr  said. 

In  this  regard,  Commissioner  Stack  said  the  State  Highway 

Department's  interest  in  relocating  the  Bayshore  Freeway  west 

of  the  Airport  could  be  a  long  time  coming,  but  that  the  passengers 

are  constantly  increasing.     He  pointed  out  Los  Angeles'  costs 

in  acquiring  land  for  expansion  of  its  International  Airport. 

The  cost  for  expansion  of  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport, 

with  its  65  to  70  acres  west  of  Bayshore,  would  be  far  less  than 

Los  Angeles'  cost  provided  the  Bayshore  was  moved. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
to  prepare  an  appropriate  resolution  for  the  Commission  to  act 
upon  to  bring  this  study  about,  and  to  petition  City's  representa- 
tives in  Sacramento  to  request  the  State  Highway  Commission  and 
the  Governor  to  accelerate  the  highway  construction  of  those  routes 
serving  the  Airport. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  directive  should  also  include  the  possibility 
of  temporary  overpass  for  United  Air  Lines'  employees  at  the 
location  of  the  crossing  of  Interstate  Highway  186  regardless 
of  when  it  is  built.    There  should  also  be  a  crossing  opposite 
Trans  World  Airlines  which  will  not  connect  with  Bayshore  at  all 
and  will  connect  with  El  Camino  Real?  and  also  a  direct  exchange 
coming  out  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport  directly  to 
El  Camino  Real  in  Millbrae.     Mr.  Carr  said  the  study  will  be 
broad,  encompassing  the  total  transportation  complex,  without 
as  well  as  within  the  Airport.     The  biggest  problem,  he  said, 
is  the  north  end. 

Commissioner  Stack  moved  for  adoption  of  a  resolution  to  execute 
a  contract  with  Wilbur  Smith  &  Associates  for  this  traffic  study, 
Commissioner  Kelly  seconded. 

Resolution  No.  67-0521  was  unanimously  adopted.

--(Haight-Ashbury  District) 

This  report  is  submitted  as  requested  and  pertains  specifically  to  delays 
to  transit  passengers  on  Lines  71-72  and  the  related  rerouting  of  these 
lines  through  the  Haight-Ashbury  District. 

A  Drimary  recommendation  is  that  Haight  Street  continue  to  be  considered 
the  principal  transit  street  in  the  area  and  that  any  interim  rerouting  be 
regarded  as  a  temporary  measure,  with  the  objective  of  returning  to  Haight 
Street  as  soon  as  normal  traffic  conditions  are  restored. 

Traffic  congestion  on  Haight  Street  has  greatly  increased  since  the  first  of 
the  year.  The  major  cause  is  motorists  driving  slowly  to  observe  the  attire 
and  appearance  of  the  "new  residents"  who  have  moved  into  the  area. 

Effective  April  1,  1967,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  authorized  the  re- 
routing of  Lines  71-72  on  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  holidays,  as  the  most 
serious  congestion  occurs  on  those  days. 

On  weekdays  at  the  present  tine  coaches  operating  eastbound  on  Haight  Street 
are  being  seriously  delayed  between  Stanyan  and  Masonic. 

The  scheduled  inbound  running  time  from  Stanyan  fT  Waller  to  Fillmore  £ 
Haight  in  the  afternoon  period  is  6.5  minutes.     Recent  weekday  checks  show 
that  the  actual  time  required  between  4:00  and  6:00  p.m.  averages  11  min- 
utes.    This  is  4-1/2  minutes  over  scheduled  running  time,  or  a  69%  increase. 
On  a  recent  Friday  evening  some  coaches  required  as  much  as  14  minutes  over 
basic  running  time  or  an  increase  of  about  200%. 

During  the  Easter  school  vacation  period  in  the  latter  part  of  March  the 
traffic  congestion  on  Haight  Street  in  the  Haight-Ashbury  District  was  so 
severe  that  there  was  major  disruption  to  schedules  and  service  on  week- 
days.    It  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  a  recurrence  of  this  condition 
during  the  summer  school  vacation  period  when  a  further  influx  of  "hippies" 
is  predicted.     It  is  also  expected  that  there  will  be  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  tourists  from  other  cities  and  states  driving  through  the  area.

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While  the  current  actual  outbound  running  time  from  Fillmore  to  Stanyan 
between  4:00  and  6:00  p.m.  on  weekdays  is  only  1  minute  over  that  scheduled, 
this  does  not  represent  conditions  which  can  reasonably  be  anticipated  dur- 
ing the  coming  school  vacation  period.     In  consideration  of  that  factor  it 
would  be  prudent  to  obtain  authorization  at  this  time  to  utilize  Page  Street 
outbound  instead  of  Haight  Street  for  Lines  71-72  on  weekdays  as  well  as  on 
weekends.    Saturday  experience  also  confirms  that  coaches  operating  on  Page 
use  3-1/2  minutes  less  than  those  using  Haight--and  this  is  prior  to  the 
summer  school  vacation  period. 

Recent  weekday,  Saturday,  and  Sunday  running  time  data  for  Lines  71-72  in 
the  Haight -Ashbury  sector  is  shown  on  a  statement  which  is  attached. 

RECOMMENDATION : 


It  is  recommended  that  Lines  71-72  be  rerouted  outbound  from  Haight  § 
Broderick  via  Broderick,  Page,  Shrader,  and  Frederick  to  Stanyan  £  Frederick; 
and  inbound,  from  Stanyan  §  Frederick  via  Frederick,  Cole,  Waller,  Masonic, 
and  Haight  to  Haight  f7  Masonic,  daily,  at  all  hours  of  operation.  This 
would  also  provide  a  uniform  routing  to  assist  patrons  in  knowing  where  to 
obtain  service.    The  proposed  route  is  as  closely  parallel  to  the  existing 
route  as  practicable  in  consideration  of  traffic  congestion.     Its  adoption 
is  deemed  essential  to  provide  adequate  service  for  patrons  who  reside  in 
the  area  served  by  Lines  71-72  west  of  Stanyan  Street,  including  the  Sunset 
and  Parkside  Districts.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Highlights 

During  the  month  of  May,  Moccasin,  Dion  R.  Holm,  and  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Powerhouses 
generated  lt5,020,000,  81,058,000,  and  56,183,000  kilowatt-hours  respectively,  or  a 
total  of  182,261,000  kilowatt -hours ,  having  a  value  in  excess  of  $980,000. 

This  month  saw  the  first  full  month's  commercial  operation  of  the  new  Robert  C. 
Kirkwood  Powerhouse.    Power  generated  in  the  new  plant  brought  an  additional  income 
of  approximately  $303,000  to  the  City. 

The  depth  and  water  content  of  the  snowpack  on  the  City's  mountain  watershed  is  the 
greatest  for  this  time  of  year  since  snow  surveys  were  started  15  years  ago. 
Snowmelt  has  been  slow  due  to  cool  weather  that  is  proving  to  be  most  beneficial  in 
the  prevention  of  flooding  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley.    Release  of  surplus  water  is 
being  made  from  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  in  amounts  that  are  within  the  capacity  of  the 
Tuolumne  River  channel,  to  minimize  later  spilling. 

Bids  will  be  received  by  the  Turlock  and  Modesto  Irrigation  Districts  on  June  22, 
1967  for  the  construction  of  the  main  features  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project. 
This  contract,  estimated  to  cost  about  $60,000,000,  will  cover  the  construction  of 
New  Don  Pedro  Dam,  supplemental  dikes,  access  roads,  spillway,  diversion  tunnel,

power  tunnel,  powerhouse  and  appurtenances.    The  City,  by  participation  in  the 
Project,  will  acquire  sufficient  storage  space,  on  an  exchange  basis,  to  meet 
anticipated  system  demand  for  domestic  water  until  about  the  year  2015, 

HETCH  HETCHY  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Powerhouse 

Work  on  the  powerhouse  has  been  completed,  except  for  adjustment  of  the  tailrace 
regulating  gate  and  powerhouse  bypass  equipment. 

Canyon  Penstock 

Work  on  the  penstock  has  been  completed  except  for  cleanup  and  some  minor  work  on 
the  lower  drain  systems. 

Canyon  Tunnel  Drain  Line 

The  Purchaser  of  Supplies  has  awarded  a  contract  to  Mitsui  &  Co.  (U.S.A.),  Inc.  for 
furnishing  an  18"  butterfly  guard  valve  for  the  Canyon  Tunnel  drain  line,  in  the 
amount  of  $1,696. 

Moccasin  Powerhouse  Replacement 

Excavation  for  the  powerhouse  and  lower  portion  of  the  penstock  continues.  Water 
lines  and  sanitary  sewers  are  being  relocated.    Contractor  commenced  pouring 
concrete  for  the  gantry  crane  overrun  structure. 

Repaying  Cherry  Valley  Access  Road 

Five  bids  were  received  on  May  18,  1967  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  387,  Repaving 
Cherry  Access  Road,  Cherry  River  Bridge  to  Cherry  Dam.  The  low  bid  of  $128,882  was 
submitted  by  the  George  Reed  Company  of  Sonora,  California.  High  bid  was  $183,915. 
Engineer1 s  estimate  was  $150,000.    Award  has  been  made  to  low  bidder.

Deflector  Walls  and  Access  Shaft  Housing  at  O'Shaughnessy  Dam 

Work  on  this  contract  is  completed  except  for  the  installation  of  the  domestic  water 
pump.    Delivery  of  the  pump  is  scheduled  for  the  middle  of  June. 

South  Fork  Crossing  Study 

Work  under  the  professional  services  agreement  with  Woodward,  Clyde,  Sherard  and 
Associates  is  about  hO  percent  complete.    Various  plans  of  protecting  the  Aqueduct 
at  this  location  are  being  studied. 

San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3  -  Connection  at  Qakdale  Portal 

Robert  W.  Hunt  Company  will  perform  shop  inspection  and  test  supervision  on  the  78" 
butterfly  valve  to  be  manufactured  by  Darling  Valve  &  Manufacturing  Company  at 
Williamsport ,  Pennsylvania,  under  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  391. 

San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3,  Section  A 

Section  A-l  -  Fabrication  of  concrete  pipe  continues. 

Section  A-2  -  Labor  dispute  between  the  boilermakers  and  the  Bituminous  Product 
Company  has  been  settled.    Wrapping  and  coating  of  steel  pipe  was  resumed  on  May  26, 
1967.    Excavation,  backfill  and  irrigation  pipe  relocation  work  continued  throughout 
the  month. 

Alterations  at  Tesla  Portal 

Bids  are  to  be  opened  on  June  22,  19&7,  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  386,  Altera- 
tions at  Tesla  Portal.    The  work  includes  the  raising  of  the  existing  overflow  shaft

Plans  and  specifications  for  Airport  Contract  No,  h669  Construction  of  Interim  Heli-

Francisco  and  San  Bruno  for  sewage  treatment. 

Performance  of  the  oxidation  ponds  in  treating  industrial  wastes  has  been  very  good. 
Data  on  the  analyses  of  the  ponds  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Regional  Water  Pollution 
Control  Board.    After  their  review  and  approval,  the  ponds  will  be  used  for  primary 
treatment  as  long  as  the  land  is  available. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  by  the  Board  on  the  new  water  control  policy  for  all  tidal 
waters  inland  from  the  Golden  Gate  and  within  the  San  Francisco  Bay  region.  Adoption 
of  this  policy  should  not  change  the  existing  regulations  at  the  Airport,  but  will 
give  the  Board  broader  control  of  beneficial  uses  of  the  Bay  in  determining 
regulations. 

Tenants'  construction  drawings  are  being  checked  for  proper  connections  to  the 
drainage  system.    Since  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  tenants'  discharges 
became  effective  March  1,  1967,  tenants'  consultants  are  making  more  effective

Each  plaintiff  will  also  covenant  not  to  execute  or 
attempt  to  execute  against  settling  defendants,   or  any  of 
them,   on  any  judgment  or  judgments  which  may  be  obtained  by 
plaintiffs,   or  any  of  them,   in  said  actions. 

Consummation  of  Settlement 

The  settlement  herein  referred  to  resulted  from  9£ 
discussions  between  counsel  for  plaintiffs  and  settling  ml 
defendants  in  proceedings  before  Honorable  Martin  Pence 
initiated  on  January  18,   1967,   and  concluded  on  May  5,  1957. 
Counsel  for  the  parties  hereto  each  agree  to  recommend,  ~in:'

*    Noticeable  decrease  in  passenger  traffic  in  April  19C7  as  compared  to 
April  1966,  is  due  to  rainy  weather.    Rain  was  recorded  on  nine  days  in 
1967  and  two  days  in  1966.

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REVENUES  AND  EXPENDITURES  : 

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  the  first  eleven  months  of  this  fiscal  year  was 
2.75%  more  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.    Total  revenues  for  the 
period  from  July  1,  1966.  through  May  31,  1967,  were  $1,041,116  more  than  budget 
estimates,  and  total  expenditures  during  the  same  period  were  approximately 
$340,228  less  than  budget  estimates. 


BUS  RADIO  INSTALLATION 

Electricians  of  the  Overhead  Line  Division  and  Muni  Maintenance  Department  in- 
stalled ten  radios  in  motor  coaches.    The  Department  of  Electricity  serviceman 
checked  out  the  radios,  and  they  are  now  operating  satisfactorily.    Service  calls 
will  be  handled  by  the  Department  of  Electricity. 

With  this  modest  start  in  bus  radio  communications,  the  record  indicates  a  35% 
reduction  in  incidents  involving  robbery,    theft,  assaults,  threats,  and  dis- 
turbances.   This  covers  a  three-week  period  before  the  installation  as  compared 
with  a  similar  period  after  the  installation. 

The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  has  initiated  a  "Community  Radio  Watch  Pro- 
gram."   Organizations  and  firms  having  2-way  radio  communications  are  asked  to 
cooperate  in  reporting  suspicious  acts  or  unusual  occurrences  to  their  radio 
dispatcher  for  relaying  to  the  Police  Department  in  an  endeavor  to  reduce  crim- 
inal activity. 


LINES  71-72  REROUTING 

Following  public  hearing  and  a  review  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  a 
resolution  was  adopted  toward  rerouting  motor  coach  Lines  71  and  72  in  the 
Kaight-Ashbury  District  because  of  conditions  prevailing  in  that  area,  including 
delay  to  transit  patrons  from  traffic  congestion  along  Haight  Street.  The 
designated  outbound  routing  is  via  Haight,  Broderick,  Page,  Shrader,  and  Fred- 
erick to  Stanyan--and  inbound  via  Frederick,  Cole,  Waller,  and  Masonic  to  Haight. 
In  accordance  with  advice  from  the  City  Attorney's  office  the  next  step  involves 
a  public  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  comply  with  City  Charter 
provisions . 


SCHEDULE  ADJUSTMENTS 

To  permit  more  flexibility  of  operation  motor  coaches  are  being  substituted  for 
trolley  coaches  on  Line  7  weekdays  and  Saturdays,  effective  June  18.    The  weekday 
substitution  is  for  the  summer  months  only  and  will  permit  the  supervisory  staff 
to  better  cope  with  delays  and  render  better  service  to  the  public.    The  Satur- 
day substitution  is  to  permit  rerouting  outbound  via  Page  and  inbound  via 
Waller,  as  authorized  by  the  Commission. 

The  new  schedules  eliminate  interlining  trips  between  Lines  6  and  8  on  weekends 
and  between  Lines  6  and  7  on  weekdays  to  permit  closer  adherence  to  schedules. 
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Line  No.  33  trolley  coaches  on  Sundays  have  required  as  much  as  25  minutes  to 
go  around  the  square  block  at  the  outer  terminal  in  the  vicinity  of  Haight  § 
Stanyan  because  of  traffic  congestion.    The  round-trip  time  was  lengthened  from 
40  minutes  to  48  minutes  and  then  to  60  minutes  in  an  endeavor  to  compensate 
for  the  delays.    Even  with  these  adjustments  severe  gaps  in  service  developed. 
Effective  June  11  an  additional  trolley  coach  was  scheduled  on  Line  33  on 
Sundays,  and  the  round-trip  time  further  lengthened  to  72  minutes. 

Weekday  traffic  congestion  on  Haight  Street  also  causes  delay  to  coaches  and 
passengers  on  Lines  7  and  43. 


SUMMER  SCHOOL 

Schedules  were  augmented  on  lines  serving  Washington,  Lincoln,  Balboa,  and 
Galileo  High  Schools  to  provide  transportation  for  students  attending  summer 
school  sessions. 


CABLE  CAR  BARN  IMPROVEMENTS 

A  floodlight  was  installed  to  illuminate  the  cable  car  barn  sign  located  on  the 
stack  structure  at  the  exit  to  the  upper  yard.  The  sign  is  now  clearly  visible 
at  night  approaching  in  an  easterly  direction  on  Washington  Street. 

The  cable  winder  machinery  and  tension  carriage  sheaves  in  the  cable  machinery 
plant  have  been  completely  repainted. 

CABLE  CAR  T RACK - - CA L I FQRN I A  STREET 

The  inside  rail  on  the  outbound  cable  car  track  between  Drumm  and  Davis  has 
shifted  slightly.    The  cause  may  be  related  to  an  adjacent  building  construction 
project.    The  net  result  was  a  narrowing  of  the  track  gauge,  causing  the  flange 
of  the  cable  car  wheels  to  ride  the  top  of  the  rail.    Some  derailments  have 
occurred,  resulting  in  delay. 

On  the  night  of  June  13  the  Track  Department  installed  two  new  rails  in  the 
critical  area,  and  this  has  resulted  in  a  considerable  improvement. 

Additionally,  the  Track  Department  has  been  working  on  a  project  of  extensive 
welding  and  reinforcement  of  yokes  and  tieing  the  inside  yoke  structures  of  the 
inbound  and  outbound  rails  together  with  connecting  bars.    This  work  has  been 
in  progress  for  several  weeks  and  is  continuing. 


NEW  HYDE  CABLE 

A  new  Hyde  line  cable  was  installed  to  replace  an  existing  cable  which  had  been 
in  service  for  122  days  and  was  completely  worn  out.    The  normal  life  for  a 
Hyde  cable  is  120  days. 
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Excessive  accumulation  of  water  due  to  leakage  in  one  of  the  tanks  at  the  Ocean 
Avenue  Bus  Yard  required  excavation  by  the  Municipal  Railway  forces  of  the  area 
above  the  tank  and  an  inspection  within  the  tank.    Due  to  the  heavy  demand  for 
fuel  at  this  bus  yard  it  was  necessary  to  take  emergency  measures  to  save  the 
tank.    A  contract  was  let  to  the  D.  I.  Chadbourne  Company  to  reline  the  inside 
of  this  tank  with  a  glass  armor  epoxy  resin  material.    This  work  will  be  done 
for  the  sum  of  $1,175  and  will  be  guaranteed  both  as  to  material  and  workman- 
ship for  a  period  of  ten  years . 


KIRK LAND  YARD  PROJECT 

A  serious  condition  existed  in  the  Kirkland  Bus  Yard  in  the  vicinity  of  the  re- 
fueling island  because  of  a  broken  concrete  slab  which  was  rocking  and  collect- 
ing excessive  moisture  under  the  slab.    The  crews  of  the  Track  Division  demol- 
ished the  slab  and  excavated  the  area  covering  approximately  50'  long  by  20' 
wide  and  one  foot  deep.    A  4"  layer  of  new  crushed  rock  was  installed  as  a  base, 
and  a  new  8"  concrete  reinforced  slab  was  installed  over  this  rock  base.    A  new 
type  drain  sump  was  installed,  together  with  a  steel  bar  grating  over  this  sump 
area.    This  sump  is  located  at  the  fueling  point  to  prevent  excessive  spillage 
of  diesel  fuel  on  the  surface  of  the  concrete. 


POWELL  CABLE  CAR  5 20 --STREETCAR  FLOORING  PROJECTS 

Powell  cable  car  520  was  transported  to  Elkton  Shops  for  repairs  to  the  roof 
and  rear  platform.    Preliminary  work  revealed  extensive  dry  rot  and  rust  through 
out.    This  necessitated  a  major  repair  project  as  illustrated  by  the  photograph 
submitted  herewith. 

Also,  as  a  part  of  the  deferred  maintenance  program,  major  repair  work  is  being 
done  to  replace  streetcar  floors.  This  is  illustrated  by  a  photograph  which  is 
attached. 

While  not  shown  in  picture  form,  the  Maintenance  Department,  is  also  doing  major 
repair  work  to  streetcar  roofs  necessitated  by  rust  and  corrosion. 


MUNI  MAN  OF  THE  MONTH 

Onerator  George  Pechi  na ,  Cap  1618,  became  the  191st  Muni  Man  of  the  Month  at 
ceremonies  conducted  at  Potrero  Division  on  May  25,  1967.    Mr.  Thomas  P.  White, 
President  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  presented  the  Certificate  of  Merit 
to  Operator  Pechina.

TRANSIT  BRIEFS 

SAN  FRANCISCO  -  Central  Berkeley  subway  station:    "A  9{  million  dollar  horizontal 
building  to  accommodate  the  variety  of  services  a  transportation  center  must  offer." 
This  is  how  the  architectural  firm  of  Maher  and  Martens  describes  the  BART  station  in 
central  Berkeley,  located  between  Kittredge  and  Addison  Streets  and  beneath  a  relocated 
Constitution  Park  on  the  west  side  of  Shattuck  Avenue.    The  basic  station  "box"  is 
38  feet  deep,  57  feet  wide  and  700  feet  long,  protected  by  a  seven-foot  earth  cover.  A 
two-level  station  serviced  by  six  entrances,  the  station  will  go  into  operation  in  1970. 

MONTREAL,  QUEBEC  -  Expo's  $8,000,000  mini-rail  will  pay  for  itself  in  six  months,  Expo 
officials  say.  Brian  Bowne,  in  charge  of  Expo's  capital  budget,  said,  "We  are  certain 
we  shall  cover  our  costs.  The  salvage  potential  is  great  and  we're  sure  we'll  be  able 
to  sell  it."  The  Swiss-made  mini-rail  is  rated  one  of  Expo's  top  attractions  with  the 
public  willing  to  wait  in  line  from  one  to  three  hours.  It  consists  of  three  separate 
systems  whose  total  of  1{  miles  of  tracks  wind  over  water,  around  and  through  pavilions. 

PROVIDENCE,  R.I.  -  The  drivers  of  Rhode  Runner  buses  began  donning  new  Air  Force  blue 
uniforms  recently  which  is  part  of  a  continuing  effort  by  the  Rhode  Island  Public  Transit 
Authority  to  provide  a  new  look,  and  new  service  to  Rhode  Islanders.    All  317  bus  drivers 
of  the  Authority  are  receiving  new  uniforms,  new  caps,  and  a  new  insignia,  for  their  cap 
and  Eisenhower  jackets.    The  seal  is  a  facsimile  of  the  green  and  white  seal  recently 
adopted  by  the  Authority  as  its  official  symbol. 

OAKLAND,  CALIFORNIA  -  AC  TRANSIT'S  operating  efficiency  was  boosted  to  new  highs  this 
month  as  the  district's  two-way  radio  network  proved  its  versatility.    With  the  basic 
fleet  of  300  buses  beamed  into  a  central  dispatching  headquarters  at  Emeryville,  on  the 
east  side  of  San  Francisco  Bay,  local  service  and  transbay  operations  were  experiencing 
outstanding  benefits  from  instant  communications.    The  radio  link  was  providing  top 
mobility,  permitting  reroutings  and  re-schedul ings  and  better  use  of  manpower  and 
equipment.    As  the  same  time  it  was  providing  increased  assistance  to  customers. 

BOSTON,  MASS.  -  As  added  evidence  of  the  MBTA's  modernization  program,  two-way  radio 
equipment  has  been  installed  in  buses  on  the  Mattapan-Egleston  line.    Eighteen  buses 
have  been  equipped  with  transistorized  mobile  radio  units.    The  transmitter  and  antenna 
for  the  18-unit  system  is  situated  atop  the  Court  House  in  Pemberton  Square. 

TOLEDO,  OHIO  *  An  increase  in  adult  bus  fares  to  35  cents  from  30  cents,  has  been 
announced  by  the  Community  Traction  Company.    The  new  token  rate  will  be  five  for  $1.60 
as  against  the  present  rate  of  five  for  $1.50. 

TOKYO,  JAPAN  »  Streetcars  are  being  sold  at  bargain  prices  in  Tokyo.    For  80,000  yen 
(about  $225)  it  is  possible  to  buy  one  and  convert  it  into — what' 1 1  you  have?  Some 
models  on  sale  are  31  feet  long,  dating  back  as  far  as  1936,  but  others  offered  to 
buyers  by  Tokyo's  metropolitan  government  include  1937  and  1942  models. 

SAN  DIEGO,  CALIFORNIA  -  The  city's  new  transit  operation  is  ready  to  roll  now  that 
a  new  manager,  Thomas  Prior,  has  been  named.    Selection  of  Prior,  51,  director  of 
Santa  Monica's  successful  city  bus  system,  was  announced  by  Clinton  McKinnon,  president 
of  San  Diego  Transit,  Inc.,  the  city's  publicly-owned  transit  agency.

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In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  67-0557,  Oral  L.  Moore,  General 
Manager,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  explained  the  need  for  the 
professional  services  agreement  to  review  the  entire  boiler  plant 
operation  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport.     He  said  many 
facilities  had  been  added  at  the  Airport  for  which  the  plant  was 
not  designed,  as  a  result  the  old  plant  needed  some  reorganizing, 
in  both  capacity  and  control  mechanism. 

Commissioner  White  requested  a  report  from  George  F.  Hansen,  Airport 
General  Manager,  as  to  the  staff  assigned  to  this  facility,  and  the 
hours  on  duty.     Commissioner  Goldman  asked  what  other  duties  were 
assigned  to  the  men,  other  than  emergency  call,  during  the  period  of 
off  hours.

On  the  award  of  WD  Contract  No.  1303- -Laying  4 -inch  and  6 -inch  Ductile 
Iron  Mains  in  Maiden  Lane  between  Stockton  and  Kearny  Streets,  to  the 
San  Francisco  Water  Department,  the  Commission  asked  Arthur  H.  Frye, 
Jr.,  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  Depart- 
ment, about  the  work.     He  said  the  work  would  be  done  in  conjunction 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  between  the  hours  of  8:00  a.m. 
and  5:00  p.m.     Overtime  was  not  planned,  unless  they  ran  into  trouble. 
The  merchants  in  the  area  are  aware  of  the  work  being  done,  and  in 
fact  desire  it.    No  objections  have  been  received. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  Mr.  Frye  if  the  department  had  considered 
doing  the  work  at  night?  the  labor  costs  might  be  higher,  but  the 
work  could  be  accomplished  without  interruptions  and  inconvenience. 

Mr.  Frye  replied  the  cost  would  be  considerable.     Experience  on  the 
Market  Street  work  in  connection  with  the  BARTD  project  has  shown 
the  traffic  interference  did  not  increase  the  Department's  costs  as 
much  as  they  would  have  been  were  they  paying  overtime.

Resolution  Nos.  67-0573  and  67-0574  -  School  Bus  Transportation 
Agreement  and  Agreement  with  Alameda/Contra  Costa  Transit  District 
for  School  Bus  Transportation: 

Mr.  Anderson  reported  that  in  response  to  the  Commission's  request 
of  last  week,  he  contracted  several  local  bus  firms.     All  stated 
appreciation  of  the  Commission's  interest  but  said  because  of  equip- 
ment and  schedules  they  were  not  in  a  position  to  furnish  the  service. 
He  said  rates  were  not  discussed  in  view  of  the  inability 
to  furnish  the  service.

Resolution  No.  67-0575  -  Rerouting  of  Line  No.  30  trolley  coaches  and 
Line  No.  30  Express  motor  coaches  at  Northerly  Terminal. 

Mr.  Anderson  explained  that  Railway  Management  recommended  this 
rerouting  at  the  Northerly  Terminal  of  the  No.  30  line  to  alleviate 
the  difficulty  experienced,  particularly  during  peak  periods,  when 
there  was  an  accumulation  of  coaches  on  Broderick  Street  in  the 
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7  y  f 


vicinity  of  Beach  Street  during  layover.  He  said  improvement  would 
be  effected  by  separating  the  motor  coach  terminal  from  the  trolley 
coach  terminal  facilitating  ingress  and  egress  from  private  garages 
in  adjacent  residential  property. 

Mr.  Anderson  said  investigation  determined  the  most  feasible  means 
of  effecting  an  improvement  was  to  reroute  Line  No.  30  Express  motor 
coaches  from  Chestnut  and  Divisadero  via  Chestnut,  Broderick  and 
Beach,  to  a  mid-block  terminal  on  Beach  between  Divisadero  and  Scott — 
thence  via  Beach,  Scott,  North  Point  and  Divisadero  to  Chestnut. 
Control  stops  for  trolley  coach  layover  on  Broderick,  in  the  general 
vicinity  of  Beach  Street  would  be  more  widely  spaced  to  avoid 
congregating  at  any  one  point.     The  round-trip  mileage  would  remain 
about  the  same,  he  said,  and  therefore  no  change  in  schedules  nor 
operating  expense  was  involved.     The  change  had  been  discussed  with  a 
representative  of  the  area  who  indicated  it  would  be  very  helpful. 
The  City  Attorney  also  advised  that  this  would  not  constitute  an 
abandonment  under  the  Charter,  Mr.  Anderson  said. 

The  Commission  unanimously  adopted  Resolution  No.  67-0575  approving 
the  rerouting.

Resolution  No.  67-0579,  Order  for  Services  or  work  with  Mr.  J. 
Parmakian,  Consulting  Engineer,  relating  to  the  operation  of  the  Robert 
C.  Kirkwood  turbine  by-pass  valve  and  energy  absorber:     Mr.  Moore 
said  a  question  exists  as  to  the  proper  operation  and  probably  life- 
time of  the  by-pass  valve  and  energy  absorber,  furnished  and  installed 
under  the  general  powerhouse  contract  by  Westinghouse.     Mr.  Parmakian 
possesses  the  required  knowledge  to  properly  advise  staff  as  to  the 
appropriate  procedures  to  be  followed  with  respect  to  the  intricate 
installation.

Resolution  No.  67-0580,  confirming,  approving  and  ratifying  the  notice 
of  breach  and  default  by  Interstate  Hosts,  Inc.,  of  its  contractual 
responsibilities  under  current  lease  for  operation  of  cafeteria, 
coffee  shop,  bars  and  restaurant  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
Said  notice  was  given  in  writing  under  date  of  June  22,  1967,  by 
Airport  General  Manager,  George  F.  Hansen  to  Mr.  A.D.  McCabe,  General 
Manager  of  Interstate  Hosts,  Inc.  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport. 

Mr.  Finn  said  there  were  some  damages  sustained  by  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  in  partial  loss  of  revenue  as  a  result  of  the  closing 
of  Interstate  Hosts*  facilities  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
because  of  a  labor  dispute,  and  this  action  was  taken  for  the  record 
in  order  to  protect  City.     If  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Commission 
to  further  pursue  its  rights,  Mr.  Finn  said,  this  would  be  done  after 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney. 

Airport  General  Manager,  George  F.  Hansen,  said  loss  to  the  City  to 
date  had  been  approximately  $7,000.     Under  the  terms  of  the  Agreement 
with  Interstate  Hosts,  Inc.,  if  they  are  not  providing  the  service 
they  should  be  so  notified  by  City  that  they  are  in  default  of  the 
agreement . 
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Commissioner  Stack  said  the  Commission  was  getting  into  a  pretty 
fuzzy  area  on  this.    He  said  the  concessionaire  had  gotten  caught 
in  the  middle  of  a  situation  and  did  not  unilateral ly  create  the 
problem.    He  stated  further,  that  Interstate  Hosts  had  been  a  good 
concessionaire  and  City's  relationship  had  been  excellent.  He 
wondered  if  the  Commission  was  not  acting  as  a  judge  in  the  matter, 
as  to  whether  or  not  Interstate  Hosts  were  justified  in  taking  the 
action  they  did. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  in  his  opinion  the  Commissioners  were  only 
following  the  tenets  of  the  contract — the  Commission  had  to  be  guided 
accordingly.    This  was  a  legal  action,  not  a  judgment. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel,  William  F.  Bourne,  said  the  City  Attorney's 
Office  made  no  recommendation  about  whether  City  should  file  a  law 
suit  on  this.    He  did  recommend  to  Mr.  Hansen  that  the  letter  be  sent 
and  Mr.  Bourne  drafted  the  letter.    This  was  done  for  the  purpose  of 
preserving  such  rights  as  the  Commission  may  have  and  feel  disposed 
to  pursue  in  the  exercise  of  its  discretion.    The  contract  provides 
that  Interstate  Hosts  must  keep  this  operation  going  on  a  constant 
basis.     It  allows  the  concessionaire  some  immunization  against  those 
requirements  in  the  event  they  are  subjected  to  labor  sanctions, 
"not  of  their  making". 

Mr.  Bourne  said  he  told  Mr.  Hansen  they  felt  there  was  a  question  in 
this  situation  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Interstate  Hosts  voluntarily 
chose  to  make  themselves  members  of  the  organization  known  as  "Hotel 
and  Restaurant  Owners  Association"  and  that  body  chose  to  institute  the 
lockout.    Lockout  was  a  permissable  legal  weapon  available  to  employers 
as  strike  was  permissable  to  employees.     He  thought  there  was  a 
question,  which  the  City  Attorney's  Office  resolved  in  favor  of  the 
breach  and  against  the  thought  that  Interstate  Hosts  would  be  entitled 
to  immunization.    He  said  they  told  Mr.  Hansen  that  under  all  circum- 
stances of  the  case  they  did  not  think  injunctive  relief  in  any 
respect  would  lie  but  did  think  if  damages  were  decided  to  be  sought 
they  could  make  it  stick.    He  said  it  was  up  to  the  Commission  whether 
it  wanted  to  pursue  legal  remedies.    The  City  Attorney's  Office  makes 
no  recommedation.    All  they  did  was  tell  the  Commission  that  there 
was  a  very  good  chance  that  this  immunization  would  not  apply  to 
Interstate  Hosts,  Inc. 

The  Commission  voted  unanimously  to  confirm  Mr.  Hansen's  action  in 
the  sending  of  notice  of  breach  and  default.

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General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items s 
Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  Program; 

James  J.  Finn,  Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  explained 
to  the  Commission  that,  as  stated  in  Mr.  Carr's  memorandum  forwarded 
to  them  during  the  week,  the  present  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  program 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was  close 
to  expiring. 

The  Mayor's  Office  was  putting  together  a  Summer  Neighborhood  Youth 
Corps  program  for  750  boys  and  girls,  consisting  of  a  work-training 
project  in  various  City  Departments.    However,  it  was  hoped  that  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission's  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  program  will 
continue  as  there  was  much  work  still  to  be  done.     Mr.  Finn  said 
Mr.  Carr  expected  that  by  next  week  the  proposal  for  the  continuation 
of  the  program  could  be  presented  to  the  Commission.     This  would 
require  a  new  appropriation  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  from 
the  Youth  Corps  funds,  and  would  require  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  filing  of  the  application.     10%  of  the  funds  required 
are  to  be  appropriated  by  the  Commission  and  the  remaining  90%  by  the 
Federal  Government. 

Mr.  Finn  said  he  has  been  assured  there  would  be  sufficient  Federal 
funds  available  to  provide  for  approximately  140  jobs  in  a  project 
to  be  operated  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission,  providing 
the  City  appropriates  its  10%  share  of  the  funds. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  there  would  be  a  delay  between  the  one 
project  and  the  start  of  the  other.    Mr.  Finn  said  there  would  be 
some  overlapping.    The  budget  could  be  prepared,  the  Commission  polled 
by  telephone,  and  the  approval  could  be  ratified  at  the  July  11 
Meeting  of  the  Commission,  said  Mr.  Finn. 

Joseph  A.  Rock,  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  Coordinator,  then  explained 
the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  program  and  the  government's  stipulations 
with  regard  to  the  operation,  and  division  of  the  money.

New  Don  Pedro  Project: 

Mr.  Oral  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  reported 
that  bids  were  taken  on  the  main  contract  for  the  New  Don  Pedro 
Project  last  week. 

Seven  bids  were  received  from  contractors,  ranging  from  a  low  of 
$49,693,960  by  the  Guy  F.  Atkinson  Company,  to  $65,387,271. 

The  Bechtel  Corporation  has  reviewed  all  the  bids,  and  based  on  their 
review  will  recommend  to  the  Irrigation  Districts  that  award  be  made 
to  the  low  bidder,  Guy  F.  Atkinson  Company. 

Bechtel  has  also  completed  a  tabulation  of  Project  costs  distribution 
for  the  three  agencies:    City  and  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation 
Districts.     The  costs  were  allocated  according  to  the  formulas  con- 
tained in  the  Fourth  Agreement. 

Based  on  bids  received  to  date,  the  estimated  total  cost  to  each 
including  final  cost  and  interest  follows: 

San  Francisco  $44,497,461 
Turlock  $26,705,351 
Modesto  $15,188,096 
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The  City's  estimated  total  cost  includes  the  amount  of  $3  million 
for  bond  interest  to  be  paid  during  the  construction  period,  to  be 
borne  by  Hetch  Hetchy  revenues.     Thus,  the  total  out-of-pocket  cost 
to  San  Francisco  from  the  1961  Bond  Issue  will  be  less  than  $41,500,00C 
or  $500,000  less  than  department  estimates  made  in  1961. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  three  agencies  to  conduct  simul- 
taneous bond  sales  on  August  1,  1967.     The  main  contract  will  be 
awarded  on  August  18,  1967,  and  construction  should  commence  on 
August  28,  1967. 

This  culminates  some  20  years  of  planning  on  the  part  of  the  Commission 
The  last  six  years  have  seen  rather  intensive  neogtiations  with  Turlock 
and  Modesto  Irrigation  Districts  and  a  multitude  of  Federal  and  State 
agencies. 

This  is  the  single  greatest  advancement  in  Hetch  Hetchy  history,  said 
Mr.  Moore.  It  will  guarantee  water  for  San  Francisco  and  its  service 
area  through  the  year  2015. 

Commissioner  Stack  said,  the  record  should  show  tribute  to  the  one 
man  who  has  been  sitting  on  this  project  for  the  last  decade,  and 
thanked  Mr.  Moore  for  the  hard  work  put  in  on  this  and  complimented 
him  for  the  saving  effected — the  difference  between  the  authorization 
of  $92.5  million  and  the  $86.4  million  present  estimated  project  cost 
tabulated  by  Bechtel. 

Commissioner  White  said  Commissioner  Stack  expressed  the  feelings 
of  the  entire  Commission,  and  that  everyone  who  had  anything  to  do 
with  the  planning  and  negotiations  should  be  commended.

Roll  Call; 

Commissioner  Kelly  asked  for  a  report  on  the  hearing  before  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  rerouting  of  the  Haight  Street  buses,  and 
asked  if  any  new  and  different  facts  were  presented  at  that  time 
bearing  on  the  abandonment. 

Mr.  Finn  said  the  material  presented  by  Commissioner  White  and  Mr. 
Anderson  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was  along  the  lines  fully 
discussed  before  and  approved  by  the  Commission.    As  far  as  members 
of  the  public  were  concerned,  the  following  appeared: 

Matt  Boxer,  Executive  Officer,  District  Council  of  Merchants,  whose 
arguments  were  essentially  that  the  change  should  be  delayed  until 
a  study  could  be  made  of  one-way  street  patterns.    He  also  inferred 
the  buses  did  not  cause  the  situation — there  were  other  factors,  the 
people  in  the  neighborhood  and  also  the  tourists. 

Marguerite  Warren  also  appeared.     She  made  substantially  the  same 
presentation  as  before  the  Commission. 

Mrs.  Anna  Guth  represented  the  Haight  Street  merchants.     She  did  not 
present  anything  new. 

The  Commission,  in  accordance  with  its  resolution  and  that  passed  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  will  receive  monthly  traffic  reports  from 
the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  on  this  rerouting  and  the 
matter  will  also  be  brought  before  the  Commission  on  or  about 
October  24,  1967,  for  reconsideration  and  determination  as  to  contin- 
uance.   The  first  report  will  be  due  August  8,  according  to  Mr.  Finn. 
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Commissioner  Kelly  pointed  out  that  the  Commission,  however,  is  not 
required  to  wait  until  October  24,  to  change  or  reroute  to  adequately 
serve  the  public.     At  the  hearing,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  asked  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  one-way 
street  routing  in  the  area,  and  if  this  was  accomplished,  there  would 
be  a  different  traffic  pattern  in  the  area.     In  that  event  it  would  be 
necessary  for  the  Commission  to  reconsider  the  entire  matter. 

At  the  hearing,  Mr.  Finn  Stated,  Commissioner  White  indicated  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  he  was  hopeful  this  rerouting  was  a  temporary 
situation,  and  that  the  operation  would  be  watched  closely. 


Commissioner  Kelly  asked  Airport  General  Manager,  George  F.  Hansen, 
if  he  had  inquired  of  Interstate  Hosts  if  that  company  had  any  other 
groups,  associations,  or  individuals  to  which  it  felt  a  prior  obligatic 
or  duty  before  its  obligation  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
under  its  contract  to  serve  the  public  and  Airport. . .either  voluntary, 
involuntary  or  otherwise.     He  said  he  was  thinking  particularly  in  terrr 
of  closing  its  doors  to  the  public. 

Commissioner  White  said  he  thought  Commissioner  Kelly  was  implying 
whether  or  not  the  membership  of  Interstate  Hosts  in  the  Employers' 
Restaurant  Association  of  San  Mateo  County  was  a  voluntary  membership 
and  whether  or  not  they  belonged  to  any  other  organization  of  that 
type  which  could  place  Interstate  Hosts  in  violation  of  provisions 
of  the  contract  which  they  have  signed  with  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Kelly  said  that  was  correct — and  also,  if  Interstate 
Hosts  felt  an  obligation  to  these  organizations  by  law  or  otherwise. 


Mr.  Finn  announced  that  Robert  Rockwell  will  become  a  member  of 
Mayor  Shelley's  public  relations  office  within  the  next  two  or  three 
weeks.     The  Commission  congratulated  Mr.  Rockwell  on  his  promotion, 
and  thanked  him  for  his  19  years  of  work  in  the  Municipal  Railway.

SUBJECT:    NEW  DON  PEDRO  PROJECT 


On  June  22,  1967,  the  Turlock  and  Modesto  Irrigation  Districts  received  bids 
for  the  main  contract  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project.    This  contract  includes 
construction  of  the  dam,  powerhouse,  spillway,  diversion  tunnel,  power  tunnel, 
access  roads  and  other  appurtenant  features. 

Seven  bids  were  received  from  contractors,  ranging  from  a  bid  of  $49,693,960 
by  the  Guy  F.  Atkinson  Company  to  $65,387,271.  The  engineer's  estimate  pre- 
pared by  the  Bechtel  Corporation,  was  $53,352,007. 

The  Bechtel  Corporation  has  reviewed  all  bids  submitted  and  extensions  of  all 
485  separate  bid  items.    The  review  was  conducted  by  means  of  a  special  computed 
program  assigned  by  Bechtel.    Based  on  their  review,  Bechtel  will  recommend  that 
award  be  made  to  the  low  bidder,  Guy  F.  Atkinson  Company. 

Utilizing  the  computer,  Bechtel  has  also  completed  a  tabulation  of  Project  costs 
distribution  for  the  three  constructing  agencies;     the  City  and  the  two  Districts. 
Bids  received  on  previously  advertised  contracts  and  the  engineers'  estimates  of 
other  project  items  such  as  property  acquisition,  highway  and  utility  relocation, 
etc.,  were  used  in  the  cost  distribution.    The  costs  were  allocated  according  to 
the  formulas  embodied  in  the  Fourth  Agreement. 

Following  the  format  in  the  Fourth  Agreement  it  has  been  determined  that  the 
total  combination  of  contract  bids  and  estimated  costs  to  each  of  the  three 
agencies  will  be  as  follows: 

San  Francisco  $44,497,461 

Turlock  $26,705,351 

Modesto  $15,188,096 

Thus,  The  cost  for  each  agency  is  within  the  limits  established  in  the  Fourth 
Agreement  and,    by  the  terms  of  that  agreement,  the  construction  of  the  New  Don 
Pedro  Project  is  now  assured.

The  City's  estimated  total  cost  of  $44,497,461  includes  the  amount  of  $3,000,000 
for  bond  interest  to  be  paid  during  the  construction  period,  which  will  be  paid 
from  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  revenues.    Thus,  the  total  cash  requirement 
from  the  1961  Municipal  Water  bond  issue  will  be  less  than  $41,500,000,  or 
$500,000  less  than  department  estimates  made  in  1961. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  three  agencies  to  conduct  simultaneous  bond 
sales  on  August  1,  1967.  The  main  contract  will  be  awarded  on  August  18,  1967 
and  construction  will  commence  on  August  28,  1967. 

The  New  Don  Pedro  Project,  with  its  provision  of  740,000  acre  feet  of  exchange 
storage  for  San  Francisco,  ensuring  ample  supplies  of  pure  Hetch  Hetchy  water 
for  the  City  and  its  environs  through  the  next  half  century,  is  the  most  important 
single  phase  of  development  in  Hetch  Hetchy  history. 

Start  of  construction  culminates  years  of  planning  and  negotiation,  involving 
the  Commission  and  Department.    Frustrating  roadblocks  developed,  involving  many 
agencies  of  local,  State  and  Federal  government.    Litigation  concerned  with  the 
Federal  Power  Commission  license  was  carried  all  the  way  to  the  U.  S.  Supreme 
Court . 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  all  obstacles  have  now  been  overcome,  and  that 
construction  will  proceed  to  provide  comprehensive  development  of  the  water 
resources  of  the  Tuolumne  River  for  future  generations  of  Californians .

— Municipal  Railway  Lines  30  and  30X 

Mr.  V.  W.  Anderson,  General  Manager,  Municipal  Transit  System,  re- 


ports that  difficulty  has  been  experienced  at  the  northerly  terminal  for 
trolley  coach  Line  No.  30  and  motor  coach  Line  No.  30X  on  Broderick  in  the 
vicinity  of  Beach;  and  some  practical  means  of  improvement  is  desirable. 


Specifically,  there  are  times  (and  particularly  during  peak  periods) 


where  there  is  some  accumulation  of  coaches  in  the  vicinity  of  the  terminal. 
There  have  been  occasions  when  residents  have  complained  that  they  do  not  have 
proper  ingress  and  egress  from  their  private  garages.    While  orders  have  been 
issued  to  operators  to  make  their  terminal  stops  at  designated  "control 
points,"  and  to  cooperate  in  moving  coaches,  these  measures  have  not  provided 
sufficient  relief. 

Unfortunately,  there  is  no  place  along  the  existing  outer  terminal 
loop  north  of  Francisco  where  there  is  ample  curb  space  for  a  terminal.  In 
other  words,  the  situation  at  other  points  along  this  route  is  almost  identical 
to  conditions  at  the  present  terminal.    There  are  residence  properties  with 
driveways  for  the  entire  distance.    There  is  no  vacant,  public  or  commercial 
property  which  offers  any  better  possibility. 

Local  service  on  Line  30  is  furnished  with  trolley  coaches  which, 
of  course,  must  follow  trolley  wires.    As  the  relocation  of  trolley  wires 
would  involve  complications,  including  financing,  an  alternate  proposal  has 
been  discussed  with  community  representatives.    This  has  met  with  their  con- 
currence, and  they  agree  that  it  would  constitute  a  major  improvement. 


Briefly,  the  proposal  involves  removing  the  terminal  for  Line  No. 


30X  motor  coaches  from  Broderick  §  Beach  to  a  point  on  the  southerly  side  of 
Beach  between  Divisadero  and  Scott.    The  motor  coach  terminal  would  then  be 
adjacent  to  public  property- -a  school  playground.  The  proposal  also  involves

spacing  out  control  stops  for  trolley  coaches  taking  terminal  layover  on 
Broderick  in  the  general  vicinity  of  Beach. 

Based  on  the  investigation  conducted.  I  recommend  retaining  the 
present  northerly  trolley  coach  loop  for  Line  No.  30  operating  from  Chestnut 
§  Divisadero  via  Chestnut,  Broderick,  Jefferson,  and  Divisadero  to  Chestnut, 
with  terminal  layover  control  stoos  for  trolley  coaches  designated  to  the 
north  and  to  the  south  of  Beach  Street,  and  spaced  out  in  such  a  manner  that 
there  will  not  be  a  congregation  of  trolley  coaches  in  front  of  any  residence 
property.     I  further  recommend  that  instead  of  operating  via  the  trolley 
coach  loop  route  described.  Line  No.  30-Express  motor  coaches  operate  from 
Divisadero  §  Chestnut  via  Chestnut,  Broderick,  and  Beach  to  a  mid-block 
terminal  on  Beach  between  Divisadero  and  Scott- -thence  via  Beach,  Scott, 
North  Point,  and  Divisadero  to  Chestnut. 

The  present  and  proposed  routing  is  illustrated  on  the  attached 

drawing. 

The  City  Attorney  has  stipulated  that  minor  changes  in  outer  loops 
do  not  require  formal  abandonment  proceedings .  The  change  proposed  for  Line 
30X  comes  within  that  category. 

A  proposed  Public  Utilities  Resolution  is  submitted  herewith  for 
consideration.

HIGHLIGHTS 

The  "wettest  June  ever"  sets  a  new  high  for  total  storage 
in  Alameda  and  Peninsula  reservoirs  on  June  8  of  70,395  million 
gallons . 

Defensive  Driving  Training  Course  and  Driver  Reaction  Test 
Programs  are  directed  at  improving  the  Department 1 s vehicle  safety 
record. 

1967  Grand  Jury  Committee  No.  9,  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
visited  the  Department  on  June  21. 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

Last  month  an  all  time  high  for  local  storage  of  water  was 
reported  with  total  storage  at  90.3$    of  available  capacity  on 
May  15. 

The  "wettest  June  ever"  produced  2.73  and  2.07  inches  of 
rainfall  at  Pilarcitos  and  San  Andreas  gaging  stations,  respectively, 
by  June  8.    These  figures  are  7  and  8  times  the  normal  precipitation 
for  the  entire  month  of  June . 

On  June  8  storage  in  Alameda  and  Peninsula  reservoirs 
reached  a  new  high  of  70,395  million  gallons,  and  on  June  15  there 
were  70,317  million  gallons  stored  in  these  reservoirs.  This 
represents  an  83  million  gallon  increase  over  the  May  15  storage 
at  a  time  storage  is  normally  decreasing.    Unseasonable  rains, 
reduced  consumption  of  water,  and  increased  Hetch  Hetchy  aqueduct 
capacity  (presently  at  220  MGD)  have  minimized  the  problems  of 
supplying  consumers  during  planned  shutdowns  for  construction 
contract  work  this  coming  winter. 

The  transfer  of  water  from  Calaveras  to  San  Antonio  Reservoir 
continued  to  May  26,  with  a  total  of  3,^-28  million  gallons  thus 
far  stored  for  future  use  that  would  otherwise  have  been  lost  by 
spilling  from  Calaveras.    Although  Calaveras  spill  ceased  on  May  12, 
transfer  to  San  Antonio  was  continued  to  May  26  to  keep  continuing 
Inflow  from  causing  another  spill.    Transfer  was  discontinued  at 
that  time  as  Calaveras  is  at  a  higher  elevation  that  will  deliver 
water  to  the  Filtration  Plant  by  gravity,  whereas  water  in  San 
Antonio  would  have  to  be  pumped  to  reach  the  Filtration  Plant.

Water  was  transported  from  Hetch  Hetchy  sources  at  an  average 
rate  of  202.8  MGD  during  May,  and  the  draft  of  Calaveras  water  through 
Sunol  Valley  Filtration  Plant  averaged  12. i|  MGD. 
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WATER  QUALITY 

Bacteriological  quality  of  Peninsula  lakes  remained  good 
throughout  May  and  no  change  was  made  in  chlorine  dosage.  Crystal 
Springs  dechlorination  station  was  operated  from  May  5  through  the 
end  of  the  month. 

Calaveras  Lake  was  treated  with  the  application  of  35,280 
pounds  of  copper  sulphate  to  control  a  growth  of  algae  (Aphanizomenon) . 

The  Sunol  Valley  Filtration  Plant  operated  from  May  2 
through  May  6,  and  from  May  16  to  the  present.    During  May  a  total 
of  384.78  MG  of  Calaveras  water  was  treated  and  delivered  into  the 
system. 

During  the  month  of  May  a  total  of  132,300  feet  of  4" 
through  12"  diameter  water  mains  were  flushed  in  the  Richmond  and 
Sunset  districts  west  of  23rd  Avenue,    In  carrying  out  the  flushing 
of  this  portion  of  the  Sunset  pressure  zone  169  four  inch  to 
twelve  inch  gates  were  checked  and/or  operated,  and  16  blowoffs 
were  operated. 

In  addition  to  the  above  area  flushing,  31  individual  spot 
flushing  operations  were  carried  out  to  overcome  dirty  water 
conditions  or  to  prevent  such  conditions  in  known  locations. 

DAM  SAFETY 

Relining  work  on  Sutro  Reservoir  was  completed  by  the 
contractor,  and  the  reservoir  has  been  refilled  for  testing. 
Extensive  cleaning  work  in  the  drain  tunnel  under  the  reservoir  is 
being  done  by  Department  personnel  preparatory  to  inspection  and 
investigation  by  the  State  Inspector  of  Dams. 

Representatives  of  the  Inspector  of  Dams  have  expressed 
concern  regarding  Stanford  Heights  Reservoir  seepage. 

SAFETY 

A  Defensive  Driving  Training  Course  consisting  of  four  2 
hour  sessions  to  train t  selected  personnel  to  serve  as  instructors 
in  future  training  of  other  Department  employees  was  held  at  the 
Corporation  Yard  during  May. 

All  employees  of  the  City  Distribution  Division  have  parti- 
cipated in  a  Driver  Reaction  Test  Program,  which  brought  out  the 
important  point  that  a  vehicle  moving  at  20  miles  per  hour  cannot 
be  stopped  within  the  width  of  a  typical  street  Intersection. 

On  May  24  the  Bureau  of  Personnel  and  Safety  conducted  a 
lecture,  illustrated  by  slides,  on  the  use  of  traffic  signs  and 
barricades  at  Millbrae  Yard  with  all  of  the  Peninsula  Division 
personnel  in  attendance. 
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BAY  AREA  RAPID  TRANSIT 

Work  Is  in  progress  at  the  24th  Street  Station  on  the  cross 
over  structure. 

Bechtel  Corporation  notified  this  Department  to  proceed 
with  our  contract  for  raising  mains  in  order  to  clear  the  proposed 
BARTD  tunnel  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Santa  Rosa  Street  Station. 

An  estimate  of  costs  for  relocation  work  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  basic  crossover  structure  for  the  Front  Street 
Station  was  prepared  and  sent  to  BARTD. 

Work  on  contract  plans  for  the  temporary  valve  vault  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Diamond  Street  Station  is  in  progress. 

SERVICE  RENEWALS 

During  the  month  of  May  668  corroded,  leaking  or  inadequate 
service  pipes  were  replaced.    This  brings  the  total  for  eleven 
months  of  this  fiscal  year  to  5., 794. 

FINANCES 

Collections  for  the  first  eleven  months  of  this  fiscal 
year  were  $17,777,004,  which  is  $1,097,186  more  than  collected 
through  May  of  the  prior  fiscal  year.    Collections  for  the  month 
of  May  were  $1,454,604,  which  is  $126,203  more  than  collected 
during  May,  1966. 

WATER  SUPPLY  STUDY 

On  June  7  Mr.  Frye  attended  a  meeting  with  our  consultants 
Daniel,  Mann,  Johnson  and  Mendenhall  -  together  with  Messrs.  Robert 
Stallings,  County  Manager,  representing  San  Mateo  County;  Howard 
W.  Campen,  County  Executive,  representing  Santa  Clara  County;  and 
Jack  F.  McKay,  Principal  Administrative  Analyst,  representing 
Alameda  County.    The  meeting  was  to  inform  these  counties  of  the 
survey  that  Daniel,  Mann,  Johnson  and  Mendenhall  is  initiating  to 
secure  information  on  water  supply  and  demand  within  our  present 
service  area  and  adjacent  areas. 

WEST  BAY  RAPID  TRANSIT 

On  May  29  Mr.  Medbery  visited  Mr.  John  C.  Lilly,  General 
Manager  of  the  West  Bay  Rapid  Transit  Authority,  to  obtain  infor- 
mation on  their  proposed  plans  that  affect  Water  Department 
properties . 

Three  plans  are  being  studied,  one  of  which  is  a  rapid 
transit  rail  system  using  our  old  Municipal  Railway  right  of  way. 

Two  locations  are  being  studied  for  a  station  to  serve 
the  Airport,  one  of  which  is  our  Water  Department  Corporation  Yard 
at  1000  El  Camino  Real,  Millbrae. 
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Mr.  Lilly  stressed  the  point  that  their  plans  were  only  in 
the  study  stage s  with  alternate  ideas  being  compared. 


The  Department's  land  management  study  was  briefly  discussed, 
and  a  future  meeting  was  suggested  to  inform  our  consultants  of  the 
West  Bay  Rapid  Transit  Authority's  plans. 

1967  GRAND  JURY 

On  June  21  Committee  No.  9,  Public  Utilities  Commission 
Committee  of  the  1967  Grand  Jury,  visited  the  Water  Department  to 
get  information  and  to  become  acquainted  with  the  Water  Department's 
obligations,  objectives,  organization  and  operations.

Resolution  No.  67-0589,  approving  Supplemental  Agreement  No.  1  to 
Flood  Control  Contract  executed  in  1949  between  the  U.S.  Army  Corps 
of  Engineers,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  Turlock  and 
Modesto  Irrigation  Districts.     Rino  Bei,  Assistant  General  Manager, 
Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  explained  that  in  1949  when  the  contract  was 
executed  an  estimate  was  made  of  the  flood  control  benefits  in  amount 
of  $12  million.     It  left  actual  final  payment  to  be  made  at  a  later 
date.     $9  million  was  used  for  the  construction  of  Cherry  Valley  Dam. 
The  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  made  re-evaluation  and  came  up  with 
the  figure  $14,464,000.     This  supplemental  agreement  will  bring  the 
1949  contract  in  line  with  the  final  figure  and  provides  for  the  final 
payment  of  $5  million  which  will  accrue  to  San  Francisco  under  the 
terms  of  the  Fourth  Agreement  and  will  be  used  in  the  construction 
of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project.     The  supplemental  agreement  also  outline; 
the  relative  responsibilities  of  each  party  to  the  New  Don  Pedro  Projet 


Resolution  No.  67-0590,  adjustment  of  international  carriers'  contri- 
bution to  defray  cost  of  providing  governmental  clearance  areas  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport.     George  F.  Hansen,  Airport  Genera' 
Manager,  said  that  with  the  opening  of  the  South  Terminal  in  November 
1963,  attempts  were  made  to  collect  rental  charges  and  cost  of  electri 
city  and  janitorial  service  for  space  allocated  for  the  conduct  of 
Customs,  Immigration,  Health  and  Agriculture  activities.     The  Governmei 
refused  to  pay  although  Public  Law  87-255  was  enacted  to  this  effect.

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As  an  offset  against  these  expenses,  the  international  carriers  agreed 
they  would  pay  to  the  airport  as  their  share,  an  amount  of  $1„0Q  for 
each  passenger  processed  through  such  service  areas.     In  August  1966 
they  registered  a  complaint  their  payments  had  been  in  excess  of  their 
fair  share  and  they  requested  adjustment.     The  carriers'  share  has 
been  established  as  one  half  of  the  total  cost  of  rent  and  services, 
or  $3,467  monthly.     The  City  Attorney  has  ruled  adjustment  could  be 
made  only  from  the  time  the  complaint  was  entered.     Therefore,  retro- 
active to  August  1966  the  net  overpayment  will  be  credited  against 
future  payments  due  the  airport.

Resolution  No.  67-0591,  completion  of  professional  services  contract 
with  Bolt,  Beranek  and  Newman,  Inc.  for  acoustical  study  and  consult- 
ation services  in  connection  with  Airport  noise  litigation. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel,  William  F.  Bourne,  said  this  contract  was 
the  result  of  City's  trial  preparation  in  the  City  Attorney's  Office 
for  the  defense  of  two  so-called  Airport  Noise  Litigation  suits 
involving  63  plaintiffs  seeking  to  have  it  declared  by  the  Court  that 
they  had  been  subjected  to  an  inverse  condemnation  by  City. 

Mr.  Bourne  stated  that  last  Wednesday  the  Court  announced  its  judgment 
in  favor  of  the  City  in  the  "Field  Case"  which  involved  4  of  the  6  3 
plaintiffs.     In  the  opinion  of  the  Court  there  was  no  taking,  and 
any  damage  that  occurred  was  minimal.

Resolution  No.  67-0602  -  authorizing  bid  calls.     Commissioner  Goldman 
asked  if  there  were  any  legal  reason  why  the  bid  calls  were  added  to  tfc 
agenda.     Did  the  Commission  have  to  approve?    Mr.  Bourne  said  it  gave 
the  Commission  the  opportunity  to  authorize  the  work  being  done. 
Mr.  Bourne  said  in  his  opinion  the  Commission  had  to  approve;  otherwise 
the  staff  might  be  taking  bids  on  construction  of  which  the  Commission 
had  no  knowledge. 

(At  this  point  Commissioner  Stack  arrived,  2s 32  p.m.) 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  the  Commission  might  be  accused  of  not 
advising  people  if  it  were  to  follow  another  procedure. 

Mr.  Finn  said  the  Charter  allowed  taking  of  bids  up  to  $5,000  without 
approval  of  the  Commission.     In  those  instances  the  only  requirement 
was  approval  of  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities. 

Commissioner  Goldman  felt  the  procedures  should  be  streamlined  in 
order  to  save  time.     He  suggested,  as  a  thought,  authorizing  the 
General  Manager  to  proceed  with  taking  of  bids  up  to  $10,000  without 
going  through  the  Commission,  and  that  the  larger  items  be  brought 
to  the  Commission.

He  said  that  criticism  had  been 
recently  received  that  these  contracts  were  not  being  properly 
publicized  in  minority  newspapers.

Mr.  Hansen  explained  that  United  Air  Lines  made  application  to  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board  for  lifting  of  restrictions  whereby  in  service 
from  San  Diego  to  eastern  points  they  were  required  to  call  at  Los 
Angeles o     American  in  response  said  they  would  be  agreeable,  if 
American  in  turn  were  relieved  from  restrictions  requiring  one  stop 
enroute  to  Boston,  Kansas  City,  Philadelphia.     San  Francisco  takes 
the  position  that  without  carrier  preference  it  wants  maximum  non- 
stop service  from  San  Francisco  to  any  of  San  Francisco's  eastern 
markets,  irrespective  of  the  carrier  involved.

Resolution  No.  67-0627,  requesting  supplemental  appropriation  of 
$45,000  to  provide  for  a  study  of  the  overall  organizational  structure 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  was  very  much  in  favor  of  the  study,  and 
that  it  was  extremely  important  as  the  Commission  had  under  its 
jurisdiction  billions  of  dollars  of  assets  with  a  budget  of  $90  millior 
per  year.     He  said  he  wanted  to  be  certain  that  there  would  be  immediaf 
implementation  of  the  findings  in  order  to  place  the  staff  function 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  in  the  most  orderly  fashion. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  Mr.  Carr  if  the  Commission  could  expect 
that  the  results  of  the  survey  would  be  taken  into  consideration  by 
those  agencies  over  which  the  Commission  had  no  control,  to  carry  out 
conclusions  reached  in  the  survey. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  he  discussed  this  problem  generally  with  the  Mayor 
in  the  past  and  some  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  when 
the  study  was  first  suggested  by  former  Commissioner  Raymond  H.  Lapin. 
Discussions  have  since  been  held  with  the  Controller  who  indicated 
he  was  wholeheartedly  in  favor  of  this  kind  of  study  by  professionals 
and  said  the  Commission  would  then  have  a  good  chance  of  getting  some 
action  on  (1.)  administrative  changes  that  could  be  accomplished  within 
the  framework  of  the  City  Charter,  and  (2.)  Charter  revisions  that 
would  improve  efficiency  and  economy  of  utility  operations. 
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Mr.  Carr  said  he  believed  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  would 
endorse  recommendations  made  by  the  Commission  as  a  result  of  this 
study. 

Commissioner  White  said  he  was  fully  aware  of  the  implications  of 

such  a  survey,  also  the  complications.     He  asked  if  the  General  Manager 

of  Personnel,  George  Grubb,  had  been  consulted. 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  was  disucssed  with  Mr.  Grubb  and  with  the  Chief 
Administrative  Officer?  both  indicated  they  thought  this  would  be 
a  good  thing.

Resolution  No.  67-0628,  approving  the  lease  between  San  Francisco  Port 
Authority,  as  lessor,  and  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  lessee, 
covering  certain  area  north  of  and  adjacent  to  the  World  Trade  Center 
at  the  Ferry  Building,  for  a  term  of  three  years,  commencing  August  1 
for  the  purpose  of  a  heliport: 

Paul  DiNoia,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  who  worked  on  this  item  explained 
briefly  to  the  Commission  the  terms.     The  rent  to  the  World  Trade 
Center  will  be  $100  per  month.     The  rent  for  the  parking  area  being 
leased  from  the  Redevelopment  Agency  in  order  to  provide  for  parking 
space  for  150  automobiles  (displaced  by  the  lease  of  the  heliport 
site  space)  will  be  $624  per  month.     The  improvements  to  the  heliport 
area  are  estimated  to  cost  $159,000. 

This  consists  of  $130,000  for  the  construction  of  the  temporary  heli- 
port, and  $29,000  for  the  passenger  terminal  building. 

Mr.  Carr  said  it  will  take  60  to  90  days  to  complete  construction, 
and  the  heliport  should  be  functioning  by  the  end  of  November. 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  one  of  the  provisions  of  the  lease 
is  that  during  the  three  year  period,  the  San  Francisco  Port  Authority 
is  to  advise  the  Commission  when  they  start  to  improve  the  Ferry 
Building  facility  on  the  south  area  with  a  garage.     At  that  time,  City 
will  have  to  make  a  decision  if  it  desires  to  take  responsibility  for 
additional  expense  for  construction  of  the  roof  to  provide  the  strength 
necessary  to  use  it  for  a  heliport. 

Mr.  Carr  advised  that  the  decision  on  the  plans  may  come  within  a  few 
months.     He  said  in  keeping  with  the  September  20,  1967,  resolution 
directing  that  the  matter  of  a  temporary  heliport  first  be  settled, 
he  was  proceeding  immediately  on  the  matter  of  establishment  of  a 
permanent  heliport.

Mr.  Carr  said  he  received  a  report  from  Rino  Bei,  Acting  General  Manage 
Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  stating  that  this  morning  July  11,  1967,  an  epic 
event  occurred  on  Hetch  Hetchy  Project — all  three  reservoirs,  Hetch 
Hetchy,  Lake  Lloyd  and  Lake  Eleanor  are  full  and  spilling.     The  situa- 
tion resulted  from  the  record  snowpack  on  the  Tuolumne  River  watershed. 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  meant  City  would  probably  have  revenues  of  about 
$14  million  this  year  and  production  of  some  2  billion  KW  hours  because 
of  the  very  favorable  water  condition.

Mr.  Carr  reported  the  Airport  is  running  close  to  1  million  passengers 
per  month  and  1  1/2  million  pounds  of  air  express  a  month.     A  new 
record  has  been  sets     1,084  landings  and  take-offs — aircraft  movements- 
in  a  2 4 -hour  period  on  the  Friday  of  the  July  4  weekend.     The  previous 
record  was  1,007.     On  an  average  of  every  80  seconds  for  24  hours  there 
has  been  an  aircraft  movement.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  JUNE  ACTIVITIES 
Traffic  Summary  (May): 

The  upward  trend  of  air  traffic  through  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  continued  during  the  month. 

The  air  passenger  total  of  977*596  was  up  11.6  per  cent  over  May  last 
year  and  compared  to  an  Air  Transport  Association  report  which  indicated  a  national 
gain  of  11.9  per  cent  by  domestic  airlines. 

Shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  by  air  were  the  third  highest  for  any  single 
month.    The  17,727,279  pounds  volume  was  an  increase  of  35  per  cent  from  a  year  ago. 
Air  Express  gained  12.1  per  cent  to  1,V?4,252  pounds. 

A  new  monthly  high  was  reached  in  air  freight  shipments  of  k3 ,528,872 
pounds,  up  11.6  per  cent  over  the  previous  May. 

Cumulative  totals  of  air  passengers,  mail,  express  and  freight  for  the 
first  11  months  of  the  current  fiscal  period  all  were  in  excess  of  12-month  figures 
for  the  1965-66  Fiscal  Year. 

Aircraft  movements  — landings  and  take-offs —  numbered  27,236  for  the 
month  as  follows:    scheduled  air  carrier,  22,l6l,  a  gain  of  7.5  per  cent; 
military,  *+9*f,  and  non-scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  or  locally  based  private 
and/or  corporate  aircraft,  4 ,581. 

The  higher  percentage  increase  in  air  passengers  over  scheduled 
aircraft  movements  would  indicate  that  the  carriers  are  realizing  a  parallel  gain 
in  their  passenger  load  factor. 
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1967  Airport  Bond  Issue 

Following  a  presentation  by  the  Airport  General  Manager,  the  Citizens' 
Bond  Screening  Committee  voted  unanimous  endorsement  of  the  $98  Million  Airport 
Bond  proposal  and  recommended  similar  action  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  which 
must  authorize  the  placing  of  the  issue  on  the  November  ballot. 
Boeing  Aircraft  Plan  Visit 

A  detailed  description  of  up-to-date  proposals  for  the  Boeing  7^7 
"super  jetliner"  and  the  SST  was  presented  to  Ik  City  officials  v/ho  visited  the 
Boeing  Company's  plant  at  Seattle.    Those  making  the  trip  included  five  members  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors;  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer;  four  members  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  and  four  PUC  staff  members. 
Interstate  Shutdown 

Interstate  Hosts,  Inc.,  operator  of  the  food  and  beverage  concessions 
at  the  Airport,  closed  down  a  majority  of  their  units  from  1:00  p.m.  on  June  20 
until  the  afternoon  of  June  25  in  a  labor  dispute.    Minimal  food  service  was 
offered  by  four  snack  bars  and,  additionally,  service  was  maintained  in  the  main 
cocktail  lounge  in  each  terminal. 
Rates  and  Charges 

A  meeting  was  held  with  representatives  of  all  carriers  to  discuss 
airport  management's  proposal  for  a  five-year  extension  of  the  existing  schedule 
of  landing  fees. 
L.A.  Airport  Plans 

Three  members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  three  staff 
members  met  with  members  of  the  Los  Angeles  Airport  Commission  for  a  review  of 
their  plans  for  expansion  and  development  on  which  a  tentative  cost  of  $500  Million, 
has  been  placed. 
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San  Bruno  Talks 

At  a  meeting  of  the  San  Bruno  City  Council  and  Airport  and  PUC  staff 
members,  agreement  in  principle  was  reached  on  the  issue  of  linking  the  Airport 
sanitary  sewage  system  with  the  sewage  disposal  plant  jointly  owned  by  the  Cities 
of  San  Bruno  and  South  San  Francisco.    This  would  utilize  excess  capacity  of  the 
two-city  plant  rather  than  expand  present  Airport  facilities. 
PAC-WCA  Merger 

The  Boards  of  Directors  of  Pacific  Air  Lines  and  West  Coast  Airlines 
announced  agreement  in  principle  on  the  merger  of  the  two  air  carriers.  The 
agreement  is  for  West  Coast  Airlines  to  be  the  surviving  corporation.    Approval  by 
stockholders  of  both  companies  and  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  will  be  required 
before  definite  action  can  be  taken. 
Weather  Broadcasts 

The  San  Francisco  Weather  Bureau  of  the  U.S.  Environmental  Science 
Services  Administration  which  is  located  at  the  Airport,  inaugurated  a  continuous 
weather  radio  broadcast  service  on  June  21.    The  FM  program  will  consist  of 
current  forecasts,  warnings  and  observational  reports  from  approximately  15  coastal 
locations  between  Big  Sur  and  Point  Arena,  including  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area. 
Airport  Visitors

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Highlights 

A  significant  milestone  in  the  history  of  San  Francisco's  water  supply  was 
reached  on  June  22,  1967  when  bids  were  received  by  the  Modesto  and  Turlock 
Irrigation  District  for  the  main  construction  contract  of  the  New  Don  Pedro 
Project.    The  low  bid,  submitted  by  the  Guy  F.  Atkinson  Company  of  South  San 
Francisco,  was  in  the  amount  of  $49,693,960.    The  engineer's  estimate  was 
$53,352,007.    The  low  bid  was  $3,658,047  below  the  estimate.    Seven  bids  up 
to  a  maximum  of  $65,387,271  were  received.    The  excellent  low  bid  received 
will  result  in  substantial  savings  to  the  City  and  the  Districts. 

After  checking  all  bids  by  utilization  of  a  computer,  the  Bechtel  Corporation 
completed  a  determination  of  the  cost  of  the  Project  to  each  agency.    The  cost 
to  each  agency  was  within  the  limits  established  in  the  Fourth  Agreement  and 
construction  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project  may  now  proceed.    Bond  sales  by  each 
agency  are  scheduled  for  August  1  and  commencement  of  construction  for  August 
28,  1967.    Completion  of  construction  will  be  in  the  summer  of  1971. 
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An  adequate  supply  of  water  for  San  Francisco  and  its  service  area  for  at  least 
the  balance  of  this  century  is  now  assured.  This  tremendous  advance  is  another 
giant  step  in  the  continuing  program  of  providing  capacity  in  advance  of  future 
needs. 

All  during  the  month  of  June  substantial  amounts  of  snowmelt  runoff  occurred 
on  the  City's  mountain  watershed.    Regulated  releases  were  made  from  all 
reservoirs  in  order  to  distribute  the  impact  on  the  lower  Tuolumne  and  San 
Joaquin  Rivers.    Hetch  H    chy,  Lake  Lloyd  and  Lake  Eleanor  Reservoirs  are  now  full  & 
spilling.    Forecasts  based  on  snow  survey  data  indicate  that  Hetch  Hetchy 
Reservoir  will  continue  to  spill  for  several  weeks.    The  amount  of  water  in 
storage  will  assure  full  power  generation  at  the  City's  powerhouses  this  winter. 

During  the  month  of  June,  Moccasin,  Dion  R.  Holm,  and  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Powerhouses 
generated  43,830,000,  104,774,000,  and  59,573,000  kilowatt-hours  respectively,  or  a. 
total  of  208,177,000  kilowatt -hours,  having  a  value  in  excess  of  $1,120,000. 

HETCH  HETCHY  ENGINEERING 

Replacement  of  Dead  End  Clamps.    Plans  and  specifications  were  completed  and

advertised  with  bids  to  be  opened  on  July  13,  1967  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract 
No.  398,  Replacement  of  Dead  End  Clamps,  Moccasin- Newark  Transmission  Line. 
The  present  clamps  are  of  1925  vintage,  and  will  be  replaced  with  modern  alu- 
minum alloy  clamps  that  are  designed  to  provide  improved  mechanical  protection 
to  the  strands  of  the  115-KV  transmission  line  conductors.    Materials  will  be 
furnished  by  the  City.  Estimated  cost  of  the  work  is  $18,500. 

Painting  of  Drum  Gates,  O'Shaughnessy  Dam.    Seven  bids  were  received  on  June 
15,  1967  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  395,  Sandblasting  and  Interior  Painting 
of  Spillway  Drum  Gates,  O'Shaughnessy  Dam.    The  low  bid  of  $14,340  was  submitted

by  the  Disheroon  Painting  Company  of  San  Jose,  California.    High  bid  was 
$27,829.    Engineer's  estimate  was  $17,000.    Award  has  been  made  to  low  bidder. 

Alterations  at  Tesla  Portal,    Two  bids  were  received  on  July  6,  1967  for 
Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  386,  Alterations  at  Tesla  Portal  and  Related  Work.

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING 

FAAP  Project  C724.    The  Project  Application  in  the  estimated  total  amount  of 
$3,150,000  for  Federal  aid  for  improvements  to  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  has  been  submitted  to  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration.    In  December, 
1966  the  FAA  tentatively  allocated  approximately  $1,300,000  towards  the  cost 
of  the  project.    It  is  anticipated  that  a  Grant  Agreement  for  a  portion  of 
this  project  will  be  executed  by  the  end  of  this  year,  and  a  Grant  Agreement 
for  the  remainder  of  the  project  will  be  executed  before  June  30,  1968. 

Heliport.    Two  construction  contracts  have  been  prepared  and  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  approval  and  advertising  upon  completion 
of  the  negotiations  with  the  Port  Authority  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  for 
the  interim  heliport  site,  north  of  the  Ferry  Building,  and  for  tenant  parking 
lot  sites  in  the  vicinity.    The  first  will  cover  reconstruction  of  the  wharf 
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area,  installation  of  appurtenant  heliport  work,  and  development  of  the  park- 
ing lots,  all  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $130,000*    The  second  will  cover  con- 
struction of  the  passenger  terminal  building,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $29,000. 

Sewage  Treatment,  A  meeting  held  on  June  26,  1967,  between  officials  of  the 
City  of  San  Bruno  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  has  improved  the  pro- 
spects for  an  early  agreement  of  a  proposed  joint  venture  with  San  Bruno  and 
South  San  Francisco  for  sewage  treatment. 

Fill  for  Extension  of  Runway  28R.    Eight  bids  were  received  on  June  15,  1967 
for  Airport  Department  Contract  No.  363,  Fill  for  Extension  of  Runway  28R. 
The  low  bid  of  $2,151,600  was  submitted  by  Piombo  Construction  Company  of 
San  Carlos,  California,  for  dry  fill  construction.    The  second  and  third  low 
bids  were  for  hydraulic  fill,  and  the  remaining  five  were  for  dry  fill.  High 
bid  was  $3,319,965.    Engineer's  estimate  was  $2,700,000. 

A  pre-award  conference  between  Piombo,  Federal  Aviation  Administration,  Office 
of  Federal  Contract  Compliance,  San  Francisco  Human  Rights  Commission,  and 
the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  was  conducted  by  the  FAA  on  June  22,  in 
connection  with  equal  employment  opportunity  requirements.    Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau  is  awaiting  FAA  concurrence  to  our  recommendation  for  award  of  con- 
tract to  Piombo. 

This  contract  is  the  last  and  largest  of  FAAP  Project  C421.    However,  the  FAA 
will  participate  only  in  approximately  half  of  the  extension;  the  remainder  will 
be  completely  financed  by  the  City, 

Improvements  to  Parking  Garage.    One  bid  was  received  on  June  15,  1967  for 
Airport  Department  Contract  No.  439,  Improvements  to  Parking  Garage.    The  bid, 
in  the  amount  of  $58,223,80,  was  rejected  as  excessive,  since  the  engineer's 
estimate  was  $37,000.    It  was  concluded  that  the  high  bid  was  due  to  com- 
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bining  four  trades  into  a  contract  which  did  not  involve  general  construction. 
The  work  will  be  re-advertised  as  four  separate  contracts.

Reservoir,  Mr.  Carr  explained  to  the  Commission  the  background  of  this 
lease. 

In  November  of  1965  the  115-acre  lease  was  amended  to  allow  a  20-acre 
portion  of  the  gravel  harvesting  25  feet  deeper  than  the  original 
lease  terms  of  15  feet,  in  order  to  form  a  lake  for  recreational 
purposes . 

Now  the  gravel  company  has  proposed  expanding  the  recreational 
project  to  the  entire  115  acres.     Mr.  Frye  said  they  studied  the 
stablization  of  Alameda  Creek,  time  schedule  and  interlocking  of  the 
gravel  harvest,  recreation  construction  work,  facilities  needed  and 
similar  factors  and  it  became  apparent  that  detailed  engineering 
plans  and  time  schedules  were  essential.     Due  to  the  costs  involved 
with  such  plans,  the  Santa  Clara  Sand  and  Gravel  Company  has  requested 
approval  in  principle  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  prior  to 
committing  themselves  to  such  expense. 

Mr.  Richard  Humphries,  Officer  of  the  Santa  Clara  Sand  and  Gravel 
Company  was  present.     He  said  the  resolution  as  written  was  agreeable 
to  his  company.     He  said  he  felt  sure  that  when  all  details  have  been 
worked  out,  it  will  be  an  attractive  recreational  facility,  something 
both  his  Company  and  the  City  would  be  proud  of. 

In  answer  to  Commission  questions,  Mra  Humphries  said  the  plan  is  to 
develop  the  areas  in  phases,  and  they  hope  to  have  something  the  publi 
can  use  within  five  years. 

Mr.  Frye  said  his  staff  has  explored  the  proposal  and  it  appears  it 
will  not  affect  the  Water  Department's  filter  galleries  at  Sunol. 
If  additional  water  were  to  be  used,  Mr.  Frye  said,  Mr.  Humphries 
has  agreed  to  buy  it.

The  Commission  questioned  Joseph  Rock,  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  Project 
Coordinator,  on  the  basics  of  this  project  and  the  division  of  the  func 
cost  of  administration,  etc.     Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  was  in 
complete  agreement  with  the  program.     He  asked  the  necessity  of  one 
instructor  for  each  ten  trainees.     He  said  he  felt  the  program  was 
basically  sound  and  he  was  anxious  to  see  it  put  into  effect,  but 
wondered  if  the  number  of  foremen  could  be  reduced  and  the  money  used 
to  augment  the  number  of  trainees.     Mr.  Rock  explained  this  was  a 
figure  arrived  at  through  experience;  that  it  was  difficult  to  train 
these  young  people  unless,  they  were  properly  supervised. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  pointed  out  that  in  the  construction  trade  the 
general  policy  was  to  hire  one  foreman  for  15  to  20  experienced  men, 
all  knowing  their  trade  thoroughly.     He  said  the  ratio  of  one  foreman 
to  ten  youths  sounded  like  a  tough  job  to  him. 

Mr.  Rock  said  the  program  can  be  instituted  30  days  after  the  author- 
ization by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
to  apply  to  the  government  for  the  project.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 
Compliance  Officer  for  Public  Utilities  Commission i 

Mr.  Carr  asked  for  the  approval  of  the  Commission,  as  a  policy  matter , 
with  the  statements  contained  in  his  letter  addressed  Clifton  Jeffers, 
Esq.,  Vice  Chairman  of  San  Francisco  NAACP  Metropolitan  Council,  dated 
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July  17,  1967,  and  authorization  to  proceed  in  accordance  therewith. 

He  said  this  letter  came  about  as  a  result  of  a  meeting  in  Mayor 
Shelley's  Office  on  July  6,  1967,  at  which  a  "Memorandum  of  Points 
on  Public  Utilities  Commission"  was  used  for  discussion  purposes. 
The  matter  related  specifically  to  the  needs  for  decisions  as  they 
might  affect  the  NAACP's  view  on  the  proposed  Airport  Bond  Issue 
scheduled  for  the  November  7  ballot. 

In  Mr.  Carr's  letter,  copies  of  which  had  previously  been  forwarded 
the  Commission  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  he  recommended 
that  he  proceed  with  William  A.  McRobbie,  Director  of  Personnel  and 
Safety,  to  prepare  the  necessary  documents  so  he  could  recommend 
the  establishment  of  a  position  of  compliance  officer  for  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  proceed  expeditiously  to  get  someone  on  the 
job  through  the  Civil  Service  Commission.     The  specific  assignment 
of  this  position  of  compliance  officer  would  be  to  check  on  the 
compliance  with  the  laws  and  ordinances  relating  to  equal  opportunities 
for  employment. 

Commissioner  White  said  it  was  his  recommendation  that  Mr.  Carr  be 
requested  to  establish  this  position  as  speedily  as  possible. 

Commissioner  Kelly  said  he  was  in  the  affirmative,  and  that  since  the 
matter  involved  social  justice  he  recommended  that  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  report  to  the  Commission  by  August  1  on  the  progres 
of  the  matters  in  the  letter. 

Commissioners  Goldman  and  Rousseau  concurred. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  would  report  to  the  Commission  on  August  1,  and  that 
he  would  like  the  letter  and  the  Memorandum  of  12  Points  made  a  part 
of  the  record  of  the  minutes. 

Commissioner  White  asked  for  a  motion  that  the  General  Manager  of  Publi 
Utilities  be  requested  to  conform  as  speedily  as  possible  with  the 
letter  of  intent  which  was  mailed  to  Mr.  Jeffers  on  July  17,  1967, 
and  that  included  therein  shall  be  the  Commission's  compliance  as  far 
as  possible  with  the  12  requests  made  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  did  not  recall  seeing  the  list  of  points. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  letter  did  not  attempt  to  answer  all  the  requests. 
He  pointed  out,  as  stated  on  page  2  of  the  letter,  some  of  the  items 
mentioned  are  responsibilities  of  the  Mayor,  others  involve  the  polici/ 
of  labor  unions,  others  would  require  action  by  air  lines;  and  that 
the  "key"  was  the  compliance  officer. 

He  said  he  would  have  a  copy  of  the  12  items  furnished  the  Commissioner 
immediately. 

Commissioner  White  said  the  action  of  the  Commission  in  approving 
the  letter  of  intent  in  no  way  binds  the  Commission  to  acceptance  of 
responsibility  for  any  of  the  requests  which  are  not  within  its 
jurisdictic  n. 

Carr  added  in  regard  to  the  other  items  mentioned  in  his  letter  he  had 
instructed  Mr.  Finn  to  set  up  the  necessary  notices  on  contract 
bidding  procedures  to  completely  publicize  the  bids  in  all  newspapers, 
especially  those  serving  minority  groups.

--Municipal  Railway  Motor  Coach  Line  No.  15 

A  request  has  been  received  for  extension  of  motor  coach  Line  No. 
15  so  as  to  operate  in  closer  proximity  to  Fisherman's  Wharf  at  the  north- 
erly terminal. 

Line  No.  15  presently  operates  north  on  Powell  Street  and  then 
around  the  square  block  to  the  east  bounded  by  Bay,  Stockton,  North  Point, 
and  Powell. 

Instead,  it  is  recommended  that  Line  No.  15  coaches  in  this  gen- 
eral area  operate  north  on  Powell,  west  on  Beach,  south  on  Taylor,  and  east 
on  Bay  to  Powell.    Terminal  lay-over  would  be  taken  on  Taylor  between  Beach 
and  North  Point. 

Checks  taken  indicate  only  a  small  amount  of  boarding  and  alighting 
at  Stockton  §  North  Point.    The  proposed  extension  would  not  only  better  serve 
Fisherman's  Wharf  but  would  be  a  useful  augmentation  of  service  provided  by 
Line  No.  59  in  the  vicinity  of  Bay  §  Taylor.    This  would  be  particularly  true 
when  there  are  unavoidable  interruptions  to  cable  car  service.    Transfer  con- 
nections would  also  be  provided  to  Line  No.  19. 

A  drawing  is  attached,  showing  the  present  and  proposed  loop.

The  rerouting  is  recommended  for  basic  schedule  trips  to  the 
northerly  terminal  of  Line  #15  from  approximately  10  a.m.  to  1  a.m.  daily, 
The  proposed  extension  can  be  negotiated  with  the  same  number  of  coaches 
which  are  now  required  on  Line  15°  and.  therefore }  no  major  change  in 
operating  cost  is  involved. 

The  City  Attorney  has  indicated  that  minor  changes  in  outer 
terminal  loops  do  not  require  the  employment  of  abandonment  proceedings. 
The  change,  as  outlined,  comes  within  that  category  and  is  recommended, 
as  a  service  improvement.

This  is  a  further  reply  to  you  supplementing  my  telephone 
conversation  concerning  the  "Memorandum  of  Points  on  Public 
Utilities  Commission "  which  was  used  for  discussion  pur- 
poses at  a  meeting  in  Mayor  Shelley's  office  with  you  and 
others  concerned  on  July  6,  1967.    The  matter  related  spe- 
cifically to  the  needs  for  decisions  as  they  might  affect 
your  views  on  the  proposed  $98  million  Airport  Bond  Issue 
scheduled  for  the  November  7  ballot. 

With  you,  I  agree  the  most  practical  approach  to  solving 
several  problems  is  the  appointment  of  a  compliance  officer 
for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  whose  specific  assign- 
ment will  be  a  check  on  compliance  with  the  laws  and  ordin- 
ances relating  to  equal  opportunities  of  employment.  Some 
of  the  things  you  and  I  have  discussed,  and  certain  of  the 
twelve  points  contained  in  the  memorandum  of  July  6,  can  be 
solved  only  with  an  aggressive  compliance  officer. 

You  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  I  have  already  directed 
Mr.  William  A.  McRobbie,  Director  of  Personnel  and  Safety, 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  to  prepare  the  necessary  docu- 
ments so  that  I  can  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  posi- 
tion of  compliance  officer  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
to  the  Commission,  and  proceed  expeditiously  to  get  someone 
on  the  job  through  the  Civil  Service  procedure.

When  such  an  officer  was  discussed  last  year  it  was  felt 
that  he  should  be  appointed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Human  Rights  Commission  and  work  on  all  such  problems  in 
the  City,  It  is  obvious  that  the  magnitude  and  scope  of 
the  activities  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  justify 
a  compliance  officer  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
responsibilities  alone. 

You  will  recall  that  Mayor  John  F.  Shelley  and  Thomas  P. 
White,  President  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  at  the 
July  6  meeting,  agreed  that  we  should  proceed  now  with  the 
establishment  of  the  compliance  officer  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Bureau  of  Personnel  and  Safety  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission. 

It  is  my  firm  belief  that  the  request  you  made  concerning 
advertising  and  bidding  for  contracts  (Item  8)  is  also  some- 
thing that  we  can  solve  in  a  very  short  time.    Although  the 
City  Charter  requires  public  competition  on  bids,  it  is  my 
understanding  there  has  been  in  your  opinion  a  failure  to 
completely  publicize  the  bids  in  all  newspapers,  especially 
those  that  are  serving  minority  groups.     I  have  directed 
Mr.  James  J.  Finn,  Assistant  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  for  Administrative  Affairs,  to  set  up  the  necess- 
ary notices  on  bidding  procedures  to  accomplish  this  objec- 
tive.   Again,  this  is  something  that  a  compliance  officer 
can  be  helpful  on  when  that  position  is  established. 

Regarding  paragraphs  2  and  3s     Pending  the  establishment  of 
the  compliance  officer  position  I  am  requesting  Mr.  McRobbie 
to  work  with  Airport  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  toward  the  end 
that  the  percentage  of  non-managerial  positions  at  the  Air- 
port will  more  adequately  reflect  the  percentage  of  racial 
minority  groups  in  San  Francisco.    We  are  immediately  in- 
itiating what  I  think  will  be  meaningful  discussions  with 
Interstate  Hosts  and  other  Airport  concessionaires.     You  and 
your  colleagues  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  I  have  already 
had  an  opportunity  to  speak  to  representatives  of  air  lines 
and  others  involved,  and  have  urged  there  be  an  objective 
approach  to  these  problems. 

Some  of  the  items  you  mentioned  are  responsibilities  of  the 
Mayor,  others  involve  the  policies  of  labor  unions,  others 
would  require  action  by  air  lines,  and  you  will  hear  from 
me  again  fairly  soon  on  other  items  in  the  memorandum.

We  the  undersigned  citizens  of  San  Francisco  submit  the  following 
statement  with  respect  to  our  position  on  the  proposed  airport  bond 
issue: 

1.  We  recognise  the  importance  of  expanding  the  facilities  at 
San  Francisco  Airport  to  meet  aviation  demands  of  the  multi- 
passenger  and  supersonic  jet  age. 

2.  We  know  that  there  are  many  Negro  persons  employed  at  San 
Francisco  Airport ,  however,  we  do  not  consider  the  employment 
picture  in  any  sense  representative  and  we  call  for  meaningful 
improvement  in  the  same. 

We  are,  therefore,  prepared  to  vigoroxisly  oppose  the  bond  issue  and 
will  support  the  same  only  if  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

1.  That  a  Negro  person  be  appointed  to  the  next  vacancy  on  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission.  , 

2.  That  all  future  vacancies  in  the  work  force  of  International 
Hosts  and  all  other  airport  concessionaires  be  filled  by  members 
of  racial  minority  groups  until  the  percentage  of  racial 
minority  employees  in  all  non-managerial  positions  approximates 
their  percentages  to  the  total  San  Francisco  population,  in  each 
job  category, 

3.  That  International  Hosts- and  all  other  airport  concessionaires 
commit  themselves  to  a  positive  program  of  upgrading  members  of 
racial  minority  groups  in  all  job  categories working  with  the 
Human  Rights  Commission  to  achieve  this  end.    We  shall- certainly 
review  their  performance  at  the  time  the  next  capital  improve- 
ment item  is  proposed  for  submission  to  the  voters.

4.  Before  granting  a  concession  to  be  operated  on  airport  property, 
assure  that  the  employment  practices  of  the  prospective  con- 
cessionaire are  consistent  with  the  provisions  set  forth  in  2  and 
3  above. 

5.  That  the  Human  Rights  Commission,,  the  Building  Trades  and  Employer 
representatives  under  the  Mayor's  leadership  initiate  immediately 
and  continue  to  maintain  a  pre-apprenticeship  and  apprenticeship 
programs  in  all  of  the  construction  trades,  reasonably  designed  to 
train  minority  group  persons  in  numbers  approximating  12%  of  the 
total  number  of  jobs  which  can  be  reasonably  anticipated  that  the 
construction  work  at  the  airport  will  produce,  in  each  job  category. 
We  further  insist  that  the  aforementioned  parties  commit  themselves 
to  continue  such  a  program  as  to  each  capital  improvement  measure 
submitted  to  the  voters  in  the  future. 

We  should  point  out  that  our  sad  experience  with  BART  has  led  us 
to  conclude  that  such- commitments  must  be  received  prior  to  our 
supporting  any  bond  issues  for  capital  expenditures  and  this  position 
we  intend  to  maintain  from  this  point  forward. 

6.  The  allowable  ratio  of  apprentices  to  journeymen  as  determined  by 
the  Joint  Apprenticeship  Council  of  the  State  of  California  be 
maintained  in  all  job  classifications  during  the  construction  of 
these  projects. 

7.  On-the-job  training  programs  be  established  in  all  job  classifica- 
tions in  the  construction  phase,  fully  utilizing  federal  funds 
available  through  the  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity  and  other 
sources. 

8.  Procedures  for  bidding  on  contracts  and  subcontracts  in  connection 
with  the  construction  resulting  from  the  passage  of  the  bond  issue 
be  clearly  spelled  out  and  thoroughly  distributed  in  the  Negro  and 
other  ethnic  minority  communities  accompanied  with  a  program  of 
affirmative  action  in  recruiting  bids  from  ethnic  minority  group . 
contractors  and  subcontractors. 

9.  That  the  extended  facilities  at  San  Francisco  Airport  contain  a 
restaurant  with  a  southern  decor,  Negro  owned  and  operated. 

10.  That  a  compliance  officer  be  added  to  the  staff  of  the  PUC  to  see 
that  non-discrimination  and  a  positive  program  of  job  integration 
and  upgrading  be  practiced  in  all  activities  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  PUC,  including  persons  holding  contracts  with  PUC. 

11.  That  the  sky-cap  concession  be  returned  to  Negro  ownership  as  soon 
as  the  present  contract  expires. 

12.  That  no  person  who  has  been  notoriously  and  persistently  Anti-Negro 
in  his  or  her  public  posture  be  hired  on  the  staff  of  the  airport 
bond  issue  campaign  or  in  any  similar  campaign.

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REVENUES  AND  EXPENDITURES 

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  fiscal  year  1966-1967  was  2.60%  more  than  for  last 
year.    Total  revenues  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1966,  through  June  30,  1967,  were 
$1,092,732  more  than  budget  estimates,  and  total  expenditures  during  the  same  period 
were  approximately  $355,000  less  than  budget  estimates.

SUBMERSIBLE  PUMP- -INNER  CALIFORNIA  STREET  CABLE  CAR  TERMINAL 

During  the  rainy  season  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  water  flooding  the 
sheave  pit  at  the  inner  terminal  of  the  California  Street  cable  car  line  at  Drumm 
§  Market. 

A  new  3-inch  5 -horsepower  submersible  pump  has  been  installed  at  that  point,  to- 
gether with  a  new  3-inch  discharge  line  and  the  necessary  electrical  controls. 
This  installation  should  reduce  the  necessity  for  calling  out  emergency  crews 
during  the  winter  months  for  work  at  the  sheave  pit  and  result  in  lesser  overtime 
costs . 


CABLE  CAR  TRACK- -CA LI  FORM A  STREET 

As  indicated  in  last  month's  report,  the  inside  rail  of  the  outbound  cable  car 
track  on  California  Street  between  Drumm  and  Davis  had  shifted  slightly.  After 
installing  a  new  rail  in  the  critical  area,  the  situation  improved  for  a  period; 
but  difficulty  was  again  experienced  when  there  was  a  further  shifting  of  the  rail. 

Track  Division  crews  have  been  working  almost  continuously  on  this  section  of 
track.    There  has  been  extensive  welding  and  reinforcement  of  yokes,  as  well  as 
tieing  the  inside  yoke  structures  of  the  inbound  and  outbound  rails  together  with 
steel  bars.    The  new  bars  are  holding  the  rail  in  proper  position  to  date. 


MASON  LINE  CABLE 

A  new  Mason  line  cable  was  installed  to  replace  the  existing  cable  which  stranded 
on  July  20,  1967.    The  stranded  section  was  1800  feet.    This  cable  had  also  suf- 
fered previous  damage.     It  was  used  for  a  55 -day  period,  whereas  the  normal  life 
is  180  days.     It  will,  however,  be  possible  to  use  pieces  of  this  cable  in  re- 
pairing other  cables  from  time  to  time.

FUEL  TANK  PROJECT 

The  relining  of  the  inside  of  one  cf  the  large  diesel  fuel  tanks  at  Ocean  Division 
has  been  completed.    The  tank  is  now  back  in  normal  service. 


SERVICE  AND  ROUTING  CHANGES- -HAIGHT-ASHBURY  DISTRICT 
Lines  71-72 

Following  authorization  bv  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  concurrence  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  Lines  71  and  72  were  rerouted  in  the  Haight-Ashbury  District 
starting  Friday,  July  7,  1967.    The  rerouting  applies  to  all  hours  and  days  of 
operation,  whereas  the  previous  rerouting  authorized  by  the  Commission  was  employed 
Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  holidays  only. 

Outbound  coaches  on  these  lines  now  uniformly  operate  via  Haight,  Broderick,  Page, 
Shrader,  and  Frederick  to  Stanyan.    The  inbound  route  from  Stanyan  is  via  Freder- 
ick, Cole,  Waller,  and  Masonic  to  Haight . 

An  initial  inbound  weekday  check  indicates  a  considerable  improvement  in  running 
time.    Whereas  coaches  previously  averaged  from  5-1/2  to  7-1/2  minutes  over  run- 
ning time  in  the  area  involved  between  3*00  p.m.  and  6-00  p.m.,  the  new  check 
indicates  that  the  coaches  are  operating  within  one  to  2-1/2  minutes  of  scheduled 
running  time. 

Additional  checks  are  being  taken  for  submission  of  a  more  detailed  report. 


While  Line  43  coaches  on  weekdays  operate  along  Haight  Street  only  for  a  rela- 
tively short  distance,  delay  has,  nevertheless,  caused  considerable  disruption  to 
schedules  resulting  in  irregularity  of  service. 

It  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  prepare  new  weekday  schedules  for  Line  No.  43  to 
provide  additional  round-trip  time.    This  was  accomplished  by  adjusting  headways. 
The  change  was  effected  July  5,  1967,  and  has  resulted  in  improved  adherence  to 
schedules . 


LINE  30 -EXPRESS  MOTOR  TERMINAL  LOOP 

Following  authorization  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  a  revision  in  the  route 
of  the  northerly  terminal  loop  for  Line  No.  30-Express  coaches  was  effected  July 
July  12,  1967. 

Instead  of  operating  via  Chestnut,  Broderick,  Jefferson,  and  Divisadero  to  Chest- 
nut, Line  No.  30-Express  coaches  now  operate  via  Chestnut,  Broderick,  Beach,  Scott, 
North  Point,  and  Divisadero  to  Chestnut --with  terminal  layover  being  taken  on  Beach 
between  Divisadero  and  Scott.    This  separates  the  motor  coach  express  terminal  from 
the  trolley  coach  terminal  for  Line  No.  30  and  reduces  the  number  of  coaches  con- 
gregating at  one  point  for  terminal  layover. 


Line  43 
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TEMPORARY  REROUTING  — LINE  NO.  11 

As  related  to  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  construction  on  Mission  Street,  it  became 
necessary  for  other  City  departments  to  designate  21st  Street ,  22nd  Street,  and 
23rd  Street  as  one-way  streets  between  Valencia  and  South  Van  Ness. 

This,  in  turn,  required  the  rerouting  of  Line  No.  11  coaches  southbound  only  via 
South  Van  Ness,  21st  Street,  and  Valencia  to  22nd.  The  previous  temporary  route 
had  been  via  South  Van  Ness,  20th,  Mission,  and  22nd  Street  to  Valencia. 

The  turn-back  loop  used  nights  and  Sundays  is  via  22nd  Street,  Mission,  20th, 
Folsom,  21st,  and  Valencia  to  22nd. 


TEMPORARY  ROUTE- -LINE  NO.  86 

As  related  to  BART  construction  projects  and  in  cooperation  with  merchants  in  the 
Mission  District,  a  minor  temporary  change  has  been  made  in  the  route  for  Line  No. 
86,  Mission  Shoppers'  Shuttle  coaches,  commencing  July  7,  1967.    As  revised,  these 
coaches  operate  from  Army  §  Mission  via  Army,  Valencia,  22nd,  Mission,  17th, 
Valencia,  and  14th--and  returning  via  14th,  South  Van  Ness,  17th,  Mission,  22nd, 
Capp,  26th,  and  Mission  to  Army.    This  permits  operating  the  shuttle  line  in  a 
little  closer  proximity  to  places  of  business  along  the  Mission  "Miracle  Mile." 


LINE  NO.  21  SERVICE  ADJUSTMENT 

Due  to  increased  summer  school  enrollment  at  the  John  Adams  Adult  School,  located 
at  Hayes  §  Ashbury,  two  additional  morning  peak  trips  are  being  operated  outbound 
on  Line  No.  21  from  July  5  to  August  11,  1967. 

JULY  4  FIREWORKS  DISPLAY— CANDLESTICK  PARK 


Special  schedules  were  prepared  to  provide  direct  service  via  Line  No.  15  to 
Candlestick  Park  for  the  fireworks  display  on  the  evening  of  July  4.  Additionally, 
shuttle  coaches  were  operated  between  3rd  £  Oilman  and  Candlestick  Park.  The 
regular  thirty-cent  fare  schedule  applying  to  Candlestick  Park  service  was  em- 
ployed. 

Twenty-eight  coaches  were  used  following  dismissal  at  9:40  p.m. 

The  net  results  appeared  to  be  an  improvement  over  the  previous  arrangement  when 
the  fireworks  display  was  conducted  in  the  Marina  District. 


A  letter  was  received  from  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  commending  the  service  pro- 
vided by  the  Municipal  Railway  for  the  special  event  at  Candlestick  Park. 
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BART  CONSTRUCTION  PROJECTS --MARKET  STREET 

BART  construction  projects  along  Market  Street  will  necessitate  rerouting  of 
Municipal  Railway  lines  from  time  to  time  and  particularly  those  where  turning 
movements  are  involved  in  the  vicinity  of  rapid  transit  station  areas.  Informa- 
tion has  been  received  that  turning  movements  for  coaches  on  Lines  15  and  42  will 
be  precluded  in  the  vicinity  of  Montgomery  §  Market  commencing  July  23,  1967. 

Plans  are,  therefore,  being  made  to  reroute  southbound  coaches  from  northerly 
Line  No.  15  terminals  via  Montgomery,  Bush,  First,  and  Howard  to  2nd- -and  south- 
bound coaches  from  northerly  Line  No.  42  terminals  directly  via  Battery,  First, 
and  Howard  to  2nd. 

Work  is  in  Droqress  on  other  changes  which  will  be  required. 
CABLE  CAR  BELL  RINGING  CONTEST 

The  cable  car  bell  ringing  contest  this  year  was  a  festive  event.  Preliminary 
trials  were  conducted  for  gripmen  on  June  30  and  for  celebrities  on  July  10  at 
the  cable  car  barn.    The  finals  were  conducted  at  Union  Square  at  noon  on  July  11. 
Paul  Speegle  was  Master  of  Ceremonies,  and  the  attendance  was  estimated  at  3000. 
Professional  entertainment  was  provided  by  the  Sammy  Blank  trio,  the  Hyde  Street 
Four,  and  Vaughn  Meader.    Audie  Goodman  was  selected  as  champion  in  the  celebrity 
group,  and  he  represented  Paula  Kelly  and  the  Modernaires.    Gripman  Alvertis  Davison 
proved  to  be  a  very  popular  choice  as  World's  Champion  Cable  Car  Bell  Ringer.  Also 
attending  the  events  were  Mrs.  Hans  Klussmann,  who  is  well  known  for  her  interest 
in  cable  cars,  and  a  number  of  distinguished  civic  leaders  and  representatives  of 
City  government.    Mr.  James  K.  Carr,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  intro- 
duced Commissioner  James  T.  Ramey  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  and  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Interior  Frank  C.  di  Luzio,  who  were  present  on 
July  10. 


MUNI  MAN  OF  THE  MONTH 

Operator  William  J.  Smith,  Cap  494,  became  the  192nd  Muni  Man  of  the  Month  at  cere- 
monies conducted  at  Potrero  Division  on  June  30,  1967.    Mr.  Thomas  P.  White,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  presented  the  Certificate  of  Merit  to 
Operator  Smith.    Supervisor  Kevin  O'Shea  was  a  guest  of  honor.    Mr.  Edward  Coleman, 
president  of  the  carmen's  union,  made  some  excellent  comments  on  the  necessity  for 
courtesy  and  good  public  relations  on  the  part  of  operators  in  their  contacts  with 
the  public. 
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TRANSIT  BRIEFS 

VANCOUVER,  B.C.  -  Sixty-five  percent  of  transit  vehicle  users  in  Vancouver 
own  a  car  and  13  percent  of  these  have  more  than  one  car  in  the  household. 
The  average  rider  is  exposed  to  transportation  advertising  for  49  minutes 
each  day  as  he  travels.    Transit  riders  shop  more  than  non-riders  and 
about  half  the  freguent  riders  (those  who  ride  10  or  more  days  each  month) 
and  infreguent  riders  visit  at  least  one  store  per  weekday.    These  are 
some  of  the  conclusions  drawn  from  a  transportation  advertising  study 
carried  out  by  Canadian  Facts  on  behalf  of  Canadian  Car  and  Bus  Advertisina. 

OAKLAND,  CALIFORNIA    -  A I ameda-Contra  Costa  Transit  District  is  now  operating 
under  a  new,  three-year  labor  contract  after  workers  accepted  a  district  offer 
which  included  a  60-cent  hourly  wage  boost,  a  cost  of  livinq  allowance  and 
increased  fringe  benefits.    Under  the  new  scale,  the  hourly  rate  for  drivers 
jumped  from  $3.31  an  hour  to  $3.51,  an  increase  of  over  six  percent.  Along 
with  improved  fringe  benefits,  the  contract  included  the  district's  first 
cost  of  living  allowance.    The  allowance  will  consist  of  one  cent  per  hour 
for  each  half  point  of  change  in  the  United  States  Consumer  Price  Index 
for  the  calendar  year  of  1968  and  will  be  computed  semi=annual I y. 

DALLAS,  TEXAS  -  An  unusual  30-day  civic  promotion  designed  to  win  new  patrons 
for  the  Dallas  Transit  System  has  been  concluded  successfully,  it  was 
announced.    Pivotal  feature  of  the  novel  campaign  was  a  $10,000  cash  and 
merchandise  prize  contest  dubbed  the  "Hold  the  Bus'"  Sweepstakes,  which  drew 
nearly  150,000  entries.    The  unigue  community  effort  was  spearheaded  by 
the  Dallas  Advertising  League  which,  in  collaboration  with  the  Dallas  Chamber 
of  Commerce ,- formed  a  Citizens'  Committee  for  Transit  Progress  to  sponsor  the 
campaign.    Officials  of  leading  local  business  firms  signed  pledges  to 
purchase  blocks  of  special  transit  tickets,  each  good  for  a  roundtrip  ride 
on  any  DTS  line  and  agreed  to  distribute  them  free  to  their  employees. 
Attached  to  each  ticket  was  a  "Hold  the  Bus"  Sweepstakes  entry  blank. 
Proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  special  bus  tickets,  plus  a  contribution  from 
an  anonymous  sponsor,  offset  the  cost  of  the  sweepstakes  prizes  and  expenditures 
for  advertising  and  promoting  the  project. 

LAS  VEGAS,  NEV.  -  Las  Vegas  Transit  System,   Inc.,  has  applied  to  the  Public 
Service  Commission  for  authority  to  effect  certain  bus  route  chanqes  and 
also  to  make  certain  changes  in  bus  fares.

There  will  be  no  additional  charges  for  zones 
as  zoning  is  amended  by  the  tariffs.    At  present  a  charge  of  five  cents  is 
applied  to  each  zone  charge. 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  -  Would  you  believe  three  hours  travel  time  between  Washington 
and  New  York  City  and  never  leaving  the  ground  at  that?     It  may  be  possible, 
Dr.  Robert  Nelson,  director  of  the  office  of  high  speed  ground  transportation, 
has  stated  following  a  test  run  of  a  four-car  experimental  train  which  flashed 
through  the  New  Jersey  countryside  recently.    He  believes  the  train  when 
perfected  for  the  Wash i ngton-to-New  York  run  will  make  the  total  elapsed 
time  from  downtown  to  downtown  comparable  to  air  line  schedules,  including 
travel  time  to  and  from  airports.    Under  the  watchful  eye  of  the  Department 
of  Transportation,  the  first  public  test  of  the  one  million  dollar  train 
was  rated  "an  ungual  if ied  success."    At  peak  of  the  speed  run,  the  train's 
speedometer  showed   154  miles  an  hour,  but  electronic  measuring  equipment 
aboard  the  train,  a  veritable  rolling  laboratory,  recorded  the  top  speed 
on  the  16  minute  run  at  156  miles  per  hour. 

NORTHAMPTON ,  ENGLAND  -  Britain's  first  "buses-only"  road  will  be  built  at 
Northampton  if  the  aovernment  approves  a  plan  to  redesign  the  central  area 
of  the  town.     Consultants  are  proposing  a  24  foot  wide  segregated  public 
transport  road  which  would  rinn  the  central  area.

Corporation,  contractor,  under  HHWS  Contract  No.  331 — Furnishing  and 
Install  of  Synchronous  Generator-:  for  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Powerhouse. 
Public  Utilities  Counsel,  William  F,  Hourne,  explained  this  agreement 
will  allow  final  payment  to  the  contractor  while  reserving 
rights  for  each  party  in  the  matter  of  disputes  over  the  various  sums 
claimed  by  the  contractor  and  the  City.     Contractor  has  filed  a  claim 
against  City  for  damages  in  the  sum  of  $78,668  for  breach  of  contract, 
and  has  asserted  a  further  claim  for  damages  in  the  sum  of  $21,725.17 
against  City  for  breach  of  contract.     City  has  claimed  liquidated 
damages  in  sum  of  $9,790  against  contractor  for  failure  to  have  the 
generators  ready  for  commercial  operation  within  the  time  specified. 

Commissioner  White  asked  Oral  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy 
Project,  as  to  the  establishment  by  Ets-Hokin  of  a  warehouse  with  a 
stock  of  foreign  replacement  parts  readily  available  for  use  in

connection  with  this  project.     This  was  agreed  by  Jeremy  Ets-Hokin  at 
the  time  of  the  award  of  the  contract,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  certain 
of  the  materials,  i.e.  generators,  were  being  manufactured  in  Japan. 

Mr.  Moore  said  this  has  been  the  subject  of  some  discussion  with  the 
contractor,  who  assures  him  now  he  has  a  supply  of  those  parts  which 
because  of  their  nature  are  not  easily  available  in  this  country. 

He  said  further  that  the  generators  were  designed  with  metric  system 
parts,  but  at  the  time  of  manufacture  the  supplier  was  prevailed  upon 
to  change  to  U.S.  Standards — ASA  threads,  machine  bolts,  pipe  threads, 
etc.     By  overcoming  this  problem  the  need  for  a  large  stock  in  this 
country  of  separate  parts  was  eliminated,  said  Mr.  Moore.     The  only 
components  built  to  metric  standards  are  minor  parts  which  are  sealed 
into  units. 

Commissioner  White  said  he  felt  the  fact  that  the  manufacturer  was 
prevailed  upon  to  change  from  the  metric  system  to  American  standards 
did  not  in  fact  release  Ets-Hokin  from  the  voluntary  statement  made 
at  the  time  of  the  award,  and  the  assumption  that  those  parts  may  or 
may  not  be  necessary  should  not  relieve  Ets-Hokin  from  providing  the 
$5,000  to  $10,000  stockpile  of  these  parts.     This  may  be  a  point  to 
negotiate,  he  said. 

Commissioner  Stack  said  in  his  opinion,  in  view  of  the  adjustment  in 
measurements  from  metric  to  ASA,  if  City  is  going  to  require  the 
stockpile  of  parts  the  other  party  should  be  entitled  to  his  say. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
to  clear  up  administratively  and  report  back  to  the  Commission  whether 
it  is  now  necessary  for  Ets-Hokin  to  establish  the  stockpile  pointing 
out,  it  can  be  a  subject  for  negotiation.

AD  Calendar  Item  No.  3,  completion  of  AD  Contract  No.   382 — Demolition 
and  removal  of  obstructions,  Runway  10R  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport,  was  put  over  for  two  weeks. 

The  Department  recommended  the  assessment  of  $3,200  liquidated  damages 
for  32  calendar  days  of  avoidable  delay  to  complete  the  work  under 
Stage  III  of  the  contract.     Matthew  Koppel,  attorney  for  the  contractor 
National  Demolition  Corporation,  appeared  to  protest  the  liquidated 
damages,  claiming  the  assessment  was  not  only  inequitable  under  the* 
circumstances,  but  also  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  law  in  this 
type  of  case.     He  claimed  the  contract  was  delayed  some  four  or  five 
months  before  his  client  was  allowed  to  proceed  with  phase  three  due 
to  the  fact  the  tenant  had  not  removed  himself  from  the  premises, 
and  when  the  order  was  finally  received  to  go  ahead,  during  the 
month  of  March,  the  weather  was  very  severe,  which  forestalled  the 
work.     He  claimed  the  work  order  called  for  commencement  in  approxi- 
mately October  1966,  and  through  no  fault  of  the  contractor,  he  was  not 
allowed  to  proceed  until  March  1967. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  and 
Public  Utilities  Counsel  for  a  written  opinion  as  to  legalities 
involved.

Commissioner  White  said  it  becoms  incumbent  upon  every  contractor  who 
seeks  a  copy  of  the  30b  specifications  to  see  that  those  labor  unions  oj 
associations  that  he  is  going  to  use  as  sources  of  labor  can  supply  him 
with  the  labor  necessary  to  allow  him  to  complete  the  work  called  for 
by  the  specifications. 
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In  further  reply  to  Commissioner  Goldman,  Commissioner  White  pointed 
out  that  certain  unions  have  elected  to  take  in  minority  members  in 
other  counties.    This  was  not  said  in  criticism  of  San  Francisco 
Unions  or  in  praise  of  locals  elsewhere,  according  to  Commissioner 
White,  but  just  a  recital  of  fact.     Under  certain  circumstances  local 
unions  might  grant  waivers  for  employers  to  import  qualified 
minority  craftsmen  from  other  counties. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  the  Contract  Compliance  Officer  has  the 
authority  to  enforce  his  judgment  in  a  particular  area  without  the 
matter  being  referred  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne  said  no,  that  the  Contract  Compliance 
Officer  will  do  such  things  that  the  Commission,  through  the  General

Another  report  will  be  complied  in  a  short  while  to  deter- 
mine what  improvement  has  been  made. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  this  matter  has  been  troubling  him  for 
some  time  -  not  only  the  circumstance  of  the  accidents  but  the  amount 
of  damage.     $1,200,000  has  been  the  amount  City  has  paid  out  in 
Municipal  Railway  claims  the  past  year.     He  said  he  has  met  with 
Mr.  McRobbie  and  others  more  expertise  in  the  field?  they  are  now 
in  the  process  of  pinpointing  the  various  areas  of  accidents.     One  of 
the  most  critical  is  the  railway  express  attitude  of  many  drivers 
so  that  they  will  have  less  responsibility  for  picking  up  passengers 
along  the  way.     Another  is  trying  to  beat  signals,  he  said. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  in  order  to  try  to  prevent  rather  than 
simply  control,  arrangements  are  being  made,  and  he  is  personally 
involved  in  doing  this,  to  provide  a  competitive  facility  to  en- 
courage the  drivers  to  watch  more  closely  what  they  are  doing  in 
order  to  reduce  accidents — not  only  a  trophy  is  being  arranged,  but 
cash  prizes  awarded  in  order  to  induce  greater  safety  concern./

HIGHLIGHTS 

Production  from  Alameda  and  Peninsula  watersheds  reached 
an  all  time  high  of  102  MGD  average  for  the  fiscal  year. 

The  "wettest  June  ever"  storm  of  June  1-2  caused  San 
Andreas  reservoir  and  Crystal  Springs  dam  to  spill. 

Leak  surveys  of  water  mains  resulted  in  an  annual  dollar 
saving  of  approximately  $[{.0,750. 


WATER  CONDITIONS 

Precipitation  on  the  local  watersheds  for  the  12-month 
rainfall  season  varied  from  an  average  of  123^  of  normal  at  the 
five  Peninsula  rain  gaging  stations  to  139%  of  normal  at  the 
Alameda  gaging  station.     Only  the  1957-5&  and  1951-52  seasons 
had  more  rain  during  the  last  25  years. 

The  total  amount  of  runoff  from  the  local  watersheds 
which  was  stored  and/or  diverted  into  the  system  for  consumption 
was  102  MGD  average  for  this  fiscal  year,   exclusive  of  produc- 
tion from  the  Sunol  filter  galleries.     This  sets  a  new  high  for 
production  since  1925  when  Calaveras  Dam  was  completed.  The 
average  production  for  the  past  30  years  is  about  50  MGD. 

The  "wettest  June  ever"  storm  of  June  1-2  caused  San 
Andreas  reservoir  to  fill  and  spill  on  June  2;  the  spill  ceased 
on  June  5«     The  spill  averaged  less  than  one  inch  over  the 
spillway  and  was  of  no  significant  amount. 

Continuing  runoff  from  subsequent  rainfall  caused 
Crystal  Springs  Dam  to  spill  approximately  106  million  gallons 
from  June  15  to  June  19 •

Water  was  transported  from  Hetch  Hetchy  sources  at  an  average 
rate  of  199.5  MGD  during  June,  and  the  draft  of  Calaveras  water 
through  Sunol  Valley  Filtration  Plant  averaged  60.3  MGD, 


WATER  QUALITY 

Bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  in  Peninsula  reser- 
voirs remained  good  throughout  the  month  of  June,  Consequently, 
chlorine  dosage  remained  unchanged  at  both  San  Andreas  and 
Crystal  Springs  stations.     Quality  of  all  treated  water  remained 
within  bacteriological  limits  of  the  U.  S,  Public  Health  Drinking 
Water  Standards. 

A  total  of  37*520  pounds  of  copper  sulfate  was  used  to 
treat  the  Peninsula  lakes  for  the  control  of  algae  growth. 

No  programmed  area  flushing  was  accomplished  during  the 
month  of  June  due  to  the  continued  illness  of  the  Gateman 
assigned  to  this  program.     However,  23  individual  spot  flushing 
operations  were  carried  out.     Eleven  of  these  were  regular 
operations  to  prevent  dirty-  water  conditions  and  twelve  were  to 
overcome  reported  dirty  vra^sr  conditions. 

BAY  AREA  RAPID  TRANSIT 

Work  on  plans  has  been  started  for  certain  main  pipe 
modifications  necessitated  by  BARTD  construction  near  California 
and  Market  Streets  and  at  Santa  Rosa  Avenue  near  Cayuga  Street, 
The  work  will  be  paid  for  by  BARTD  and  incorporated  in  their 
contracts  subject  to  Water  Department  approval  and  inspection. 

Field  prospecting  and  investigation  is  being  conducted  for 
construction  plans  of  the  St.  Francis  Circle  as  requested  by  BARTD. 

Work  was  started  by  the  BARTD  contractor  on  the  Montgomery 
Street  Station  and  Civic  Center  Station. 

Temporary  mains  were  installed  adjacent  to  the  l6th  Street 
Station,  2[j.th  Street  Station,  and  2ij.th  Street  Crossover  Structure. 

RADIO  EQUIPMENT 

The  installation  of  the  radio  equipment  for  the  second 
frequency  base  station  at  Bernal  Heights  was  completed.  In 
addition,  the  mobile  radios  in  the  two  Claims  Division  and  two 
Commercial  Division  vehicles  were  converted  to  the  new  frequency. 
The  console  at  the  Corporation  Yard  will  be  installed  in  July. 

FINANCE 

For  the  fiscal  year  1966-67,  collections  from  the  sale 
of  water  totaled  $18,916,870  which  is  $602,755  greater  than 
collections  for  the  previous  year. 
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Net  paying  sales  of  water  for  the  fiscal  year  1966-67 
amounted  to  $19,067,228  -  an  increase  of  $908,272  over  net  paying 
sales  for  the  previous  year. 

SERVICE  RENEWALS 

During  the  month  of  June,  552  service  renewals  were 
completed.    This  brings  the  total  for  the  fiscal  year  1966-67 
to  6,326. 

CONTRACTS 

Bid  calls  were  authorized  for  four  contracts;  five  con- 
tracts were  awarded;  eight  contracts  were  certified;  and  six 
contracts  were  ready  for  advertising. 

WASTE  WATER  SURVEY 

Pitometer  Associates  report  of  Waste  Water  Survey  within 
Section  6  of  the  distribution  system  shows  a  total  of  88  under- 
ground leaks  located.     These  leaks  were  repaired,  resulting  in 
an  estimated  saving  of  685,000  gallons  of  water  per  day.  The 
annual  dollar  savings  at  minimum  rates  for  water  will  approximate 
$i|0,750.00. 

MEETINGS 

On  June  28,  the  General  Manager  of  the  Department  and  the 
Assistant  General  Manager,  Administrative,  Public  Utilities,  met 
with  members  of  the  Associated  Sportsmen  of  California  The 
discussion  was  about  recreational  potentials  in  the  Calaveras 
Area.     The  Association  desires  to  work  with  us  when  our  land 
management  study  is  completed. 

On  June  29,  Mr.  Frye  and  staff  members  attended  an  affair 
sponsored  by  the  Regional  Services  Committee,  at  Pilarcitos,  at 
which  representatives  of  various  news  media  were  guests.

Progress  Report  on  Plans  for  the  Restoration  of  Market 
Street,  between  the  Embarcadero  and  the  Central  Freeway, 
presented  by  the  Mayor's  Technical  Advisory  Committee 

Mr.  Carr  Said  the  report  to  be  presented  by  Edward  I.  Murphy.  * 
Assistant  Director  of  Planning  Project  Manager  of  City's  Transit  Task 
Force  nad  been  reviewed  by  the  Municipal  Railway  staff  consisting  of 
Wesley  R.  Mason,  Transportation  Superintendent;  Frank  J.  Scheifler, 
Assistant  Transportation  Superintendent;  and  Maurice  F.  Ittig,  Jr., 
Transit  Traffic  Superintendent.    Their  recommendations  for  changes 
were  relatively  minor,  and  most  have  been  settled,  said  Mr.  Carr. 

Mr.  Murphy  introducted  the  jointventure  of  Mario  J.  Ciampi  &  Associates 
and  John  Carl  Warnecke  &  Associates,  to  present  the  report.  Mr. 
Murphy  pointed  out  this  was  a  progress  report,  and  no  action  was  re- 
quested of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  at  this  time;  however,  they 
would  be  coming  to  the  Commission  in  late  September  or  October  with 
a  firm  recommendation  for  action.    He  said  the  same  progress  report 
was  submitted  yesterday  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  will  be 
presented  to  the  Planning  Commission,  and  the  Art  Commission,  and 
various  civic  organizations,  seeking  reactions.    They  will  take  all 
reactions  and  attempt  to  include  them  in  the  best  planning  so  they 
can  resolve  any  conflicts. 

Commissioner  White  asked  if  funds  were  available  for  this  work.  Mr. 
Murphy  said  this  is  the  planning  stage;  now  is  the  time  to  make  bold 
plans  for  Market  Street.    If  it  is  not  done  now,  San  Francisco  will 
never  have  it.     In  the  September  report  cost  will  be  estimated.  He 
said  the  money  is  not  available  at  the  present  time. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  who  must  make  the  money  available.  Mr. 
Murphy  said  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  but  hopefully  a  great  portion 
will  be  reimbursed  through  Federal  subventions. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  these  plans  were  originally  in  the  BARTD 
bond  issue.     Mr.  Murphy  said  no,  these  oration  plans  are  primarily 
for  the  surface  of  the.  street. 

Mr.  John  Carl  Warnecke  and  Mario  J.  Ciampi  presented  the  report  which 
they  said  was  the  schematic  phase — the  schematic  street  functional 
plan  and  the  schematic  street  design  plan — of  the  Master  Plan  for  the 
restoration  of  Market  Street. 

Michael  Painter,  planning  and  landscape  architect  (partner  in  the 
firm  of  Warnecke  &  Associates),  described  plans  for  the  pavements, 
trees,  street  furniture,  etc. 

Mr.  Carr  said  one  thing  of  very  serious  concern  to  the  Commission  is 
provision  of  shelters  for  people  using  the  transit — well  lit,  closed 
circuit  TV  if  necessary,  a  place  to  provide  newspapers,  etc. 

The  Commission  then  thanked  Messrs.  Warneke,  Ciampi  and  Murphy  for 
their  presentation.

Commissioner  Goldman  expressed  concern  as  to  whether  these  new 
buildings  are  going  to  fit  into  the  total  architectural  concept  of 
the  Airport. 

Mr.  Carr  said  as  soon  as  architectural  control  is  acquired,  it  will 
be  exerted;  and  even  though  these  buildings  are  approved  there  is  an 
existing  way  to  help  control  architectually . 

The  Art  commission  in  addition  exercises  some  control.    Mr.  Carr 
pointed  out  it  has  been  the  duty  of  the  Engineer  to  certify  that  the 
construction  is  in  conformance  with  the  Master  Plan. 

Mr.  Al  Kaiser,  Property  Director,  United  Air  Lines,  said  the  building 
conforms  without  any  questions  to  the  general  area.     United,  he  said, 
is  anxious  to  not  only  maintain  the  appearance  of  its  base  but  also 
improve  it,  and  will  do  everything  it  can  to  make  its  buildings 
conform  with  those  in  the  area.

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Resolution  No.  67-0697,  accepting  the  Feasibility  Report  on  the 
Pleasanton  Industrial  Park  prepared  by  Development  Planning  Associates, 
and  authorizing  Consultant  to  proceed  with  the  final  report: 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  preliminary  report  on  the  feasibility  of  using 
the  600-acre  well  field  tract  adjacent  to  Pleasanton  as  an  industrial 
park  shows  the  Park  to  be  financially  feasible  but  slow  in  develop- 
ment during  the  first  five  years.    At  the  time  of  full  occupancy  in 
15  or  20  years,  the  City  should  be  receiving  lease  payments  estimated 
at  $400,000  annually. 

He  said  the  matter  has  been  reviewed  quite  thoroughly  with  Director 
of  Property  Philip  Rezos  and  he  has  recommended  to  Mr.  Carr  that 
necessary  steps  be  taken  to  obtain  a  more  detailed  study  so  as  to  be 
able  to  talk  to  people  about  development  of  light,  smokeless  in- 
dustry in  Pleasanton. 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  will  be  a  better  land-use  in  the  area  and  will 
not  affect  the  water  supply. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  the  Department  has  evidence  that  the 
people  in  the  area  would  prefer  this  usage  .  of  land.    Mr.  Carr  said 
staff  has  been  working  closely  with  Pleasanton  officials  and  the 
Alameda  County  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  they  are  in  favor  of  this 
proposal. 

Mr.  Pederson,  vice  president,  of  Development  Planning  Associates, 
said  there  was  one  firm  that  did  discuss  the  possibility  of  using  the 
area  for  a  type  of  business  other  than  industrial,  but  their  contract 
was  to  examine  from  the  standpoint  of  industrial  use  onlv.     He  said  no 
planning  has  been  actually  done  on  the  property.  When  they  get  into  thi 
final  phase  they  may  have  recommendations  on  types  of  industry  and 
business  best  suited  to  the  area. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  hoped  that  in  the  final  report  all 
factors  will  be  taken  into  consideration,  not  just  those  affecting 
those  who  would  profit  from  the  development.

Mr.  Hansen  said  he  did  not  think  any  tenant  provides  sufficient 
parking  facilities  for  all  of  its  employees,  inasmuch  as  tenants 
are  constantly  adding  to  their  facilities,  adding  employees,  and  run 
out  of  parking  space.     There  is  an  employees1  parking  lot;  some 
carriers  are  picking  up  the  tab  for  certain  employees  in  public 
parking  area;  some  carriers  bus  people  to  the  parking  lot. 

Commissioner  White  said  he  received  information  the  amount  of  parking 
available  to  the  Post  Office  has  been  cut.

Mr.  Carr  said  very  heavy  emphasis  was  placed  on  local  firms.  Hideo 
Sasaki  of  Washington,  D.C,  landscape  architect,  is  also  a  member  of 
a  local  firm,  but  in  this  particular  instance,  rather  than  bring  in 
the  entire  San  Francisco  firm,  it  has  been  recommended  that  he  work 
alone,  as  an  individual,  with  the  architect.    This  minimizes  the 
number  of  firms,  Mr.  Carr  said. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  several  statements  in  his  memorandum  namely: 

Far  more  is  known  about  the  new  aircraft  equipment  to  be  served 
and  its  relation  to  the  traveler  than  was  known  two  years  ago 
when  the  Commission  authorized  work  on  the  present  Master  Plan. 

The  members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  are  much  better 
informed  about  San  Francisco's  future  airport  needs  than  at  any 
time  since  the  establishment  of  the  Commission. 
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The  proposal  of  John  Carl  Warnecke  and  Associates  with  Dreyfuss 
and  Blackford,  Architects,  was  made  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  as  a  joint  venture.     The  Commission  did  not  propose 
this  combination?  they  made  it  together.     They  recommended  the 
four  firms  plus  Hideo  Sasaki.     The  other  three  consultants  will 
report  directly  to  the  Airport  Assistant  General  Manager  of 
Planning  and  Development. 

The  total  work  to  be  performed  by  the  private  architects  and 
engineers  is  not  to  be  approved  at  this  time.     Rather,  the 
initial  stage,  which  amounts  to  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the 
total  in  terms  of  professional  services — covering  more  specifically 
the  functions  and  forms  of  the  Airport  complex — should  be  approved 
now. 

Mr.  Carr  furnished  the  Commissioners  with  a  statement  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  architectural  planning  of  facilities  in  the  terminal 
complex.    This  would  include  the    relationship  and  function  and  form 
of  the  North  Terminal,  Garage,  Pier  modifications,  Roadways  and 
Streets .    The  total  amount  to  John  Carl  Warnecke  and  Associates  with 
Dreyfuss  and  Blackford,  a  joint  venture,  would  be  $155,000  maximum. 

Mr.  Carr  said  for  this  airport  expansion  program  a  new  approach  has 
been  developed — one  which  would  maintain  maximum  control  by  the 
Commission.    Step  by  step,  before  proceeding  with  each  item  and  spend- 
ing funds,  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  to  report  to  the  Commission  in  writing.    The  Commission 
would  retain  control  of  the  various  steps  and  the  engaging  of  certain 
firms  and  individuals  as  the  work  proceeds.    This  procedure  would 
permit  a  periodic  review  of  policy  direction  at  various  stages  of  the 
program  as  it  developes. 

Commissioner  Stack  said  he  wished  to  address  himself  for  the  record 
on  this  subject,  and  that  this  was  a  matter  in  which  his  personal 
interest  and  concern  has  been  well  documented. 

He  said  that  today  they  were  finishing  up  the  tail-end  result  of  a 
resolution  he  sponsored  in  February  of  this  year  that  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  go  out  past  the  City's  perimeters  and  find  a 
firm  of  renown  and  established  reputation  that  could  assist  San 
Francisco  in  design  and  control  of  $105  million  operation.    He  said 
he  stated  at  that  time  he  personally  was  not  willing  to  settle  for 
anything  but  the  best. 

He  said  he  thought  it  imperative  that  the  record  specifically  detail 
what  the  Commissioners  did  to  come  to  this  conclusion. 

The  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Commission,  he  said,  flew  approxi- 
mately 12,000  miles  over  the  country — north,  south,  east  and  west. 
They  took  over  two  business  weeks  of  their  personal  time.  Over 
twelve  to  fifteen  hours  were  spent  in  briefings  and  discussions  on 
many  of  these  days . 

They  visited  five  major  cities;  inspected  the  world's  three  largest 
airports.     They  were  briefed  by  the  New  York  Port  Authority;  Chicago 
Airport  Commission;  and  Los  Angeles  Airport  Commission  and  brought 
up  to  date  with  their  one-half  billion  dollar  expansion  program 
Los  Angeles  is  working  on. 
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They  had  briefings  by  major  airline  manufacturers.    Three  major 
airlines  gave  them  briefings.    Eight  architect-engineer  briefings 
were  made  by  out-of-state  firms.    Two  days  of  briefings  were  devoted 
to  architect-engineer  firms  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

The  majority  of  Commissioners  participated  in  this. 

He  also  mentioned  the  thousands  of  hours  of  work  put  in  by  the  staff — 
Mr.  Hansen  and  Mr.  Fearn  of  the  Airport;  Oral  L.  Moore ,  Wesley  F. 
Getts,  and  Stanley  F.  Davis  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau — 
as  well  as  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  and  the  Assistant 
General  Manager,  Administrative. 

Commissioner  Stack  said  he  thought  the  construction  department  of 
every  airport  in  the  nation — whether  major  or  minor — was  in  deep, 
deep  trouble.    There  are  only  one-half  of  the  airports  ready  to 
handle  the  jet  airplanes  today  that  will  be  needed  five  years  from 
now.    It  is  estimated  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  they  will  need 
six  billion  dollars  for  airport  expansion  by  1975,  yet  Congress  has 
not  set  up  sufficient  funds  to  help  meet  the  needs.    Oscar  Bakke  in 
the  July  22  issue  of  Newsweek  predicts  Kennedy  Airport,  New  York, 
will  soon  be  unable  to  accommodate  domestic  aircraft  because  of  a 
saturated  air  pattern. 

Commissioner  Stack  said  the  only  conclusion  most  of  the  Commissioners 
could  reach  after  reviewing  these  other  airports — the  one  conclusion 
that  kept  coming  back  home  to  them — was  that  San  Francisco  was  even 
with  every  one  of  the  major  airports  in  the  nation,  and  ahead  of  a 
couple  of  them. 

He  said  the  recommendation  made  to  them  today  was  evidence  of  the 
excellence  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  staff. 

He  pointed  out  this  was  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  San 
Francisco  Airport  that  it  has  ever  been  determined  to  have  a  design 
architect-engineer  firm  combination  that  would  guide  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  for  not  just  one  project  but  for  a  long-term 
expansion . 

Abromovitz  of  New  York,  he  said,  gave  the  Commissioners  some  sound 
advice  when  he  said  after  the  Commissioners  finished  their  studies 
the  best  advice  he  could  give  them  was  that  they  go  back  home  and 
find  the    most  capable  and  renowned  local  firms  in  San  Francisco. 
It  would  be  the  most  advantageous,  for  economical  and  financial 
reasons,  and  would  give  continuity  in  detailed  advice. 

Commissioner  Stack  said  again,  he  thought  the  recommendation  arrived 
at  a  very  good  one.     John  Carl  Warnecke  and  Associates  is  a  firm 
of  renown?  Drey fuss  and  Blackford  gives  the  desirable  continuity  of 
the  Master  Plan. 

Commissioner  Stack  said  that  under  the  control  of  the  staff  and  under 
the  policy  direction  of  the  Commission  San  Francisco  will  have  the 
finest  airport — the  world's  best  airport — and  that  he  would  some  day 
look  back  on  bis  service  on  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  wh=n  the 
job  is  done  and  feel  proud  of  his  part  in  the  project.    He  said  he 
would  like  to  at  least  move  adopting  the  recommendation  of  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  set  forth  in  his  letter  of 
August  1,  1967,  for  the  retention  of  the  local  architect-engineering 
combination  of  John  Carl  Warnecke  and  Associates  and  Dreyfuss  and 
Blackford 
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Commissioner  Stack  thereupon  moved  the  Commission  adopt  the  report 
of  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  in  his  five-page  communica- 
tion of  August  1,  1967,  and  all  the  recommendation  contained  therein. 

Commissioner  Kelly  seconded  the  motion. 

Discussion  then  followed  regarding  the  three  parts  of  the  recommenda- 
tion •  namely  s 

1.  The  scope  and  outline  of  the  job  to  be  done. 

2 .  The  work  to  be  performed  under  the  immediate  direction  of 
Commission  staff. 

3.  Authorization  for  the  General  Manager  to  engage  the  professional 
services  of  several  persons  and  firms  to  perform  the  work. 

Commissioner  Goldman  thought  the  motion  should  be  spelled  out  and 
be  more  specific.    He  said  if  the  Commission  were  to  consider  the 
whole  report,  it  would  possibly  be  involving  itself  in  things  which 
it  did  not  intend  to.    He  asked  for  further  clarification  as  to  the 
first  point, 

Mr.  Carr  explained  the  first  job  is  to  take  the  present  Master  Plan 
and  establish  the  changes  to  carry  out  the  expansion  that  will  form 
the  terminal  complex,  exclusive  of  the  cargo  area  at  the  moment,  by 
concentrating  on  the  roadway  system  and  other  things  that  would 
relate  to  this  first  layout  of  the  airport.    When  this  is  done,  the 
Airport  will  have  an  up-to-date  decision,  for  example  as  to  the  North 
Terminal,  the  North  Satellite,  whether  or  not  the  South  Satellite  is 
needed,  or  should  be  moved  over  to  the  Pan  American  hangar.  These 
are  details  that  will  show  up  in  the  layout  form  for  what  the  central 
building  will  be . 

He  then  called  upon  Dale  Fearn  to  explain  the  cost  summary  of  what 
would  be  in  the  initial  program. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  was  excused  from  the  meeting  at  this  point. 

Mr.  Fearn  explained  that  the  outlining  of  the  scope  is  important 
because  this  defines  the  different  areas  of  the  work  to  each  of  the 
parties.    The  entire  terminal  complex  should  be  considered  as  a  unit. 
In  order  to  accommodate  the  number  of  people,  and  particular  aircraft, 
and  large  peaks  anticipated  in  passengers,  this  involves  a  study  of 
how  the  passengers  move  around  the  airport. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  since  the  responsibility  of  the  three  areas 
under  the  initial  phase  of  the  expansion  program  rested  with  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  he  did  not  understand  why  he 
was  being  asked  to  make  the  decision  as  to  approving  certain  people. 
He  said  it  seemed  the  first  concern  was  the  particular  staff  people 
who  were  to  be  delegated  the  responsibility  and  the  hiring  of  the 
architect-engineers.    He  said  if  Mr.  Carr  said  that  he  was  perfectly 
happy  to  make  himself  responsible  for  everything,  then  he,  Commissioner 
Goldman,  would  not  take  issue. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  returned  to  the  meeting. 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  that  what  was  actually  being  requested 
of  the  Commission  was  the  approval  of  Mr.  Carr's  recommendations  and 
that  Mr.  Carr  would  take  the  responsibility  for  the  people  he  was 
hiring. 
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Commissioner  Stack  said  the  Commission  had  to  remember  one  thing — 
that  the  scope  of  everything  to  be  done  at  the  Airport  was  predicated 
on  one  day  in  November,  1967,  when  the  electorate  would  be  voting  on 
the  Airport  Bond  Issue. 

He  then  read  excerpts  from  minutes  of  last  February  7,  1967  meeting 
of  the  Commission  at  which  time  he  said  it  was  operating  on  the 
optimum  that  the  money  would  be  available  in  ten  months. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  was  not  taking  issue,  that  he  was  merely 
trying  to  pin  this  down,  and  what  the  Commission  was  really  saying 
was  the  responsibility  was  being  assumed  by  the  General  Manager  of 
Public  Utilities  who  was  recommending  the  methods  to  accomplish  that. 

Commissioner  Stack  said  the  City  Charter  fixes  the  responsibility  to 
the  five  Commissioners,  and  then  from  the  Commissioners  down  to  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities.    He  said  the  Commissioners' 
responsibility  ends  when  it  has  developed  a  policy.    He  said  the 
Commissioners  had  developed  the  policy. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  if  the  Commission  had  satisfied  itself 
that  that  was  the  way  to  pursue  the  development  of  the  Airport  and 
to  have  the  continuity  of  design  and  function  it  was  seeking,  and  if 
the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  said  this  was  the  best  way 
to  reach  that  end,  then  he  was  prepared  to  take  the  recommendation. 
However,  he  pointed  out  that  all  of  the  Commissioners  could  not 
be  available  to  act  on  every  item  down  a  very  complex  road.    He  said 
he  would  accept  the  recommendation  before  them  now  without  question 
if  this  was  understood  by  all. 

On  roll  call  the  Commissioners  unanimously  adopted  the  motion  on 
the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
entitled,     "San  Francisco  International  Airport  Five-Year  Expansion 
Program  -  Engineering,  Architect  and  Airport  Consultant  Services" 
dated  August  1,  1967,  and  the  recommendations  contained  therein.

The  purpose  of  this  memorandum  concerning  Airport  expansion  is 
to  respectfully  request  you  to  approve  staff  recommendations 
regarding 

•  the  manner  in  which  the  Commission  can  best  meet  the 
architectural,  engineering  and  airport  consulting  needs,  and 

•  the  specific  firms  and  personnel  to  be  engaged  for 
services  under  the  initial  phases  of  the  staff-recommended 
program. 

These  decisions,  as  you  know,   are  vital  and  necessary  to  im- 
mediately move  ahead  on  the  already  Commission- approved  $105 
million  expansion  program  to  be  carried  out  during  the  next 
five  years  at  the  International  Airport. 

Regarding  cost:     $98  million  of  the  program  will  be  financed 
by  a  proposed  Bond  Issue  on  the  November  7,   1967  ballot.  The 
remainder  of  the  cost  is  already  almost  entirely  funded  from 
available  Airport  revenues. 

It  should  be  emphasized,  therefore,  that  the  $105  million  ex- 
pansion program  is  self-liquidating  and  in  no  way  a  burden  on 
the  San  Francisco  taxpayers. 

It  is  important,   I  believe,  to  point  out  that  in  making  these 
recommendations  your  staff  has  considered  all  facets  of  the 
development  program  and  recognized  two  significant  changes  that 
have  occurred  this  past  year.     They  affect  the  recommendations 
of  the  staff  as  to  methods  of  meeting  the  architectural,  engi- 
neering and  airport  consultant  requirements.     These  are:

.  executive  organization  for  the  Airport  Department  now  in- 
cludes an  Assistant  General  Manager  for  Planning  and  Develop- 
ment. 

.  far  more  is  known  about  the  new  aircraft  equipment  to  be 
served  and  its  relation  to  the  traveler  than  was  known  two 
years  ago  when  this  Commission  authorized  work  on  the  present 
Master  Plan.     The  aircraft  manufacturers,  airlines,  airport 
operators,  and  professional  people  involved  have  had  a  much 
greater  interchange  of  information  than  ever  before.     The  air- 
port operator  is  now  in  a  far  better  position  to  make  plans 
to  accommodate  various  types  of  aircraft. 

I  think  it  important  to  add  that  the  members  of  the  Public  Util- 
ities Commission  are  truly  much  better  informed  about  San  Fran- 
cisco's future  airport  needs  than  at  any  time  since  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Commission.     You  have  taken  time  to  visit  other 
airports,  attend  conferences  with  other  airport  operators,  in- 
spect factories  of  aircraft  manufacturers,  and  discuss  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  problems  with  architects  and 
engineers  involved  in  airport  design  across  the  country.  This 
has  all  contributed  to  a  better  understanding  by  the  Commission 
and  your  staff  of  the  numerous  changes  taking  place  and  those 
which  will  probably  occur  within  the  next  five  years  in  the 
aviation  industry. 

As  a  result  of  your  observations  on  these  visits  and  conferences, 
you  will  recall  it  was  unanimously  agreed  the  interests  of  San 
Francisco  citizens  could  best  be  served,  and  the  work  accomplished 
more  smoothly  and  quickly,  by  retention  of  local  architects  and 
engineers  to  a  maximum  extent  consistent  with  the  job  to  be  done 
and  their  qualifications. 

The  staff  has  worked  out  a  scope  of  the  development  program  which 
lends  itself  to  a  totally  directed  and  coordinated  assignment 
of  responsibilities.     This  is  set  out  in  the  report  of  the  staff 
review  committee. 

The  Commission  will  retain  control  of  the  various  steps  and  the 
engaging  of  certain  firms  and  individuals  as  the  work  proceeds 
under  this  system.     This  procedure  will  permit  a  periodic  review 
of  policy  direction  of  the  stages  of  the  program  as  it  is  devel- 
oped. 

As  has  been  agreed  upon  before  by  the  Commission,  and  as  was  the 
case  in  our  previous  planning  effort,  we  will  insist  upon  periodic 
public  review  of  the  plans  as  they  are  developed.     Such  a  full 
disclosure  of  planning  progress  in  meetings  similar  to  those  held 
early  last  year  with  the  members  of  the  press,  the  airlines  rep- 
resentatives, officials  of  neighboring  communities,  and  others

involved  should  be  most  beneficial.  In  that  way  we  can  have  the 
suggestions  of  those  concerned  with  excellence  of  layout  and  de- 
sign before  the  plans  are  frozen  into  final  form. 

You  should  note  that  the  total  work  to  be  performed  by  the  private 
architects  and  engineers  is  not  to  be  approved  at  this  time. 
Rathei;  the  initial  stage,  which  amounts  to  less  than  5  percent  in 
terms  of  professional  services  costs — covering,  more  specifically, 
the  functions  and  forms  of  the  Airport  complex— will  foe  approved 
now. 

You  will  also  note  in  the  staff  review  committee  report,   it  is 
urged  that 

"other  firms  of  architects  be  selected  for  projects  or 
portions  of  projects..."  . 

The  staff  review  committee  further  suggests  that  such  a  proced- 
ure would 

"stimulate  a  variety  of  architectural  design  choices  to  the 
benefit  of  the  overall  program. " 

Essentially,  this  means  that  the  committee,  rather  than  suggest 
other  firms  now,  recommends  consideration  of  additional  archi- 
tects on  certain  phases  of  the  work.     This  would  be  done  after 
the  initial  phase  functions,   form,  criteria,  and  structures  mak- 
ing up  the  total  terminal  complex  have  been  defined. 

Bringing  in  additional  architects  and  engineers  on  certain  struc- 
tures could  not  only  provide  further  protection  against  stereotype, 
mediocre  design,  but  more  important,  such  a  procedure  could  enable 
us  to  spread  the  volume  of  work  to  meet  the  time  demands  which 
will  be  thrust  upon  us  to  be  ready  for  king-sized  jets  like  the 
Boeing  747. 

Certainly  it  must  be  constantly  kept  in  mind  that  the  Inter- 
national Airport  is  the  first  impression  many  millions  of  trav- 
elers will  receive  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  Airport 
complex  must,  as  far  as  possible,  reflect  the  unique  position  of 
San  Francisco  among  the  cities  of  the  world. 

You,  as  members  of  the  Commission,  have  both  forcefully  and  fre- 
quently, especially  these  past  months,  urged  upon  your  staff  that 
the  proposed  Airport  expansion  must  typify  architectural  and 
engineering  excellence  consistent  with  what  we  hope  will  be  one 
of  the  world's  most  convenient,  compact,  and  attractive  airports. 

You  may  be  sure  that  your  staff  is  equally  dedicated  to  excellence. 
Moreover,  your  staff,  in  carrying  out  policy,  will  insist  that  this 
goal  is  also  the  goal  of  private  engineers,  architects,  and  air- 
port consultants  who  will  be  working  with  us  in  various  stages  of 
development.

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You  have  inquired  as  to  how  the  program  will  be  carried  out  ad- 
ministratively o     Under  my  general  direction,  George  F.  Hansen, 
Airport  General  Manager,  will  be  primarily  responsible  for  the

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  JULY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (June  and  Fiscal  1966-67): 

June  and  Fiscal  1966-67  traffic  figures  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  established  new  records. 

June  air  passengers  totaled  1,197,481,  an  all-time  high  for  any 
single  month,  and  brought  the  fiscal  year  total  to  a  record  11,311,969.  The 
month's  gain  was  12.8  per  cent  over  a  year  ago,  and  the  year's  increase  was  12.1 
per  cent.    It  should  be  noted  that  a  43-day  labor  dispute  idled  some  of  the  major 
airlines  during  July  and  August  last  year  and  reduced  the  air  passenger  figures 
for  those  two  months  by  an  estimated  600,000.    Without  the  decrease  attributed  to 
the  airline  strike,  the  year's  increase  would  have  been  approximately  15  per  cent. 

The  passenger  figure  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  current  calendar 
year  was  5 » 847,83**  and  an  increase  of  14.9  per  cent  over  the  corresponding  period 
last  year. 

Totals  for  shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  by  air  were:    June,  16,432,330  pounds, 
up  16.4  per  cent  from  a  year  ago;  first  six  months  of  1967i  99»68l,037  pounds,  a 
gain  of  28.5  per  cent,  and  for  fiscal  1966-67*  197*889,899  pounds,  an  increase  of 
38.8  per  cent.    Both  the  six-month  and  year's  totals  were  new  highs. 

Air  express  shipments  for  June  totaled  1,482,075  pounds,  bring  the 
half-year  figure  to  8,156,341  pounds,  and  the  66-67  total  to  17,044,933  pounds. 
Both  the  half-year  and  annual  figures  are  record  totals.

Air  freight  volumes  also  established  records  for  a  single  month,  a 
six-month  and  annual  totals  as  follows:    June,  46,729,396  pounds,  up  17.5  per  cent; 
January  through  June,  231,549,621  pounds,  a  gain  of  15.7  per  cent,  and  for  the 
fiscal  year,  a  gain  of  14.8  per  cent  to  448,379,048  pounds. 

It  is  noteworthy  to  point  out  that  the  43-day  shutdown  of  some  major 
airlines  last  summer  sharply  curtailed  the  growth  rate  of  air  freight  shipments 
nationally,  and  the  recovery  from  this  slump  has  been  slow. 

Aircraft  movements  —landings  and  take-offs—  for  June  were:    21,978  by 
scheduled  air  carrier,  a  gain  of  11.5  per  cent;  493  military,  and  4,058  by 
non-scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  or  locally  based  private  and/or  corporate 
aircraft  for  a  total  of  26,519.    The  fiscal  period  totals  were:    240,669  by 
scheduled  air  carrier;  5,5&6  military,  and  54,865  by  other  classifications,  for  a 
grand  total  of  298,908. 

The  year's  figure  for  scheduled  aircraft  movements  and  the  total  for 
all  classifications  were  new  highs.    However,  the  number  reported  for  non-airline 
civil  aviation  activities  was  slightly  under  the  total  for  the  previous  fiscal 
year.    The  Federal  Aviation  Administration  Air  Traffic  Control  Tower  reported  a 
record  number  of  aircraft  movements  for  a  single  day,  1,084,  on  June  30.  That 
was  at  the  average  rate  of  a  landing  or  take-off  each  80  seconds  for  24  hours. 
Bond  Proposal 

Detailed  development  plans  to  be  financed  by  the  proposed  #98  million 
Airport  Bond  Issue  were  submitted  to  the  finance  committee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  subsequently  to  the  full  Board.    The  full  Board  unanimously 
approved  the  bond  proposal  for  submission  to  the  San  Francisco  electorate  in 
November. 

Presentations  on  the  bond-financed  Airport  expansion  also  were  made 
to  the  Citizens'  Bond  Screening  Committee,  the  Aviation  Committee  of  the  Greater 
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San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  to  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Conference. 
All  three  groups  unanimously  endorsed  the  bond  proposal. 
School  Art  Exhibits 

San  Mateo  County  schools  were  granted  permission  to  again  display  art 
works  of  students  during  the  1967-68  school  year.    A  feature  of  the  next  exhibit 
will  be  an  exchange  of  art  work  with  other  countries  which  will  give  the  showing 
an  international  flavor.    It  is  anticipated  that  ultimately  there  will  be  arrange- 
ments to  display  the  art  work  of  students  in  the  San  Francisco  schools. 
Customs  Area  Exhibits 

San  Francisco's  Convention  &  Visitors  Bureau  has  expressed  interest 
in  displaying  mural-type  photographs  in  the  Customs  area  of  the  South  Terminal 
Building.    Subjects  of  the  photographs  would  be  scenic  and/or  places  of  interest 
to  visitors  to  the  Bay  Region.    A  definite  program  is  expected  to  be  submitted  in 
the  near  future.

He 
said  he  wanted  to  give  them  the  map  with  documents  and  dates  and 
say,   "This  represents  the  thinking  of  the  Commission,"  as  to 
what  it  will  do.     He  said  he  hoped  to  have  the  map  delivered  to 
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the  Commissioners  on  Monday,  so  they  could  study  it  before  the 
Tuesday  meeting . 

Commissioner  Goldman  felt  this  was  not  sufficient  time  for  the 
Commission  to  review  and  give  its  approval.     He  said  up  to  now 
this  was  a  subject  that  had  been  discussed  in  broad  terms  only, 
not  in  specifics . 

Commissioner  Kelly  asked  Mr.  Carr  what  the  question  presented  the 
Commissioners  next  Tuesday  would  be --what  commitment  would  it 
call  for  from  the  Commission . 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  planned  to  present  a  map,  plus  a  narrative  state- 
ment, that  would  be  a  general  policy  of  the  direction  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  should  take  with  respect  to  the  Peninsula 
watershed  lands.     He  said  this  would  have  an  effect  on  San  Fran- 
cisco's taxes  in  San  Mateo  County.     There  was  also  the  Question 
of  declaration  of  open  space  under  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recrea- 
tion program  of  the  Federal  Government  and  the  Housincr  and  Urban 
Development  program. 

Mr.  Carr  explained  that  this  was  necessary,  because  some  time  ago 
the  Commission  passed  a  resolution  in  general  terms.  Secretary 
Udall  supported  it.     The  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  has  asked 
if  San  Francisco  had  developed  any  more  specific  Dlans.  Super- 
visor  Fitzgerald  of  San  Mateo  County  alleged  the  Commission  had 
no  plans  in  San  Mateo--that  San  Francisco  was  talking  but  not 
doing  anything.     Mr.  Carr  said  it  was  for  this  reason  he  asked 
General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Department  Arthur 
H.  Frye,  Jr.  to  arrange  for  the  map,  documented  and  dated,  to  bring 
before  the  Commissioners  and  staff  as  to  where  they  were  going. 
Mr.  Frye,  he  said,  was  working  with  th  engineers  in  the  hope  of 
getting  together  a  general  program,  still  having  a  chance  to  change 
some  of  the  details  as  they  proceed  down  the  road.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Highlights 

On  August  1,  1967,  the  City  sold  $1+5,000,000  worth  of  196l  Water  System  Improvement 
Bonds  for  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project.  This  bond  sale  was  the  largest  amount  sold  at 
one  time  for  a  single  purpose  in  the  City's  history. 

On  the  same  day,  the  Turlock  and  Modesto  Irrigation  Districts  sold  $28,000,000  and 
$18,500,000  in  New  Don  Pedro  bonds,  respectively. 

Construction  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  dam,  reservoir  and  appurtenances  is  scheduled  to 
commence  at  the  end  of  August. 

Participation  in  this  Project  by  the  City  will  assure  it  and  its  related  service 
area  of  an  adequate  water  supply  well  into  the  next  century.    It  is  a  major  step 
in  Hetch  Hetchy !s  continuing  development  to  provide  water  supplies  in  anticipation 
of  future  needs. 

Water  conditions  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  are  the  best  that  have  ever  existed  for 
this  time  of  the  year.    The  three  major  reservoirs,  Hetch  Hetchy,  Lake  Lloyd  and 
Lake  Eleanor,  were  all  full  and  spilling,  on  August  1,  assuring  optimum  power 
generation  for  the  coming  year.

During  the  month  of  July,  Moccasin,  Dion  R,  Holm,  and  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Powerhouses 
generated  45,61*0,000,  63,600,000  and  51,672,000  kilowatt-hours  respectively,  or  a 
total  of  160,912,000  kilowatt-hours,  having  a  value  in  excess  of  $1,126,000. 

HETCH  HETCHY  ENGINEERING 
Replacement  of  Dead  End  Clamps 

Two  bids  were  received  on  July  13,  196?  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  398,  Replace- 
ment of  Dead  End  Clamps,  Moccasin-Newark  Transmission  Line.    The  low  bid  of 
$19,280  was  submitted  by  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Operations  Division  at  Moccasin.  Award 
has  been  recommended  and  the  Controller  is  reviewing  the  departmental  cost  breakdown 
prior  to  approval.    Under  the  contract,  clamps  of  1925  vintage  will  be  replaced 
with  modern  aluminum  alloy  clamps  that  will  provide  improved  protection  to  the 
strands  of  the  line  conductors. 

Repave  Cherry  Access  Road 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  remaining  7 -mile  section  of  road  between  Intake 
Grade  to  Cherry  River  Bridge  have  been  completed  and  are  under  final  review  prior 
to  bids*    The  first  section,  under  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  387,  extending  from 
Cherry  River  Bridge  to  Cherry  Valley  Dam,  a  distance  of  about  12  miles,  is  presently 
under  construction. 

South  Fork  Aqueduct  Crossing 

Preliminary  studies  for  the  protection  of  the  South  Fork  Aqueduct  Crossing  from 
rock  falls,  floods,  and  vandalism  were  completed  by  our  consultants,  Woodward, 
Clyde,  Sherard  and  Associates.    A  meeting  was  held  to  discuss  the  various  schemes 
investigated  with  attendant  cost  estimates*    Staff  requested  that  a  study  on  the 

horizontal  relignment  of  the  tunnel  at  this  location  be  included  in  the  final 
report . 
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AIRPORT  ENGINEERING 
Downtown  Interim  Heliport 

Airport  Contract  No.  h669  Construction  of  Interim  Heliport  North  of  Ferry  Buildings 
and  A-U96,  Construction  of  Heliport  Passenger  Terminal,  were  both  advertised  with 
bids  to  be  opened  on  August  10,  1967.    Amendment  No.  1  was  issued  to  Contract 
No.  k66  due  to  requirements  for  additional  paving  on  the  substitute  parking  areas. 

Fill  for  Extension  Runway  28R 

The  Office  for  Federal  Contract  Compliance  and  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration 
have  concurred  with  and  approved  our  recommendation  for  award  of  this  contract 
(Airport  Contract  No.  363)  to  the  low  bidder,  Piombo  Construction  Company.  The 
award  of  the  contract  was  formally  approved  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on 
August  1,  1967.    This  Contract  is  the  last  and  largest  of  FAAP  Project  CU21.  Total 
contract  cost  is  $2,151,600,  of  which  the  FAA  will  participate  to  the  extent  of 
about  27$  of  the  cost. 

Industrial  Waste  Program 

During  this  period,  four  tenants  were  checked  for  compliance  with  Airport's  rules 
and  regulations  governing  sewage  discharges.    Samples  analyzed  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory  except  for  grease  content  at  TWA.    The  greatest  improvement  was  shown 
by  the  waste  water  from  United' s  Maintenance  Base.    Since  January  of  this  year, 
United  has  installed  a  new  plating  shop  that  has  a  waste  water  treatment  system 
integrated  with  the  plating  processes.    It  is  expected  that  fish  kills  will  be 
completely  eliminated  in  the  future  with  this  treatment  system  in  operation. 

During  the  past  three  months  the  Regional  Water  Quality  Board  and  State  Water 
Quality  Board  have  been  preparing  documents  establishing  water  quality  control 
policies.    The  insistence  of  the  Federal  Government  relative  to  conservation  of 
Bay  and  Delta  lands  has  motivated  the  State  Board  to  adopt  policies  for  controlling 
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■waters  inside  and  outside  the  Golden  Gate.    The  State  Board  has  engaged  Kaiser 
Engineers  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  master  plan  for  conservation  of  the  Bay  waters. 

Staff  attended  a  conference  called  by  the  City  of  San  Jose  to  discuss  water 
pollution  problems  in  the  South  Bay  area. 

Boiler  Plant 

A  work  order  has  been  issued  to  Buonaccorsi  and  Associates  to  test  and  examine  the 
deaerator  and  to  submit  recommendations  for  improving  its  operation.

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With  regard  to  the  problem  of  the  parking  for  the  Airport  Post 
Office  employees  mentioned  by  Commissioner  White  two  weeks  ago, 
Mr.  Hansen  reported  he  discussed  this  with  John  MacMahon,  the 
postal  station  head,  who  was  looking  into  the  possibility  of 
providing  bus  service  at  shift  changes  in  order  to  take  advantage 
of  larger  remote  parking  spaces.    The  Post  Office  doesn't  deny 
that  there  are  parking  areas  at  the  Airport — their  problem  is  the 
employees  don't  want  to  walk  that  far,  Mr.  Hansen  said. 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  that  most  of  the  employees  are  on 
the  swing  shift,  and  the  majority  of  these  are  women  who  do  not 
want  to  walk  through  a  darkened  area.    This  is  of  concern,  he  said 
and  some  may  refuse  to  work  if  some  provision  is  not  made.

Mr.  Carr  introduced  the  subject  by  asking  the  Acting  Secretary  to 
read  the  proposed  resolution.    Mr.  Carr  said  this  item  was  of  very 
great  importance  to  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
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Francisco  and  her  San  Mateo  County  neighbors,  as  well  as  the  Bay 
Area  as  a  whole.     In  addition,  he  said,  some  of  the  items  per- 
taining to  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  will  relate  to  the  entire 
United  States,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  Transportation 
Act. 

Mr.  Dwyer  then  read  the  proposed  resolutions 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  Peninsula  watershed  lands,  a 
responsibility  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
were  acquired  for  public  water  supply  purposes  a  century  ago, 
and  have  since  been  maintained  in  their  natural  state  and 
operated  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  and  its  predecessor, 
the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  to  give  maximum  protection  to 
water  quality  and  open  space  considerations?  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Commission,  cognizant  of  the  growing  needs 
of  an  increasing  population  for  more  open  space  and  recreational 
area,  has  employed  eminent  consultants  to  make  a  land  management 
and  land  use  study  to  determine  the  optimum  and  best  use  of 
these  lands  compatible  with  their  primary  water  supply  purposes?  and 

WHEREAS ,  This  Commission  has  already  declared  its  nolicy  of 
exoanded  public  use  of  these  lands  by  its  resolution  No.- 67-0226 
dated  March  21,  1967;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Commission  has  approved  and  recommended  to  the 
California  State  Highway  Commission  a  concept  and  route  location 
for  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  (U.  S.  280)  which  gives  maximum 
water  quality  protection,  allows  for  scenic  enjoyment,  including 
view  points,  permits  access  to  both  sides  of  the  highway,  and  pro- 
vides a  barrier  to  future  encroachments,  thus  assuring  the  reten- 
tion and  optimum  use  of  these  lands  for  open  space  and  appropriate 
public  and  recreational  use?  and 

WHEREAS,  The  preliminary  report  of  the  consultants  and  the 
plan  titled,  "Interim  Preservation  and  Recreation  Concepts,  Penin- 
sula Watershed  Lands,  San  Francisco  Water  Department"  and  dated 
July,  1967  states  that  the  optimum  use  of  these  lands  is  for  open 
space  purposes,  appropriate  public  and  expanded  recreational  uses 
which  are  compatible  with  their  primary  water  supply  purpose?  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  approves  the  interim  concepts 
presented  in  this  preliminary  report  of  Wilsey  and  Ham  and  Me tea If 
and  Eddy,  consultants,  and  reaffirms  its  policy  of  continued  owner- 
ship of  these  lands  for  public  water  supply  purposes  primarily, 
along  with  open  space,  recreation  and  other  appropriate  public  uses, 
all  of  which  must  be  compatible  with  the  primary  purposes  of  water 
production  and  water  quality  protection  for  which  these  lands 
were  originally  acquired  and  are  now  held  in  trust?  and,  be  it 
further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  enjoyment  of  these  lands  under  said  condi- 
tions shall  be  available  to  the  public  under  the  aforementioned 
policy. 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  resolution  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Director  of  Property,  Philip  L.  Rezos,  who  replied  on  August  14, 
1967  as  follows ? 
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"I  have  just  reviewed  the  draft  of  a  proposed  Public  Utilities 
Commission  resolution  declaring  Commission  policy  for  the  future 
use  and  protection  of  San  Francisco's  Peninsula  watershed  lands. 

"I  should  like  to  compliment  those  who  drafted  this  well-prepared, 
comprehensive  resolution. 

"The  resolution  reflects  excellent  City  policy,  consistent  with 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission's  policy  during  its  vigorous 
three-year  fight  for  establishment  of  the  Ridge  Route  location 
for  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway.'9 

Mr.  Lee  Ham  of  Wilsey  and  Ham  then  presented  the  report  prepared 
by  the  joint  venture  which,  he  said,  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Out- 
door Recreation  had  reviewed  and  indicated  that  it  was  in  accor- 
dance with  their  views  of  what  might  be  developed  in  the  area  of 
outdoor  recreation.     He  said  this  approval  and  conformance  with 
national  policy  was  important,  as  there  were  funds  available 
from  two  Federal  sources --Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  and  Housing 
and  Urban  Development.     In  most  cases  fifty  per  cent  matching 
funds  are  available  for  development  and  planning  activities,  and 
it  is  highly  important  to  have  Federal  agreement  in  putting  the 
plan  together,  Mr.  Ham  pointed  out. 

The  interim  report  listed  as  study  goals  for  the  23,000  acres  of 
Water  Department  land  in  San  Mateo  County s 

To  maintain  the  quality  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  supply. 
To  preserve  the  natural  state  of  the  Peninsula  watershed. 
To  retain  the  integrity  of  the  State  Wildlife  and  Fish  Reserve. 
To  assist  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the  residents  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  Peninsula  for  increased  recreational  activities. 

Mr.  Ham  then  explained  the  four  principal  land  use  categories  of 
the  plan,  which,  summarized  briefly,  were  as  follows t 

1.  Resource  Management, 

a)  Water  Storage  Areas 

b)  Scenic  Corridor 

c)  Ecological  Reserve 

2.  Recreation, 

a)  Passive  Recreation 

b)  Active  Recreation 

c)  Park  expansion  lands 

3.  Special  Use  Areas,  including  existing  4-H  Club, 
historical  sites,  road-side  parks,  the  vita  and  capera 
point,  and  an  outdoor  geological  laboratory, 

4.  Public  Service  Areas, 

a)  Educational  Facilities 

b)  Utilities  facilities. 

A  circulation  system  connects  the  above  areas  and  includes  internal 
service  roads  and  trails,  as  well  as  the  parkway  and  freeway.  The 
Ridge  Route  location  of  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway,  as  adopted  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  is  an  integral  part  of  the  plan. 

Only  3,000  acres  of  the  23,000  Peninsula  watershed  acreage  are 
suitable  for  development,  according  to  the  consultants. 
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The  remaining  19,700  acres  are  either  in  water  surface  or  land  of 
more  than  ten  per  cent  slope.     Opening  these  steep  lands  to 
recreation  would  be  hazardous  to  water  quality  control  and  would 
create  increased  fire  hazard  problems. 

With  the  use  of  sketch  plans,  Mr.  Ham  presented  plans  of  suggested 
development  at  two  locations,  the  San  Andreas  area  and  the  Canada 
area.     The  San  Andreas  area  sketch  showed  about  fifty  acres  developed 
for  active  recreation,  while  Canada  area  sketch  had  about  530  acres, 
including  several  major  usess     passive  recreation  (picnicking, 
driving  for  recreational  pleasure,  etc.)?  active  recreation  (two 
golf  courses,  large  equestrian  area,  multi-purpose  family  recrea- 
tional area,  including  swimming  pools,  ball  fields,  as  well  as 
picnicking      a  retreat  for  group  meetings,  and  dining  facilities, 
Kirkwood  Memorial  Grove,  Swiss  picnic  area) ;  headquarters  for  the 
Peninsula  Division  of  the  Water  Department  and  the  proposed  college 
site  and  outdoor  geological  area. 

In  summarizing,  Mr.  Ham  said  San  Francisco  has  a  great  natural  re- 
source in  this  area?  their  plan  preserves  it,  but  at  the  same  time 
allows  it  to  be  used.     Secondly,  the  Skyline  Parkway  and  the  Juni- 
pero  Serra  Freeway,  as  proposed  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
are  an  integral  part  of  the  plan,  designed  into  it  with  capital 
usage.    Thirdly,  the  consultants  tried  to  design  into  the  plan 
something  for  everyone  who  has  a  desire  to  be  outdoors  and  partake 
of  nature's  resources. 

Commissioner  Stack  pointed  out  and  emphasized  that  the  entire  plan 
was  consonant  with  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  being  on  the  Ridge 
Route,  allowing  the  interim  property  between  La  Canada  and  the 
Ridge  Route  to  be  used  for  outdoor  recreational  and  other  purposes. 
The  Ridge  Route  has  been  utilized  as  transportation  to  the  area  to 
be  developed  under  the  plan?  La  Canada  would  be  one  of  the  interim 
scenic  feeder  roads  to  the  entire  area. 

Commissioner  Goldman,  noting  that  the  Commission,  in  adopting  the 
resolution,  would  be  simply  approving  the  concepts  in  principal, 
recommended  that  interested  groups  be  encouraged  to  submit  their 
ideas  to  the  Commission  as  to  some  of  the  uses  which  might  be  con- 
sidered in  the  continuing  study  prior  to  specific  proposals  by 
the  consultants. 

Commissioner  Stack  said  he  would  like  to  point  out  one  facet  which 
should  weigh  heavily  on  the  success  of  the  project,  and  that  was 
before  the  Commission  engaged  itself  in  the  specifics  of  what 
should  be  most  expedient  or  desirable,  the  General  Manager  and  staff 
should  engage  in  in-depth  discussions  with  the  San  Mateo  County 
officials  on  the  matter  of  taxation.     If  this  area  is  utilized  for 
recreational  purposes,  the  County  of  San  Francisco  should  not  be 
taxed  for  those  lands.     San  Mateo  County  should  contribute  and  par- 
ticipate in  the  cost  of  those  developments,  as  the  best  use  would 
be  made  by  the  citizens  of  San  Mateo  County.     The  cost  and  expense 
of  maintenance  should  be  established  and  they  should  participate. 
He  said  in  his  opinion,  the  practical  aspect  would  be  the  elimina- 
tion of  this  land--the  3,300  acres~-from  any  tax  base  and  a  realis- 
tic taxation  of  the  balance  of  the  land  should  be  continued  in 
perpetuity  in  relation  to  the  benefit  to  San  Mateo  County. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  would  like  to  set  aside  the  matter  of  tax  exemption 
until  the  objective  of  what  would  be  the  best  way  to  do  this  is 
determined— quite  apart  from  the  financing  and  the  timing. 
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Commissioner  Goldman  said,  other  than  the  matter  of  taxation,  as 
mentioned  by  Commissioner  Stack,  there  were  two  basic  problems; 
1)  a  duty  to  consider  the  general  public — there  are  those  who 
are  for  and  those  who  are  against  development- — particularly  those 
who  have  access  to  the  area  in  the  adjacent  counties;  and  2)  to 
augment  the  plan  into  actual  development.    Here  time  is  a  considera 
tion.     It  will  be  necessary  to  wait  for  the  freeway  first;  and  from 
that  time  move  forward,  he  said. 

The  following  persons,  representing  interested  organizations,  were 
present  and  spokes 

John  Hirten,  Executive  Director,  SPUR  (San  Francisco  Planning  and 
Urban  Renewal  Association) ; 

Mr.  Hirten  said  he  would  like  Mr.  Ham  to  make  the  presen- 
tation to  his  organization.    He  commended  Mr.  Carr  and  the 
Commission  for  the  study,  which,  he  said,  was  in  line  with 
everything  they  propose,  and  that  it  was  an  extremely 
imaginative  scheme.    He  said  that  without  saying  he  was 
for  or  against  any  details  of  the  plan,  he  thought  what 
the  Commission  was  trying  to  do  was  commendable  and  had 
their  whole-hearted  support.

James  Hobbs,  Chairman,  SPUR  Regional  Affairs  Committee: 

Mr.  said  he  would  second  Mr.  Hirten  in  his  basic 

approval  of  the  development  of  the  area,  without  going 
into  specific  approval  or  disapproval  of  details  of  the 
plan. 

Mrs.  Marcella  Jacobsen,  2995  Summit  Drive,  Hillsborough,  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  Citizens  for  Regional  Recreation  and 
Parks  % 

Mrs.  Jacobsen  said  her  organization  was  concerned  about 
retaining  such  a  very  unique  piece  of  open  space  within 
this  entire  metropolitan  area.     She  felt,  as  Mr.  Hirten 
stated,  that  she  would  like  to  study  the  plan  in  more 
detail  and  have  access  to  copies,  so  as  to  learn  the 
details.    She  was  glad  to  see  the  greater  portion  left 
as  an  ecological  reserve,  saying  there  should  be  no 
further  intrusion  into  the  wilderness  area. 

She  stated  she  was  concerned  about  the  intrusion  on  a 
sizeable  piece  of  property  for  college  use. 

Speaking  as  a  resident  of  San  Mateo  County,  who  has  served 
on  the  Open  Space  and  Conservation  Committee  of  the 
Regional  Planning  Committee  of  that  County  (members  con- 
sisting of  Recreation  and  Park  Department  staff,  elected 
officials  of  the  County,  and  a  sizeable  number  of 
civic  organizations) ,  she  said  there  was  a  very  firm 
consensus  of  each  comprising  the  committee  that  the 
watershed  area  was  a  very  unique  area  and  must  be  preserved. 

Sidney  Liebes,  Jr.,  98  Monte  Vista,  Atherton,  representing  the 
Committee  for  Green  Foothills  (Peninsula  conservation  organiza- 
tion, which  had  its  start  in  promoting  the  Skyline  Scenic  Park- 
way) ,  and  representative  of  the  Sierra  Club  for  Crystal  Springs 
Watershed  s 
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His  concern  has  been  to  see  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway 
route  constructed  as  far  east  as  possible,  because  there  it 
will  have  the  minimum  adverse  physical  and  automobile 
impact  on  the  western  slope. 

His  organization  was  interested  in  open  trails  and  possi- 
ble youth  hostels .     They  are  anxious  to  see  the  establish- 
ment of  these  trails  and  hostels  from  San  Francisco  down 
to  Santa  Cruz. 

He  cautioned  that  whatever  action  taken  will  have  an  im- 
pact hundreds  of  years  hence,  particularly  with  regard  to 
the  freeway  routing. 

He  requested  an  opportunity  for  the  Sierra  Club  members  to 
put  their  ideas  forward  on  an  exchange  basis. 

Commissioner  White  said  the  Commission  was  desirous  of  having  those 
facilities  which  would  create  the  least  problems,  particularly  with 
reference  to  water  purity,  and  that  with  regard  to  water  purity, 
the  Commission  was  required  to  exercise  much  more  than  ordinary 
caution.    With  that  in  mind,  many  people  would  be  invited  to  come 
in  and  discuss  the  matter.     He  said  this  was  just  the  beginning. 
Proper  development  will  call  for  a  great  deal  of  study. 

Commissioner  Stack  moved  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

Commissioner  Goldman  seconding  the  motion  for  adoption,  said  he 
looked  forward  to  the  implementation  of  this  planning  in  the 
immediate  future,  and  said  he  would  like  to  ask  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  to  set  a  time  program  so  that  all  groups  who 
desire  to  can  be  heard  and  the  consultants  can  be  so  guided.  He 
said  he  would  take  this  up  on  roll  call. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  said  he  agreed  with  the  consultant's  pre- 
sentation. 

He  pointed  out  the  project  was  going  to  cost  a  great  deal  of  money, 
and  suggested  that  the  interested  organizations  should  get  busy 
with  their  representatives  in  San  Mateo  County  with  regard  to  con- 
tribution towards  the  cost.    He  did  not  think  San  Francisco  should 
pay  for  the  recreational  area  when  it  is  located  in  San  Mateo 
County  and  not  San  Francisco.    As  the  study  progresses  along  and 
interested  groups  are  invited  to  discuss  the  project,  the  financial 
aspects  could  be  brought  up  then,  he  said. 

Upon  roll  call,  Resolution  No.  67-0747  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  preliminary  report  and  copy  of  the  Commission's 
resolution  approving  the  interim  concepts  therein  would  be  sent  to 
Secretary  Udall.

REVENUES  AND  EXPENDITURES 

Total  revenues  for  the  month  of  July  1967  were  $95,224  more  than  budget  estimates, 
and  total  expenditures  during  the  same  period  were  approximately  $27,375  less  than 
budget  estimates. 

BART  GROUNDBREAKING  CEREMONY 

On  Tuesday,  July  25,  1967,  groundbreaking  ceremonies  were  conducted  at  Powell  § 
Market  to  celebrate  the  commencement  of  construction  of  the  Market  Street  subway 
and  rapid  transit  stations.    Municipal  Railway  coaches  on  Lines  5-6-7-8-21  and  31 
were  rerouted  outbound  via  Fourth,  Mission,  and  Fifth  to  Market  from  10*30  a.m. 
until  11*15  a.m.    No  adjustment  in  the  routing  of  inbound  coaches  was  required. 

REROUTING  OF  COACH  LINES --SUBWAY  CONSTRUCTION 

Due  to  rapid  transit  station  construction  projects  it  has  been  necessary  to 
temporarily  reroute  the  following  lines  commencing  July  24,  1967* 

Lines  15-42 

Southbound  trips  which  previously  operated  from  northerly  Line  15  terminals 
via  Montgomery,  Market,  and  Second  now  operate  via  Montgomery,  Bush,  First, 
and  Howard  to  Second,     Southbound  trips  which  previously  operated  from 
northerly  Line  42  terminals  via  Battery,  Pine,  Montgomery,  Market,  and  Second 
now  operate  directly  via  Battery,  First,  and  Howard  to  Second.  Nights. 
Saturdays,  and  Sundays  Line  42  coaches  turn  back  via  Kearny,  Bush,  Battery. 
First,  and  Howard  to  Second. 

Line  27 

Line  27  coaches  which  previously  operated  north  on  Second,  east  on  Market, 
and  south  on  First  to  East  Bay  Terminal  now  operate  via  Second,  Mission,  and 
First  in  the  downtown  district. 

Line  38- -EXPRESS 

Line  38  EXPRESS  trips  which  previously  operated  inbound  via  Market,  New 
Montgomery,  Jessie,  and  Second  to  Market  and  thence  outbound  via  Post  now 
operate  inbound  via  Market  to  Third  and  thence  via  Kearny  and  outbound  via 
Post. 

Line  84--Shoppers '  Special 

Line  84  trips,  which  previously  negotiated  the  westerly  terminal  loop  via 
Market.  Eddy,  and  Mason  to  Market,  now  operate  via  Market,  Ellis,  and  Mason 
to  Market.

Line  85--Shoppers '  Shuttle 

Line  85  trips  which  previously  operated  via  Market,  New  Montgomery,  Jessie, 
Second,  Post,  and  Stockton  to  Market  were  rerouted  from  Third  §  Market  via 
Kearny,  Post,  Stockton,  and  O'Farrell  to  Market. 

Line  85  trips  which  previously  made  the  financial  district  loop  via  Market, 
California,  Montgomery,  Post,  and  Stockton  to  Market  were  rerouted  via 
Market,  California,  Montgomery,  Post,  Stockton,  and  O'Farrell  to  Market. 

SERVICE  IMPROVEMENT- -FISHERMAN'S  WHARF  AREA 

In  accordance  with  Public  Utilities  Commission  authorization  the  northerly  terminal 
loop  for  Line  15  was  extended  from  approximately  10-00  a.m.  until  1:00  a.m.  daily, 
starting  August  1,  1967,  to  more  closely  serve  the  Fisherman's  Wharf  area.  Base 
schedule  trips  during  these  hours  now  operate  north  on  Powell,  west  on  Beach, 
south  on  Taylor,  and  east  on  Bay  to  Powell.    Previously  the  loop  was  made  via 
Powell,  Bay,  Stockton,  and  North  Point  to  Powell. 

This  extension  is  also  useful  in  augmenting  the  service  provided  by  Line  59  and, 
particularly,  when  there  are  unavoidable  interruptions  to  cable  car  service. 

SPECIAL  SCHEDULES 

Special  schedules  were  prepared  to  augment  service  on  Line  33  to  accommodate 
patrons  attending  pre-season  football  games  at  Kezar  Stadium  on  August  13  and 
August  20,  1967. 

Also,  special  schedules  were  prepared  augmenting  service  on  Line  10  on  Thursdays 
only  to  accommodate  patrons  attending  the  weekly  concerts  at  the  Concourse  area 
in  Golden  Gate  Park. 

SOUTHERN  PACIFIC  SERVICE  INTERRUPTION 

On  Monday,  July  17,  1967,  Southern  Pacific  commuter  trains  did  not  operate  due  to 
a  nation-wide  railroad  work  stoppage.    The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  pro- 
vided extra  service  on  Line  15  between  Third  §  Salinas  and  Kearny  §  Pacific  for 
the  accommodation  of  commuters  wishing  to  park  their  automobiles  out  of  the  down- 
town area  and  use  public  transportation  to  the  central  business  district.  The 
greater  part  of  this  service  was  provided  by  coaches  normally  used  on  Line  40. 
Patronage  was  light. 

Freeway  traffic  was,  however,  very  congested;  and  certain  freeway  express  coaches 
were  rerouted  via  Bayshore,  Silver,  Palou,  and  Third  Streets  during  part  of  the 
morning  peak  period. 

TRAFFIC  CONGESTION- -ACCIDENT  ON  BAY  BRIDGE 

On  Wednesday,  July  12,  an  accident  on  the  Bay  Bridge  involving  a  truck  which  caught 
fire  caused  a  backlog  of  traffic,  which  resulted  in  severe  traffic  congestion  on 
downtown  streets  in  San  Francisco,  as  well  as  bringing  traffic  to  a  near  standstill 
on  the  James  Lick  Freeway  and  approaches.     This,  in  turn,  seriously  disrupted 
Municipal  Railway  schedules  on  a  number  of  lines  in  the  downtown  area  between  ap- 
proximately 3r00  and  6*00  p.m. 
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CABLE  CAR  BARN  AREA 


The  washrack  at  the  upper  yard  of  the  cable  car  barn  has  been  repainted  "Cable 
Car  Gold." 

Chemicals  used  in  cleaning  the  cable  car  barn  killed  one  of  the  eucalyptus  trees. 
It  has  been  replaced  with  a  new  tree  at  the  expense  of  the  painting  contractor. 

CALIFORNIA  CABLE  LINE  TRACK  PROJECT 


As  indicated  in  the  last  two  Monthly  Reports,  difficulties  have  been  experienced 
with  a  shifting  of  the  cable  car  rails  on  California  Street  between  Drumm  and 
Davis . 

Durin?  the  past  month  Track  Division  crews  have  completed  the  work  of  reinforcing 
the  track  structure  and  have  re-installed  the  pavement  in  this  area.    Since  that 
time  there  has  been  no  further  shifting  of  the  rails  or  change  in  the  track  gauge. 

TURK  STREET  SUBSTATION 

Considerable  damage  was  done  to  the  armature  of  the  motor  generator  unit  #1  at 
the  Turk  Street  substation.    A  severe  flashover  occurred  which  damaged  several 
coils  of  the  D.C.  generator  armature.    The  upper  half  of  the  generator  had  to  be 
lifted  to  permit  work  on  the  armature.     The  coils  were  replaced,  the  armature  re- 
banded,  and  the  upper  half  of  the  generator  was  reinstalled.    This  repair  work 
was  done  by  Municipal  Railway  crews  and  required  one  week.    There  were  no  delays 
in  service  because  of  this  accident,  and  there  were  no  injuries  to  personnel.

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Water  Department  Item  #6,  relative  to  issuance  of  Water  Department 
Revocable  Permit  to  the  Granite  Rock  Company  to  pave  a  portion  of 
the  existing  access  roadway  to  Cahill  Ridge  adjacent  to  Crystal 
Springs  Watershed,  was  put  over  two  weeks. 

Commissioner  Goldman  raised  the  question  of  the  possibility  of 
City  acquiring  property  adjacent  to  the  Water  Department  property 
line — this  would  discourage  the  cutting  away  of  the  land  by  the 
quarry.    Mr.  Carr  said  in  view  of  the  proposed  Skyline  Scenic 
Parkway,  he  wished  to  look  into  the  advantages  of  acquiring  the 
land  between  the  proposed  road  and  the  Water  Department  property 
line, 

Sidney  Liebes,  Jr.  of  the  Sierra  Club  presented  a  map  of  the  region 
on  which  he  pointed  out  areas  of  interest  to  that  organization, 
and  the  Green  Foothills  Committee  of  which  he  was  a  member.  Mr. 
Liebes  proposed  the  City  acquire  a  strip  of  land  through  the  Torpey 
property  along  the  top  of  the  ridge,  in  order  to  establish  a 
hiking  trail  which  would  be  in  harmony  with  the  trail  coming  down 
from  Cahill  Ridge.    He  said  whether  this  be  done  by  a)  acquisition 
of  land  itself,  b)  scenic  easement,  c)  easement  without  reference 
to  scenery,  or  d)  buffer  zoning  on  building,  he  would  leave  to  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission's  judgment. 

Mr.  Liebes  was  referred  to  the  Water  Department  General  Manager  and 
Chief  Engineer,  who  was  requested  to  work  with  the  Director  of 
Property  on  this  matter,  determine  the  specific  areas  involved  and 
costs  of  acquiring  this  land  under  the  different  methods,  and  re- 
port back  to  the  Commission.

Mr.  Carr  said  on  the  agenda  of  the  AOCI  meeting  in  Boston,  Sept- 
ember 11-14,  1967,  will  be  several  items  requiring  policy  decision 
by  the  Commission  before  he  and  Dale  Fearn,  Assistant  Airport 
Manager,  Planning  and  Development,  leave  to  attend  the  meeting. 
Included  will  be  discussions  on  how  AOCI  members  are  resolving  the 
problem  of  general  aviation,  and  also  hearings  will  be  held  on  air 
port  financing.

Resolution  No.  67-0766,  authorizing  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  to  execute  a  professional  services  agreement,  in  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $195,000,  with  John  Carl  Warnecke  and  Associ- 
ates and  Dreyfuss  and  Blackford,  as  a  joint  venture,  to  undertake 
the  initial  stage  of  the  Airport  expansion  program. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  there  was  unanimous  agreement  by  the  members 
of  the  Commission  that  Warnecke  and  Associates  was  the  firm  with 
local  connections  and  availability,  plus  international  reputation, 
combined  with  Dreyfuss    and  Blackford  who  have  a  wealth  of  material 
about  the  Airport's  particular  needs,  that  can  best  do  the  job. 
However,  there  were  some  differences  among  the  Commissioners  as  to 
how  it  should  move  ahead,  and  for  this  reason  the  item  was  removed 
from  the  Commission  agenda  last  week  so  as  to  get  a  document  that 
would  meet  the  consensus. 

Mr.  Carr  then  explained  the  agreement  section  by  section. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  although  the  Commission  had  adopted  an 
Airport  Master  Plan  for  general  layout,  this  agreement  related  to 
the  terminal  complex,  the  part  immediately  adjacent  to  the  passenger 
terminal,  roadways,  etc.    Under  the  agreement,  the  "definitive  plan" 
is  one  where,  as  close  as  possible,  the  function  and  the  shape  of 
structures  that  will  make  up  this  total  complex  will  be  specified. 
On  the  north  side  the  architects  may  find  the  shape  would  have  to 
be  different  to  accomodate  the  larger  planes,  Mr.  Carr  said. 
Also,  the  consultants  will  have  to  determine  the  shape  of  the 
central  building,  the  theme  building.    This  part  of  the  contract, 
not  to  exceed  $155,000,  is  to  be  completed  in  150  calendar  days. 
The  balance  of  $40,000  is  to  cover  performance  of  supplementary  ser- 
vices by  the  joint  venture  firm  which  may  be  required  and  called  for 
by  City. 

For  the  purposes  of  discussion,  Commissioner  Rousseau  moved,  and 
Commissioner  Goldman  seconded  adoption  of  the  proposed  resolution. 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  there  were  certain  priority  pro- 
jects which  must  be  laid  out  by  the  architect -engineering  firm, 
regardless  of  the  results  of  the  bond  issue  election,  such  as 
modification  of  Piers  D,  G  and  E,  the  overpass,  and  initial  work  on 
expanding  the  airport  garage. 


! 
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Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  would  like  to  go  on  record  as  saying 
he  did  not  fully  concur  with  the  conclusion  of  one  of  the  absent 
Commissioners  as  to  the  airport  inspection  tour  the  Commissioners 
took  in  preparation  for  being  better  informed  on  the  matter  of  the 
airport  expansion.    He  said  following  meetings  with  the  airport 
managements  and  architect-engineering  firms  involved,  they  came 
back  with  one  particular  message.    He  said  they  learned  of  the 
complexities  involved  and  also  recognized  that  even  though  many 
made  broad  advances  in  development — the  one  thing  predominated, 
that  was  that  in  every  case  the  firms  chosen  were  locally-based 
firms.    He  asked  Mr.  Carr  to  explain  the  theme  building. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  size  of  the  garage  and  other  parts  of  that  build- 
ing would  make  it  by  far  the  largest  building.     Also  it  appeared 
if  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  tower  was  removed  and  the  central 
terminal  remodeled  to  blend  with  the  others,  the  major  building 
of  the  airport  would  be  the  garage  and  those  floors  above  the  gar- 
age, plus  the  heliport  on  the  roof.     It  would  then  establish  the 
architectural  theme. 

Commissioner  White  requested  that  the  professional  services  agree- 
ment under  discussion  for  the  Air  Terminal  Complex  Plan  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  be  made  a  part  of  the  minutes.  He 
said  it  was  the  desire  of  the  Commission  to  have  a  continuity  from 
the    beginning  of  the  development  of  the  Airport  to  its  finish. 
He  did  not  think  they  would  ever  catch  up  with  the  problems  at 
the  Airport  but  would  not  attempt  to  say  that  the  firm  of  TJarnecke 
and  Dreyfuss  and  Blackford  was  going  to  be  on  the  job  for  one  year 
only.    He  said  it  was  the  Commission's  desire  that  the  concept  the 
firm  will  put  together  under  this  particular  contract  shall  be 
carried  out  until  its  finish  by  the  firm,  and  by  firms  with  the 
assistance  of  other  architects  if  the  Commission  felt  it   to  be 
necessary. 

He  said  the  projects  which  can  be  financed  now  should  be  carried 
forward  with  dispatch,  and  be  in  process  while  plans  are  being 
made  for  the  balance  of  the  projects  constituting  the  Airport 
facility,  so  that  all  can  be  drawn  together  to  compile  the  final 
plan  of  the  expansion  program. 

Commissioner  White  then  read  for  the  record  the  services  and 
estimated  cost,  as  submitted  by  Dale  H.  Fearn,  Airport  Assistant 
General  Manager  Planning  and  Development,  to  be  performed  by  the 
firm  of  John  Carl  Warnecke  and  Associates  and  Dreyfuss  and  Black- 
ford, joint  venture,  under  the  contracts

"San  Francisco  International  Airport 


"Planning  services  to  develop  a  program  of  improvements,  better- 
ments   and  additions  to  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
terminal  complex,  including  but  not  limited  to  terminal  buildings, 
garage  expansion  and  parking  facilities,  roadways  and  related 
vehicular  circulation  are  outlined.    These  have  been  separated

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  for  clarification  of  the  2nd  paragraph 

regarding  supplementary  services  "may  be  called  for  within  the 

one-year  term  of  the  agreement."    He  asked  if  this  should  not  be 
completed  within  the  one  year's  time,  would  it  be  extended  into 
the  next  agreement? 

Mr.  Fearn  explained  that  within  this  one-year  period,  once  the 
definitive  plan  is  established  and  projects  are  started  out  of  it, 
the  Airport  may  be  calling  upon  the  firm's  services  to  a  degree 
which  is  not  understood  at  this  time,  and  also  much  is  influenced 
by  whether  or  not  the  bond  issue  passes.     At  the  end  of  the  one- 
year  period  there  is  a  clause  in  the  contract  to  extend  or  renew  it 
for  an  additional  year.     At  that  time  there  may  be  money  left  out 
of  the  $20,000  or  a  new  fee  would  have  to  be  established  for  the 
one-year  extension. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  in  the  professional  agreement  document 
draft  reference  to  the  term  of  150  calendar  days  for  the  "defini- 
tive plan"  had  been  inadvertently  omitted.     Thereupon  on  motion  of 
Commissioner  Rosseau,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Goldman,  the  Com- 
mission moved  to  amend  the  document  by  inserting  under  "Definitive 
Plan"  section  5,  the  following  separate  paragraph  after  subheading 
"h"s 

"All  services  provided  hereunder  in  connection  with  the  pre- 
paration of  the  definitive  plan  shall  be  completed  within 
150  calendar  days  after  the  commencement  of  this  agreement  as 
hereafter  provided." 
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Mr.  Carr  then  asked  Commissioner  White  to  read  aloud  subheadings 
b)   and  c)  under  Section  3  General  Conditions,  relating  to  options 
to  renew  and  the  control  by  the  Commissions 

"b)     Commission  may,  in  its  sole  discretion,  by  resolution 
terminate  this  agreement  at  any  time  during  the  term 
hereof  and  in  such  event  Firm  shall  be  paid  compensation 
according  to  the  schedule  of  compensation  contained  herein 
and  for  permitted  costs  incurred  but  not  paid  for  the 
work  already  performed  pursuant  to  this  agreement.  Mo 
other  or  further  work  will  be  paid  for  after  the  delivery 
of  any  notice  of  such  termination?  provided,  however, 
that  in  no  event  shall  any  compensation  exceed  the  maximum 
limitation  of  One  Hundred  Ninety-Five  Thousand  Dollars 
($195 ,000 o 00)   for  all  services  rendered  and  costs 
incurred  prior  to  the  date  of  termination?  and,  further,  in 
the  event  of  such  termination,  Firm  shall  prepare  and 
submit  to  Commission  a  report  of  its  services  to  the  date 
thereof. " 

"c)     Commission  shall  have  five  (5)  options  to  extend  the  term 
of  this  agreement  insofar  as  it  relates  to  the  performance 
of  supplementary  services  only,  for  successive  periods  of 
one  (1)  year  each,  said  extensions  being  subject  to  the 
applicable  terms  and  conditions  herein  provided?  except- 
ing, however,  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  B  relating 
to  the  fee  limitation  of  One  Hundred  Ninety-five  Thousand 
Dollars   ($195,000.00).     Commission  in  exercising  said 
option  or  options  shall  notify  Firm  thereof  in  writing, 
not  later  than  thirty  (30)   days  prior  to  termination  of 
the  term,  or  prior  to  the  termination  of  each  extension 
period,  as  the  case  may  be." 

On  Roll  Call,  the  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  67-0766, 
approving  the  agreement  and  authorizing  the  execution  thereof. 
Commissioners  Stack  and  Kelly  were  absent.

Resolution  No.  67-076  8.     Jerome  Cohen,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  said 
this  was  the  third  of  a  number  of  projects  planned  by  Pan-American 
World  Airways  to  be  financed  through  the  non-profit  corporation. 
This  third  undertaking  was  for  the  construction  of  an  interim 
cargo  facility  which  would  be  used  until  the  permanent  cargo  center 
is  ready  at  the  Airport.     The  amount  of  this  financing  is  $1,250,000. 


****** 


In  discussing  Resolution  No.  67-0769,  extending  on  a  month-to-month 
basis  the  insurance  and  public  service  agreement  with  Mercury 
International  Sales  and  Service  Company,  Mr.  Carr  said  it  was  the 
opinion  of  Airport  Management  and  Accounts  Bureau  Director  William 
J.  Dwyer  it  would  be  to  City's  best  interest  to  put  this  contract 
out  to  bid  rather  than  extend  the  present  contract  for  another  5 
years.     They  wish  to  advertise  widely  and  also  look  into  like 
services  rendered  at  other  airports?  this  month-to-month  extension 
will  carry  over  during  the  interim  period. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  the  Airport  considered  separate  con- 
tracts for  the  public  service  and  for  the  insurance.     Mr.  Hansen 
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replied  the  Airport  did  not  have  facilities  to  provide  these 
services  separately;  also,  it  was  common  practice  among  the 
nation's  airports  to  combine  the  services  under  one  contract. 


****** 


Resolution  67-0771,  regarding  Water  Department  Revocable  Permit  to 
Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  for  aerial  cable  across  a 
portion  of  the  San  Andreas  pipeline  right  of  way.     Mr.  Frye  explained 
this  was  in  an  area  where  there  were  other  overhead  wires,  and 
these  would  not  create  any  more  of  a  problem.     Further,  the  service 
was  for  a  church,  and  to  put  the  cable  underground  would  be  quite 
expensive  for  them  to  pay. 


****** 


Resolution  No.  67-0772,  supplemental  appropriation  request  for 
$760,000  for  Stanford  Heights  Reservoir  Reconstruction,  Mr.  Carr 
explained,  was  a  very  important  item.  The  Commission  approved 
this  reconstruction  last  year  when  it  was  putting  together  the 
budget,  the  Mayor  approved  it,  but  unfortunately,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  removed  it  from  the  budget. 

Mr.  Frye  explained  that  this  was  something  that  must  be  done  and 
must  be  done  soon.     There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  seepage  and 
inspection  showed  it  to  be  badly  in  need  of  repair. 


****** 


In  discussing  Resolution  No.  67-0778,  authorizing  a  member  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  staff  to  attend  the  American  Public 
Power  Accounting  and  Finance  Workshop  in  Tennessee,  Commissioner 
White  inquired  about  the  electronic  data  processing  work  being  done 
for  the  City.     Mr.  Dwyer  stated  the  only  two  offices  which  have  not 
accepted  electronic  data  processing  are  the  Treasurer's  Office 
and  the  Civil  Service  Commission.     The  Publit  Utilities  Commission 
has  two  components  set  up  and  operating  at  425  Mason  Street,  and 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  receiving  the  advantages  of  this 
installation.     Commissioner  White  pointed  out  the  lack  of  electronic 
data  processing  in  the  Civil  Service  Commission  adversely  affected 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  through  the  delay  in  receipt  of  pay 
checks  by  the  limited  tenure  personnel  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission. 


****** 


Resolution  No.  67-0780,  reaffirming  award  of  AD  Contract  No.  496 
to  J.  M.  Construction  Company,  O.  L.  Moore,  General  Manager, 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  explained  that  subsequent  to  award  by 
Public  Utilities  Commission  Resolution  67-0733  on  August  15,  1967, 
it  was  discovered  that  low  bid  of  J.  M.  Construction  was  irregular 
in  that  information  as  to  sub-contractors  did  not  list  the  sub- 
contract prices.     This  was  discussed  with  the  City  Attorney  who 
advised  this  was  a  technical  defect  the  Commission  had  power  to 
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waive,  and  recommended  that  it  do  so. 


****** 


In  discussing  Resolution  No.  67-0781,  attendance  at  a  meeting  of 
California  publicly-owned  utilities,  called  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Interior,  Mr.  Carr  said  that  apparently  in  the  con- 
troversy that  had  been  going  on  for  some  time  about  the  pooling 
and  intertie  contract  between  public  and  private  agencies  as  to 
what  effect  it  would  have  on  future  power  supply  of  publicly-owned 
groups,  it  was  finally  decided  that  they  should  get  together  and 
discuss  their  long-term  wholesale  public  power  supply. 


Mr.  Carr  said  although  this  was  a  little  different  for  San  Fran- 
cisco, it  involved  those  agencies  like  the  City  of  Santa  Clara, 
who  distribute  their  own  power.     San  Francisco  received  an  invita- 
tion to  attend  because  of  Modesto  Irrigation  and  others  in  the 
Tuolumne  River.     Mr.  Carr  said  although  San  Francisco  was  not  sure 
yet  of  its  position  in  the  matter,  to  protect  its  market  program 
in  the  Tuolumne  River,  he  suggested  that  J.  M.  Woods,  Superintendent 
of  Operations,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  attend  the  meeting  and  sit  in 
as  an  observer.     Mr.  Carr  said  because  of  the  necessity  of  renewal 
of  San  Francisco's  contracts  for  1972,  he  wished  to  have  full 
information  on  all  other  outlets  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Power. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  had  already  informed  the  Interior  Department  that 
San  Francisco  was  not  in  the  same  category  as  other  cities  dis- 
tributing power;  it  was  a  question  of  whether  San  Francisco  was 
fully  informed  on  the  value  of  its  power. 


****** 


General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 

Municipal  Railway  Operators — Traffic  Law  Violations  and  Safety; 

Mr.  Carr  referred  to  the  report  received  from  Vernon  W.  Anderson, 
dated  August  19,  on  the  same  subject.     He  said  Mr.  Anderson  and 
his  staff  and  W.  A.  McRobbie,  Director  of  Personnel  and  Safety, 
have  been  working  very  hard  to  correct  the  situation  which  caused 
the  Police  Department  to  "crack  down"  on  Municipal  Railway  drivers. 
Some  of  the  drivers  feel  that  they  were  being  unjustly  accused. 

Edward  Coleman  of  the  Transport  Workers  Union  said  it  wa  a  very 
unfortunate  statement  on  the  part  of  the  Director  of  Traffic  in 
announcing  stepped-up  enforcement  by  the  Police  Department.     He  felt 
the  operators  were  doing  a  commendable  job,  trying  to  get  service 
to  the  public  under  very  adverse  conditions  and  operate  the  equip- 
ment which  was  sorely  in  need  of  replacement.     The  public  which 
makes  criticism  does  not  take  into  consideration  the  stresses  and 
strains  the  operators  are  under,  said  Mr.  Coleman. 

Mr.  Coleman  felt  the  Police  Department's  campaign  on  traffic  vio- 
lators was  a  good  thing,  but  they  should  not  pick  on  the  bus 
drivers.     What  this  city  needed  as  well  was  a  program  for  pedestrians , 
and  for  all  other  drivers?  it  should  be  a  national  thing,  he  said. 
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Mr.  Coleman  said  further,  if  the  Railway  had  new  equipment  here  in 
San  Francisco,  the  operation  record  would  be  exemplary . 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  agreed  with  Mra  Coleman  with  regard 
to  .the  equipment==but  whether  the  equipment  were  new  or  old,  the 
desire  to  jump  the  gun  was  a  personal  matter  and  should  not  reflect 
on  those  who  were  careful  drivers . 


Stop-over  in  Washington,  D.C.,  on  trip  to  AOCI  annual  meeting; 

The  Commission  authorized  Mr.  Carr,  on  his  trip  to  attend  the 
AOCI  annual  meeting  in  Boston,  to  stop  over  in  Washington,  D.C. , 
to  confer  with  federal  officials  on  utility  matters,  including 
two-way  radios  and  power  values . 

Junipero  Serra  Freeways     Mr.  Carr  reported  that  Regional  Director 
Frank  E.  Sylvester  of  the  Pacific  Southwest  Regional  Office  of  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  has  commented  favorably  on 
the  initial  concepts  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  program 
for  recreation  on  Peninsula  Watershed  lands. 

Mr.  Carr  commented  on  the  telegram  sent  by  Mayor  Shelley  on 
August  21,  196  7,  to  Secretary  of  Transportation  Alan  S.  Boyd  in 
response  to  his  letter  of  August  9,  1967.     The  Mayor,  in  his  wire, 
named  San  Francisco's  representatives  to  meet  with  Federal  Highway 
Administrator  Lowell  Bridwell,  in  San  Francisco  at  9i 30  a.m., 
August  24,  on  the  4-mile  disputed  route  of  the  Junipero  Serra 
Highway;  namely,  Commission  President  Thomas  P.  White?  James  K. 
Carr?  Thomas  M.  O'Connor,  City  Attorney;  Jerome  Cohen,  Deputy 
City  Attorney?  and  Philip  L.  Rezos,  Director  of  Property. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  understood  San  Francisco  was  trying  to  hold  the 
number  of  representatives  down  because  there  would  be  a  lesser 
amount  from  the  Governor's  Office  and  from  San  Mateo  County. 


USO  Lounge  at  Airports     Mr.  Carr  reported  about  18,000  boys  a  month 
were  using  the  USO  Lounge  at  the  Airport  and  that  the  facility  has 
already  taken  care  of  close  to  a  quarter  of  a  million  military 
personnel  passing  through  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.
